In  Shape  for  the  Battle 

LAST  month  Archibald  MacLeish  penitently  claimed 
that  he  and  other  writers  of  his  generation  (Ernest 
Hemingway,  el.  al.)  by  their  debunking  of  old  slogans 
had  "disarmed"  the  U.  S.,  rendered  it  cynical  and  "de- 
fenseless before  an  aggressor"  (Time,  June  3).  Last 
week  a  famed  educator  got  up  and  beat  a  rival  breast. 
Before  1,000  visiting  teachers  at  the  summer  session  of 
Columbia  University's  Teachers  College,  Professor  Jesse 
Homer  Newlon  made  an  extraordinary  confession. 

Jesse  Newlon,  58,  is  a  great,  rumbling  tub  of  a  man, 
a  longtime  spokesman  for  the  left  wing  of  U.  S.  teachers. 
Onetime  president  of  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion, he  helped  found  the  now  extinct  leftish  magazine 
Social  Frontier,  was  a  crony  of  famed  Leftist  Professor 
George  Sylvester  Counts.  An  inveterate  signer  of  mani- 
festoes for  a  new  social  order,  Dr.  Newlon  has  always 
called  himself  a  liberal,  still  does.  Last  week  he  pre- 
sented his  colleagues  with  a  large  dish  of  crow. 

"Wt  have  taught,"  he  began,  "many  fallacies. 

"We  have  taught  that  war  never  settles  anything.  Look 
at   the  Revolutionary  War   and  tell   me  that  war  never

Confusion   of   Names 


Although  in  no  way  connected  with  the  School  of 
Education  at  the  University  of  California,  Henry  H. 
Hart,  a  lecturer  on  Chinese  Art  and  Culture,  draws  the 
majority  of  his  students  from  members  of  the  teaching 
profession. 

"I  am  in  no  manner  associated  with  the  Education 
Department  at  the  University,"  said  Dr.  Hart.  "The 
misunderstanding  results  from  confusing  my  name  with 
that  of  the  distinguished  educator,  Dr.  Frank  W.  Hart. 
Our  fields  are  entirely  separate." 

Henry  Hart's  extension  lecture  series  given  at  540 
Powell  Street,  San  Francisco,  will  begin  on  Tuesday, 
September  17,  in  the  following  arrangement:  Chinese 
Art,  morning  10:30  to  noon;  Chinese  Art,  4:10  to  6:00 
P.M.;  Chinese  Art,  8:00  to  9:30  P.M.  On  Wednesday 
evening,  September  18,  at  8:00  o'clock,  Mr.  Hart  will 
open  his  lecture  series  "An  Outline  of  the  Cultural 
History  of  China." 


Call  for  Preparedness 

TEACHERS  of  the  nation,  meeting  in  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  June  30  to  July  4  in  the  Seventy-eighth 
annual  convention  of  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion, went  on  record  as  strongly  advocating  "such  pre- 
paredness as  will  make  the  United  States  fully  able  to 
defend   itself." 

In  approving  such  a  policy,  the  convention  pointed  out 
that  "peace  is  the  normal  status  among  nations  and  that 
educational  systems  should  continue  to  promote  the  ideal 
of  peace  among  men." 

Major  emphasis  of  the  meeting  concerned  the  role  to 
be  played  by  schools  in  the  present  emergency.  The 
theme  was  sounded  at  the  June  30  vesper  service  when 
Dr.  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  president  of  Boston  University, 
Boston,  Mass.,  presented  what  he  termed  the  "American 
Canon."  Dr.  Marsh  listed  the  great  documents  on  which 
American  democracy  has  been  founded  and  laid  special 
emphasis  on  the  inspiration  to  be  found  in  the  words 
of  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner."  He  offered  strong  oppo- 
sition to  those  who  seek  to  supplant  the  "Star  Spangled 
Banner"  as  national  anthem  because  of  its  alleged  "war- 
like spirit, "and  pointed  out  how  the  philosophy  expressed 
in  its  words  adequately  could  serve  to  guide  the  United 
States  through  times  of  stress  as  well  as  times  of  tran- 
quility. 

The  importance  of  the  development  of  strong  bonds 
of  friendship,  cooperative  economic  relationships  and 
mutual  support  among  all  nations  of  the  Americas  was 
stressed  by  radio  commentator  H.  V.  Kaltenborn.  He 
assured  all  listeners  that  certain  European  nations  al- 
ready were  doing  all  in  their  power  to  wreck  relation- 
ships between  the  United  States  and  Pan-American  coun- 
tries, and  he  urged  immediate  and  vigorous  opposition 
to  such  plans,  even  to  the  extent  of  having  the  United 
States  extend  to  her  southern  neighbors  financial  and 
economic  subsidies.  Mrs.  Concha  Romero  James,  Chief, 
Division  of  Intellectual  Cooperation  of  the  Pan-American 
Union,  Washington,  D.C.,  assured  the  N.E.A.  delegates 
of  the  present  friendship  existing  among  the  countries 
of  the  Americas  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  such 
friendship  would  continue  to  develop.  Support  of  the 
N.E.A.  Representative  Assembly  was  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  adopted  by  unanimous  vote: 

"The  National  Education  Association  rejoices  over 
the  increasing  understanding  and  cooperation  among  the 
peoples  of  the  Americas.  It  urges  the  continuation  and 
expansion  of  all  programs  of  action  which  will  promote 
inter-American  friendship.  It  especially  urges  that  the 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  do  all  they  can  to  fos- 
ter  this   spirit." 

Under  the  general  topic  of  "The  National  Scene,"  pre- 
sentations were  made  by  Dr.  Clarence  A.  Dykstra,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  who  discussed 
"Critical  Problems  Facing  Our  Nation,"  and  Dr.  John 
W.  Studebaker,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, who  spoke  on  the  subject  "Educating  Youth  to 
Meet  National  Problems."  Importance  of  the  problems 
facing  the  schools  today  was  reflected  in  the  following 
resolutions,  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  represen- 
tative assembly: 

"The  Association  strongly  condemns  subversive  propa- 
ganda which  seeks  to  undermine  our  democratic  ideals. 
Schools  should  continue  to  turn  the  searchlight  of  truth 
on  alien  ideologies  so  that  Americans  may  know  wherein 
democracy  is  superior.  This  same  search  for  truth  will 
enable  us  to  locate  weaknesses  in,  and  to  strengthen  our 
democracy. 

"The  Association  advocates  the  full  protection  of  the 
liberties  guaranteed  to  all  citizens  by  the  Bill  of  Rights, 
at  the  same  time  recognizing  the  principle  that  liberties 
are  preserved  only  by  the  acceptance  of  accompanying 
responsibilities.  Democracies  cannot  be  successfully  de- 
fended if  these  essential  elements   are  abandoned. 

"The  Association  urges  all  teachers  to  redouble  their 
efforts  to  develop  in  every  youth  an  active,  intelligent 
and  profound  loyalty  to  American  ideals."

"Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  each  tax 
must  be  computed  separately,  there  is  no  provision  for 
computing  the  total  gross  admissions. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE  FOR  PREPARATION  OF 
ADMISSION  TAX  FORMS 
"It  will  be  necessary  to  keep  a  separate  record  of  the 
taxes  on  admissions  collected  on  the  amount  of  admis- 
sions between  the  minimum  (21  cents)  set  by  the 
new  Revenue  Act  to  40  cents,  inclusive.  Therefore,  you 
are  requested  to  attach  a  statement  to  Form  729  show- 
ing the  collection  of  tax  on  rates  of  admission  between 
21  cents  and  40  cents,  and  collection  of  tax  on  rates  of 
admission  on  41  cents  and  over."

Professional  Organizations 

The  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  September  14, 
1937,  adopted  the  following  rule: 

Rule    No.    74c:    Membership    in    Professional    Organiza- 
tions: 

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation shall  have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the 
professional  organizations  which  they  may  wish  to 
join,  without  coercion  of  any  kind  from  any  adminis- 
trative officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  teacher  or- 
ganization in  the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreserv- 
edly extended  to  all  teacher  organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal 
or  other  administrative  officer  or  other  school  em- 
ployee to  influence  any  teacher  to  join  or  refrain  from 
joining  any  organization  shall  be  deemed  to  be  un- 
professional conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to 
this  rule  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by 
means  of  a  notice  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin. 


Bulletin  "Deadline"

"We  have  taught  that  the  last  war  was  caused  by  the 
munitions  makers.  I  think  only  simple  people  can  find 
things  that  simple. 

"Another  fallacy  is  all  this  propaganda  about  propa- 
ganda. ...  I  believe  in  propaganda  analysis,  but  there 
is  such  a  thing  as  carrying  it  too  far.  We've  been  bring- 
ing up  a  group  of  young  people  who  don't  believe  :n 
anything  any  more.  .  .  .  Some  day  someone  will  cry 
'Wolf  when  there  is  a  wolf,  and  we'll  say  it's  propa- 
ganda, and  we'll  be  destroyed. 

"We  have  been  teaching  a  sentimental  program  of 
peace  education.  There'll  be  no  peace  in  the  world  .  .  . 
until  we  solve  world  problems.  .  .  . 

"We  must  teach  loyalty  to  American  democracy  directly 
and  deliberately — loyalty  to  our  institutions  so  that  youth 
will  .  .  .  fight  for  them  if  necessary."

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Out  of  Step* 


A  LMOST  every  educated  person  in  the  country  is 
**aware  of  grave  deficiencies  in  our  high  schools. 
Perhaps  no  group  has  been  more  successful  in  pointing 
out  those  shortcomings,  however,  than  the  committee  of 
10  educators  which  has  just  handed  its  report  to  the 
American  Youth  Commission. 

Of  course,  the  American  high  school  serves  many  use- 
ful purposes.  But  it  fails  miserably  in  preparing  youths 
to  meet  the  problems  that  will  confront  them  as  soon  as 
they  complete  or  prematurely  drop  their  scholastic  train- 
ing. No  group  has  yet  succeeded  in  coordinating  the 
instruction  offered  in  these  secondary  schools  with  the 
needs  of  the  young  people  themselves  or  with  the  national 
welfare. 

Our  high  schools  not  only  try  to  equip  a  vast  majority 
of  their  pupils  for  white  collar  jobs ;  they  also  cultivate 
the  assumption  such  jobs  are  a  sort  of  natural  inheri- 
tance of  those  who  complete  high  school  courses.  Yet 
"any  examination  of  the  opportunities  that  are  really 
open,"  as  the  authors  of  the  current  report  point  out, 
"makes  it  clear  that  the  hopes  fostered  by  the  present 
educational  system  are  sure  to  be  disappointed  for  most 
of  those  now  registered  in  secondary  schools." 

If  this  report  leads  to  a  general  shake-up  in  the 
curricula  and  the  general  objectives  of  the  high  school,  it 
will  render  an  invaluable  service.  In  some  other  fields 
the  American  people  are  beginning  to  learn  that  peace 
and  prosperity  are  not  an  inevitable  result  of  technologi- 
cal progress  and  popular  education.  We  are  beginning 
to  understand  more  clearly  than  we  have  done  for  a 
generation  the  necessity  of  work  and  sacrifice  along  with 
specialized  knowledge  and  a  certain  degree  of  culture. 

School  programs  that  ignore  these  realities  are  in 
need  of  sharp  readjustments.  It  is  encouraging  to  note 
that  leaders  in  the  field  of  education  are  working  out 
timely  and  practical  suggestions  to  that  end.

Inspection  of  New  School 

CIVIC  leaders  from  all  sections  of  San  Francisco  were 
guests  of  the  Superintendent,  Principal  and  Faculty 
of  new  James  Denmar  Junior  High  School  on  Sunday, 
August  25,  at  an  informal  tour  of  the  new  building  at 
Oneida  and  Otsego  Avenues. 

Thanks  to  the  energy  of  John  P.  Burnside,  principal 
of  the  new  school,  the  entire  building  was  in  perfect 
order  for  the  inspection,  which  brought  expression  of 
admiration  from  parents  and  members  of  the  certificated 
staff.  The  method  of  opening  a  school  to  those  most 
directly  connected  with  the  initial  efforts  to  bring  about 
a  realization  of  the  project,  is  a  new  one.  And  the 
result  in  terms  of  satisfaction  was  highly  successful. 

Newer  methods  of  education,  and  the  centralization 
of  activities,  along  with  economy  and  stability  in  con- 
struction, influenced  the  plan  and  design  of  the  James 
Denman  Junior  High  School.  Careful  consideration  was 
given  to  the  correlation  of  departments. 

The  exterior  design  is  a  simplified  strong  mass  of 
modified  neo-classic  architecture.  Walls  are  light  rose 
beige  with  long  horizontal  clear  blue  green  bands  be- 
tween the  Gymnasium  and  future  Auditorium.  The 
central  motif  accentuates  the  main  entrance,  and  carries 
the  light  colored  walls  above  the  parapets.  To  the  east  is 
the  well  proportioned  Gymnasium  Building,  with  fluted 
pilasters  between  the  windows,  decorating  the  wall  sur- 
faces. The  Shop  Building  blends  with  the  Academic 
Building. 

Facing  Oneida  Street  is  the  three  story  Academic 
Building,  which  is  32i  feet  long  and  67  feet  wide.  The 
Gymnasium  to  the  east  is  112  feet  long  and  74  feet 
wide,  and  the  Shop  Building  adjoining  the  Academic 
Building  is  113  feet  long  and  81  feet  wide.  The  build- 
ings are  reinforced  concrete  and  steel,  constructed  to 
resist  earthquakes  in  accordance  with  the  State  Laws. 

Since  light  is  important  in  modern  schools,  the  in- 
terior  color  tones   are   bright   and   harmonious. 

The  play  yards,  being  essential  for  physical  education, 
were  planned  to  the  south,  and  are  sheltered  from  the 
northwesterly  winds. 

When  the  Auditorium  and  Music  units  are  constructed, 
this  school  will  be  completely  equipped  to  accommodate 
1600  students. 

Typical  of  the  responses  received  by  Superintendent 
Nourse  was  one  from  W.  L.  Kuser,  president  of  the 
West  of  Twin  Peaks  Public  Schools  Association: 

"I  find  it  difficult  to  fully  express  my  very  favorable 
reactions  to  what  I  saw.  The  plant  is  the  most  complete, 
compact,  and  well-arranged  that  I  have  ever  seen.  The 
architecture  is  beautiful,  the  color  scheme  lovely,  and 
harmonious,  the  appointments  first-class,  the  classrooms 
well  lighted,  play  grounds  ample,  well  laid  out  and 
sheltered  from  prevailing  winds,  and  the  equipment  of 
the  highest  order  and  utility. 

The  Board  of  Education,  yourself,  the  architect,  and 
the  fortunate  children  who  are  privileged  to  enroll  as 
students  in  Denman  junior  High  School  are  to  be  heart- 
ily congratulated.  Surely  no  junior  high  school  anywhere

N.E.A.  Defines  Defense 

PRESENTATION  of  a  suggested  resolution  concerning 
■  the  position  of  the  teaching  profession  with  regard 
to  the  program  of  national  defense  precipitated  consider- 
able discussion  from  the  floor  of  the  Representative  As- 
sembly at  this  Summer's  Milwaukee  Convention  of  the 
National  Education  Association. 

An  effort  on  the  part  of  some  delegates  to  put  the 
teachers  of  the  nation  on  record  as  supporting  without 
qualification  any  defense  measures  approved  by  the  fed- 
eral government  was  defeated  and  in  its  place  the  follow- 
ing resolution  adopted: 

"Since  education  is  essential  to  the  maintenance  of 
democracy,  the  National  Education  Association  insists 
that  the  defense  needs  of  the  country  can  and  must  be 
met  without  injuring  youth  by  interrupting  normal  and 
necessary  educational  services.  The  ultimate  line  of 
national  defense  is  to  be  found  in  the  loyalty,  intelli- 
gence, health,  technical  skill,  self-discipline,  and  character 
of  the  citizens,  and  not  in  the  regimentation  of  youth 
characteristic  of  totalitarian  systems." 

Special  feature  of  the  convention  was  the  develop- 
ment of  three  national  seminars  dealing  with  vital  prob- 
lems affecting  education.  Leading  educators  from  all 
parts  of  the  nation  participated  in  the  discussions  which 
concerned  themselves  with  the  topics  of  "Protection  of 
School  Funds  for  Educational  Purposes,"  "Education 
and  Economic  Well-Being  in  Our  Democracy,"  and 
"Building  Stronger  Professional  Organizations."  The 
seminars  were  under  the  chairmanships,  respectively,  of 
Dr.  Ben  G.  Graham,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Pitts- 
burgh, Pa.,  Dr.  Frederick  M.  Hunter,  chancellor,  Oregon 
State  System  of  Higher  Education,  and  Miss  Willie  A. 
Lawson,  Executive  Secretary,  Arkansas  Education  Asso- 
ciation. 

Except  for  a  provision  giving  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  National  Education  Association  the  power  to  de- 
termine the  rank  of  vice-presidents  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  order  of  succession  to  President  should 
a  vacancy  occur,  no  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of  the 
N.E.A.  were  approved  by  the  Representative  Assembly. 
Among  the  measures  defeated  was  one  which  would  have 
provided  that  in  the  future  the  sole  local  education  asso- 
ciation eligible  to  affiliate  with  the  National  Education 
Association  would  be  the  one  maintaining  an  affiliation 
with  the  State  Education  Association. 

Strong  representations  were  made  to  the  Assembly  from 
delegates  from  several  states  asking  for  support  of  the 
N.E.A.  in  their  efforts  to  win  for  teachers  in  their  states 
some  form  of  tenure.  Dr.  Donald  DuShane,  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  of  Columbus,  Indiana,  and  chairman  of 
the  committee  of  tenure,  reported  that  his  group  had 
been  particularly  active  during  the  past  year  in  investigat- 
ing all  cases  of  teacher  dismissals  where  there  was  any 
indication  that  the  dismissal  was  not  made  for  profes- 
sional reasons.  No  San  Francisco  dismissals  were  in- 
cluded in  the  list.  The  representative  assembly  author- 
ized the  tenure  committee  to  continue  its  work  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year  and  Dr.  DuShane  reported  that  the 
committee  was  planning  to  pay  particular  attention  to 
the  growing  trend  of  requiring  stringent  physical  exam- 
inations of  teachers. 

Dr.  DuShane  was  elected  president  of  the  N.E.A.  for 
the  coming  year  and  Wilbur  C.  Raisner,  of  James  Den- 
man  Junior  High  School,  was  re-elected  regional  vice- 
president  of  the  Classroom  Department. 

Representatives  from  San  Francisco  participated  ac- 
tively in  sessions  of  the  convention.  Among  those  pre- 
sent were  John  F.  Brady,  chief  deputy  superintendent, 
attending  as  president  of  the  California  Teachers  Asso- 
ciation, Walter  C.  Schmidt,  assistant  to  the  superinten- 
dent, representing  Superintendent  J.  P.  Nourse,  Wilbur 
C.  Raisner,  and  the  following  representatives  of  local 
teacher  organizations:  Miss  Genevieve  Carroll,  Miss  Susie 
Corpstein,  Miss  Genevieve  Jordan,  George  Learned,  Miss 
Susie  Rabourn,  Paul  Silvey  and  Miss  Mary  Sweeney.

Teachers'  Salaries  for  August 

For  the  month  of  August  each  teacher  will  be  pa'J 
for  five  teaching  days,  or  5/188  the  annual  salary  rate 
The  balance  will  be  divided  into  ten  equal  payments 
beginning  in  September  and  ending  in  June  1941.  From 
the  August  salary  there  will  be  a  deduction  for  the  City 
Retirement  contribution  and  also  a  deduction  for  Health 
Service  unless  the  teacher  is  exempt.  Pro-rated  monthly 
from  September  to  June  from  each  teacher's  salary  will 
be  two  retirement  deductions,  one  for  City  retirement 
and  one  for  State  retirement,  as  well  as  a  deduction  for 
the  Health  Service.  Teachers'  time  rolls  for  August  will 
show  August  salary  in  pencil  and  the  retirement  rate  for 
the  school  year  1940-41  will  be  printed  on  the  time  roll. 
From  September  to  June  the  time  rolls  will  show  the 
salary  for  each  teacher  and  also  the  rate  of  City  retire- 
ment. 


Necessity  for  Learning  Spanish  Language 

Hon.  Cordell  Hull,  brilliant  secretary  of  state,  writes 
understanding^  in  the  August  1940  issue  of  "Good 
Housekeeping"  magazine  of  the  necessity  of  understand- 
ing Spanish  if  residents  of  the  United  States  are  to  un- 
derstand the  problems  of  South  America.  Secretary  Hull 
writes  in  part  as  follows: 

"An  ever-increasing  number  of  our  citizens  are  appre- 
ciating the  desirability  and  even  the  necessity  of  learning 
one  or  more  of  the  languages  of  the  American  republics. 
It  is  almost  trite  to  assert  that  ignorance  of  the  vehicle 
of  expression  of  a  culture  obviously  makes  impossible 
a  comprehension  and  adequate  appreciation  of  the  rich- 
ness which  that  culture  represents.  The  Spanish  lan- 
guage has  long  held  an  honorable  place  in  the  school 
curricula  of  this  country.  It  would  perhaps 'not  be  im- 
practical to  suggest  that  more  attention  be  given  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  languages  inside  and  outside  the 
limits  of  the  schoolroom,  that  more  of  our  people  tap  the 
great  cultural  resources  which  lie  enveloped  in  these 
tongues. 

"At  this  time,  when  hostile  elements  from  so  many 
sources  have  brought  our  peoples  together  as  never  be- 
fore, we  must  safeguard  this  unity  of  faith  and  of  pur- 
pose by  the  use  of  every  appropriate  means  at  our  dis- 
posal. Education,  cultural  contacts,  intellectual  and  ar- 
tistic cooperation  are  some  of  the  agencies  which,  coor- 
dinated with  the  political  and  economic,  will  give  us  this 
assurance."

Col.  David  P.  Hardy 


THE  War  Department  reached  into  the  San  Francisco 
Public  School  organization  last  week  to  summon  Col- 
onel David  P.  Hardy,  deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of 
physical  properties,  to  active  duty  as  commander  of  the 
250th  Coast  Artillery.  The  regiment  is  one  of  numerous 
national  guard  and  reserve  organizations,  throughout 
America,  which  was  called  to  the  colors  under  the  mobili- 
zation act  signed  by  President  Roosevelt  on  August  28. 

Colonel  Hardy's  interest  in  military  affairs  cuts  back 
to  the  era  prior  to  the  World  War  when  he  became  active 
as  a  member  of  Company  D  of  the  national  guard  while 
he  was  assistant  commandant  of  the  Mt.  Tamalpais  Mil- 
itary Academy.  In  1916  he  saw  service  on  the  Mexican 
border  as  a  first  lieutenant  of  infantry;  later  the  same 
year  he  was  named  Captain  of  the  Coast  Artillery.  After 
the  World  War,  in  which  he  served  during  the  entire 
period,  he  re-established  the  Coast  Artillery  and  was 
named  the  Major  on  October  15,  1921.  His  sustained  in- 
terest won  him  a  promotion  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  in 
1924,  and  in  1938  he  succeeded  to  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  promotion  of  Col.  R.  E.  Mittelstaedt. 

Col.  Hardy  will  establish  headquarters  at  Camp  Ml 

Quaide,  near  Santa  Cruz,   in  his  new  assignment  which 

will  involve  the  establishment  of  a  camp  designed  to  care

IF  THE  new  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  to  be  dedi- 
■  cated  on  next  Sunday  afternoon,  September  22,  does 
as  much  for  San  Francisco  citizenship  and  leadership  as 
did  its  namesake,  the  Lincoln  Grammar  School,  of  an- 
other era,  it  will  return  its  cost  one  thousand-fold  in  each 
school  generation. 

Built  in  1865,  just  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War, 
this  famous  school  stood  on  Fifth  Street  near  Market  and 
did  its  job  so  well  until  it  went  up  in  flames  in  the  fire 
and  earthquake  of  1906,  that  the  leaders  it  sent  into  the 
city  and  state  give  testimony  to  the  type  of  education 
which  it  gave  to  the  young  people  of  that  day. 

The  list  of  distinguished  leaders  active  in  community 
life  today,  who  owe  their  early  scholastic  training  to  the 
Lincoln  School  is  one  of  which  any  college  or  university 
would  be  proud. 

Into  official  life  Lincoln  has  sent  Philip  Lee  Bush,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Frank  C.  Sykes,  an 
active  leader  in  San  Francisco  who  has  served  in  many 
official  capacities,  Harry  K.  Wolff,  president  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  Major  Charles  L.  Tilden,  former 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners, 
Charles  R.  Kendrick,  a  member  of  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees  and  former  president  of  the  Bohemian  Club, 
and  Col.  H.  G.  Mathewson.

Fortman,  retired,  president  of  the  Alaska  Packing  Cor- 
poration, Fred  L.  Lipman,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
Wells  Fargo  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  John  O.  Gantner, 
president  of  Gantner  and  Mattern  Co.,  D.  G.  Davis,  pres- 
ident of  The  White  House,  Herman  G.  Stindt,  J.  N.

The  New  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School. 


The  Old  Lincoln  Grammar  School 


Two  thousand  new  homes  built  in  the  Parkside  District 
within  the  past  five  years  brought  to  realization  a  vision 
seen  by  supporters  of  the  public  school  system  as  far  back 
as  the  year  1917  when  a  report  was  made,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  urg- 
ing additional  high  school  facilities  in  San  Francisco. 

At  that  time  little  attention  was  given  to  the  Parkside 
area  which  then  sent  its  few  children  of  high  school  age 
to  Polytechnic  High  School,  miles  away.  In  1923  a  com- 
mittee of  educational  experts  suggested  a  circle  of  high 
schools    around   the   city.   The   Abraham    Lincoln    High 


School  completes  that  circle.  The  Board  of  Education, 
upon  the  initiative  of  one  of  its  members,  Hon.  Alfred 
I.  Esberg,  passed  a  resolution  in  1924  to  acquire  land 
for  a  high  school  in  the  Parkside  area.  Dealing  with  sep- 
arate landowners,  the  problem  of  acquiring  four  square 
blocks  of  land  in  a  district  then  being  settled  was  a  te- 
dious task,  not  completed  until  the  year  1928.  The  land 
acquired  is  between  Twenty-Second  and  Twenty-Fourth 
avenues  and  Quintara  and  Rivera  streets. 

From  that  time  forward  there  was  an  intermittent  agi- 
tation for  the  erection  of  a  high  school,  but  what  with 
the  depression  period  and  uncertainty  as  to  the  number 
of  children  of  high  school  age  in  the  area  served  by  the 
new  school,  plans  for  the  building  were  postponed. 

What  now  proves  to  have  been  an  historic  meeting,  a 
turning  point  in  the  campaign  for  the  new  school,  was 
held   in  the  Parkside  Elementary  School   on  March   18, 

1937,  under  the  auspices  of  the  West  of  Twin  Peaks 
Public  Schools  Association.  William  L.  Kuser,  president, 
presided.  His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  attended 
this  meeting  and  spoke,  as  did  Mrs.  Joseph  E.  Morcombe, 
then  president  of  Second  District,  California  Congress  of 
Parents  and  Teachers.  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Joseph 
P.  Nourse,  through  his  chief  deputy,  John  F.  Brady,  sent 
word  to  the  meeting  that  he  was  anxious  to  see  the  school 
built. 

It  was  at  that  meeting  that  Mayor  Rossi  said  he  would 
encourage  the  erection  of  the  new  school  as  soon  as  the 
Board  of  Education  finances  would  permit.  From  that  time 
forward  a  dignified  campaign  moved  along  to  make  pos- 
sible the  erection  of  the  new  building.  That  chance  came 
in  September,  1938,  when  a  citywide  bond  issue  of  $2,- 
800,000  was  successfully  passed  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  and  the  Board  of  Education  set  out  to  make  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  a  reality. 

Architects  for  the  new  building  were  named  by  Hon. 
Alfred  J.  Cleary,  chief  administrative  officer,  in  October, 

1938,  and  eight  months  later  plans  were  completed  by  a 
group    composed    of  Fred   H.   Meyer,   Martin   Rist   and

Timothy  L.  Pfleuger.  Bids  totaling  $750,000  for  the  aca- 
demic unit  were  received  in  June,  1939  and  work  started 
one  month  later. 

The  academic  unit  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School 
is  the  first  unit  of  the  building,  which  will  ultimately  ac- 
commodate 2,000  students,  compared  with  the  950  stu- 
dents who  were  registered  on  August  26,  when  the  school 
opened  its  doors  to  students  for  the  first  time.  The  second 
unit  will  be  a  $225,000  girls  and  boys  gymnasium;  the 
third  a  $200,000  auditorium  and  music  center.  When 
completed  the  new  structure  will  represent  an  investment 
of  $1,500,000,  including  the  cost  of  the  land,  which  rep- 
resents an  investment  of  $275,000. 

The  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School,  with  a  facade  three 
hundred  and  seventy-six  feet  long  and  four  stories  high 
constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  is  modern  in  design, 
expressing  in  its  simplicity  rhe  true  purpose  of  school 
architecture.  Rigid  economy  is  evident  in  the  architectural 
design  at  all  points,  by  reason  of  the  limitation  of  funds. 

The  exterior  walls  of  the  building  are  cement  stucco 
plastered;  the  central  motif  of  the  building,  which  ac- 
centuates the  main  entrance  and  stair  hall,  also  the  hori- 
zontal classroom  window  bands  at  each  side,  is  trimmed 
in  Travertine  colored  terra  cotta.  All  classrooms  have  an 
east  and  west  exposure.  All  corridors,  and  the  cafeteria 
ceiling,  are  finished  with  accoustical  plaster  which  elimi- 
nates a  considerable  amount  of  echo.  Shops,  R.O.T.C. 
and  cafeteria  are  located  on  the  ground  floor.  The  build- 
ing, facing  west  and  fronting  on  24th  Avenue,  shelters 
the  various  play  areas  from  the  westerly  winds. 

Here  then  is  a  school  demanded  by  the  people  of  a  dis- 
trict for  15  years,  and  built  from  funds  specifically  voted 
by  the  people  of  the  entire  city.  It  is  one  of  the  items 
that  add  to  the  increased  cost  of  education,  considering 
that  the  cost  of  operating  a  large  city  high  school  is  ap- 
proximately one-half  million  dollars  each  year. 

Facilities  maintained  by  the  new  school  will  be  equal 
to  those  of  any  other  high  school  in  the  city  or  the  state. 
The  full  program  of  subjects  offered  by  other  high  schools 
will  be  given,  leading  to  admission  to  universities  and 
colleges  of  California. 

Clyde  W.  White,  recently  named  principal  of  the 
school  by  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  superintendent  of  schools,  is 
no  stranger  to  the  district,  where  he  has  made  his  home 
for  several  years.  It  was  his  highly  successful  administra- 
tion of  the  principalship  of  High  School  of  Commerce 
which  resulted  in  his  promotion  to  the  new  Abraham 
Lincoln  High  School.

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Study  of  Fundamental  English  Urged  at  Junior,  Senior  High  School  Levels 


ki  EMBERS  of  the  San  Francisco  Classroom  Teachers 
'"'  Association  were  told  on  last  Thursday  that  the 
English  language  has  been  neglected  too  long;  too  much 
overlooked  by  the  educator  and  too  frequently  shunned 
by  the  student.  The  speaker  was  Arthur  S.  Clippinger, 
radio  commentator,  who  was  guest  speaker  in  the  second 
of  a  lecture  series  entitled  "Modern  Trends,"  sponsored 
by  the  Association.  Taking  as  his  subject  "Some  Pitfalls 
of  English  Usage,"  Mr.  Clippinger  added  that  English 
has  been  neglected,  not  in  its  literature  or  its  history, 
but  in  itself,  its  grammar,  punctuation  and  its  spelling. 

Years  of  experience  in  teaching  English,  during  which 
he  has  observed  the  diction  of  thousands  of  students, 
have,  indeed,  convinced  Mr.  Clippinger  that  if  Ameri- 
can speech  is  to  be  transformed  into  correct  English,  in- 
creasing attention  must  be  paid  to  the  simple,  24-hour- 
a-day  details  of  grammar,  and  these  essentials  mastered. 

Such  emphasis  under  some  circumstances  might  seem 
to  be  unnecessary,  but  so  apparently  widespread  has  be- 
come the  blight  of  careless  English  that  Mr.  Clippinger's 
stress  upon  the  rudiments  of  the  language — rudiments 
both  overlooked  and  abused — comes  as  an  opportune  and 
refreshing  incentive  to  improvement. 

"Take  a  few  cases  in  point.  Do  you  by  any  chance," 
Mr.  Clippinger  asked,  "say  It  is  me,  Who  are  you  look- 
ing for?  None  are  expected,  and  other  kindred  expres- 
sions of  slovenly  English.  Do  you  defend  pretty  good, 
when  pretty  well  is  meant,  and  make  no  distinction  be- 
tween further  and  farther.  And  there  are  scores  more 
like  these,  which  vex  the  individual  and  blemish  other- 
wise well  spoken  and  well  written  English  with  embar- 
rassing and  detrimental  errors. 

"And  I  would  also  ask  if  you  know  when  to  use 
dived  or  dove,  drank  or  drunk,  I  or  me,  who  or  whom, 
admittance  or  admission,  consul,  council  or  counsel,  prac- 
tical or  practicable,  vocation  or  avocation,  affect  or  effect, 
shall  or  will,  laying  or  lying,  sits  or  sets. 

"And  do  you  say  between  you  and  I,  who  did  he 
marry,  a  mutual  friend,  those  sort  of  shoes  don't  look 
good,  we  are  having  a  friend  for  dinner? 

"Or  can  you  pronounce  common  foreign  words  like 
fiance (e),  'cello,  lingerie,  calliope,  decollete,  bourgeois, 
elite,  porte-cochere,  maraschino,  Bolsheviki,  Sinn  Fein, 
Galli-Curci,  Jascha  Heifetz,  Puccini,  Velasquez,  Les  Mis- 
crables,  Ypres,  II  Trovatore,  Thais,  Lucia,  Paderewski, 
Ysaye,  Dvorak? 

"Now  these  questions  are  considered  fairly  representa- 
tive and  the  words  recur  frequently  in  the  common  con- 
versation of  all  manner  of  persons,  and  if  substantial 
difficulty  is  experienced  with  the  tests  it  may  be  taken 
as  a  timely  warning  that  the  so-called  little  mistakes  in 
English  are  taking  on  serious  proportions. 

"Careless  speech  is  due  in  part  to  ignorance,  but  much 
of  it  is  the  result  of  association  and  inattention.  In  many 
cases  certain  errors  are  so  familiar  that  we  do  not  rea- 
lize they  are  errors  until  some  purist  points  them  out. 

"Grammar  is  not  difficult,  especially  to  the  adult  who 
is  trained  to  reason,  and  it  is  not  dry  when  it  is  made 
practical  by  applying  it  to  everyday  speech.  Learning  to 
speak  by  ear  is  like  learning  to  play  by  ear.  It  is  both 
superficial  and  dependent — superficial  because  it  is  not 
based  on  fundamental  knowledge,  and  dependent  because 
it  is  likely  to  be  affected  by  association. 

"Faulty  diction  is  proportionately  more  prevalent  in 
(lie  L'nited  States  than  in  other  countries.  The  cosmo- 
politan character  of  the  population  is  largely  responsible 
for  this  circumstance,  the  mixed  races  contributing  heav- 
ily to  the  idiosyncrasies  of  popular  usage.  The  other 
most  important  factor  is  the  relegation  of  the  teaching 
of  English  grammar  almost  exclusively  to  the  primary 
schools,  a  condition  which  allows  children  to  stop  study- 
ing the  subject  before  they  are  old  enough  to  understand 


it  and    appreciate   the  importance   of   its   application   to 
everyday  speech." 

Mr.  Clippinger  brings  a  word  of  encouragement  to 
the  discussion  of  the  present  movement  in  English  dic- 
tion. As  indicated  by  the  higher  standards  being  set 
up  by  the  schools,  and  the  prevalent  agitation  of  the 
subject  in  the  daily  and  monthly  press,  the  trend,  he 
finds,  is  distinctly  for  the  better.  Students  and  teachers, 
young  people  and  adults,  are  realizing  more  forcibly  the 
importance  of  correct  English  and  the  fact  that  it  can  be 
achieved  only  if  founded  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  gram- 
matical fundamentals.  It  is  Mr.  Clippinger's  educational 
concept  that  to  speak  and  write  correct  English  is  a 
prime  essential  to  a  general  education  and  that  the  na- 
ture and  mode  of  one's  speech  is  the  master  key  to 
character  and  capacity.

WHEN  (lie  Golden  Gate  International  Exposition 
ends  on  next  Sunday  night,  it  will  mark  the  termi- 
nal ion  of  another  period  of  outstanding  service  render- 
id  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  by  Miss  Alice- 
Rose  Power,  who  has  been  director  of  educational  func- 
tions at  the  Exposition. 

This  service  has  extended  far  beyond  the  many  activ- 
ities which  were  centered  in  the  educational  exhibit  of 
the  San  Francisco  building,  numerous  and  entertaining 
as  they  were.  It  was  exemplified  on  last  Friday  in  Physi- 
cal Education  Day,  which  brought  thousands  of  Fair- 
visitors  to  Sports  Field  ■  to  witness  demonstrations  of 
modern  physical   education   activities. 

Sustained  activities  of  the  Public  Schools  continue 
during  the  closing  days  of  the  Fair.  On  Women's  Day, 
last  Wednesday,  two  groups  in  costume  from  Girls  High 
School,  under  the  supervision  of  Charles  C.  Danforth, 
principal,  sang  folk  songs  at  the  San  Francisco  Building, 
while  25  costumed  Chinese  children  from  the  Washing- 
ton Irving  Elementary  School,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Edna  F.  Harrington,  principal,  sang  and  danced. 
Tomorrow,  Tuesday,  100  childen  from  the  Bret  Harte 
Elementary  School,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Harriet 
McQuillan,  principal,  will  dance  in  the  Court  of  the 
Whales,  and  on  Wednesday  Miss  Mary  C.  O'Connell, 
principal  of  the  San  Miguel  Elementary  School,  will  pre- 
sent 200  children  in  folk  dancing.

of  President  C.  Harold  Caulfield,  chairman  of  the  legal 
committee  of  the  Board,  offered  to  settle  at  once  litiga- 
tion involving  189  teachers  in  the  so-called  re-rating 
cases. 

The  settlement  would  be  in  accordance  with  a  decision 
given  on  September  21  by  Hon.  C.  J.  Goodell,  superior 
judge,  who  awarded  a  total  of  $41,000  to  individual 
teachers  involved  in  the  litigation.  The  offer  of  settle- 
ment, if  accepted  by  attorneys  for  the  teachers,  will  end 
one  phase  of  teacher  litigation  which  has  been  before 
the  courts  since  1933.  The  offer  represents  an  earnest 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  terminate 
protracted  legal  controversy. 

Resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  is  as 
follows: 

WHEREAS,  on  September  21,  1940,  Honorable  C.  J. 
Goodell  entered  judgment  in  one  hundred  eighty-nine 
(189)  re-rating  cases  which  have  been  pending  be j ore 
him;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  judgment  provides  for  the  pay- 
ment of  approximately  forty-one  thousand  dollars 
($41,000.)  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  a  number  of 
the  plaintiffs  named  therein;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
is  desirous  of  expediting  and  terminating  said  litigation 
at  the  earliest  possible  date; 

NOW,   THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED   that  the 

San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  hereby  offers , 

attorneys  for  the  teachers,  to  accept  the  judgment  of  the 
Superior  Court  in  this  litigation  as  final  and  agrees  to 
waive  any  appeal  therefrom,  provided,  however,  that 
said  attorneys  likewise  agree  in  writing  to  accept  said 
judgment  as  final  in  all  of  its  aspects  and  likewise  agrees 
to  waive  any  appeal. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  offer  to  ter- 
minate proceedings  under  the  conditions  herein  set  forth 
shall  be  immediately  communicated  to  the  said  attorneys 
together  with  a  request  that  their  answer  be  made  im- 
mediately in  order  that  the  rights  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation may  be  protected. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  in  the  event  said 
attorneys  fail  to  accept  said  offer  the  Administrative 
Adviser  be  directed,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Attor- 
ney, to  take  such  further  steps  as  may  be  necessary  in 
order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  School  District.

While  a  certain  amount  of  flexibility  exists  in  the  plan- 
ning of  the  school  day  there  should  be  no  program 
which  does  not  provide  for  the  amount  of  time  required 
for  recesses  or  free  play,  and  the  periods  for  supervised 
play  (physical  education)  designated  above.

Deductions  for  lateness,  however, 
should  be  made  for  pupils  who  are  not  present  at  9:00 
and  at  1  o'clock. 

All  absences  reaching  or  exceeding  5  per  cent  of  a 
school  day  should  be  recorded  in  the  register  and  ac- 
counted for  in  computing  total  days  absence  at  the  end 
of  the  report  month.  Tables  for  computing  such  absences 
have  been  sent  to  the  schools.  See  School  Code  Section

(1)  in  recognising  the  early  symptoms  and  signs  of  abnormal 
functioning  of  the  body;  and  (2)  in  understanding  the  technics 
and  medical  nomenclature  of  the  physician. 


National  Defense  Program 

INDIVIDUALS  and  organizations  interested  in  the  pro- 
'gress  of  the  national  defense  program  as  it  relates  to 
education  were  recently  notified  by  Superintendent 
Nourse  of  the  steps  taken  by  his  office  to  facilitate  the 
operation  of  this  work.  The  Superintendent's  letter  to 
interested  groups  was  as  follows: 

/;/  an  effort  to  assist  local  industries  prepare  to  meet 
the  increased  need  for  workers  anticipated  in  occupations 
essential  for  national  defense,  the  San  Francisco  School 
Department  wishes  to  offer  to  essential  defense  occupa- 
tions its  school  facilities  and  fullest  cooperation. 

In  order  to  determine  the  craft  needs  as  they  exist,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  has,  through  his  repre- 
sentatives, held  conferences  with  interested  groups,  dur- 
ing which  sustained  interest  was  evidenced  in  the  pro- 
posed national  defense  training  program.  As  a  result  the 
following  tentative  procedure,  which  is  subject  to  the 
approval  of  your  industry,  now  seems  desirable: 

Upon  the  request  of  any  trade  advisory  committee, 
representing  employers  and  employees  of  essential  de- 
fense occupations,  classes  will  be  established  and  financed 
by  the  local  school  department.  In  the  event  school  shops 
and  equipment  may  not  be  suitable  for  particular  types 
of  training,  instruction  may  be  given  in  the  plant  or  shop 
requiring  the  training. 

The  following  types  of  classes  may  be  established  un- 
der this  plan: 

1.  Supplementary  courses  for  those  persons  who  are 
employed  in  fobs  essential  to  the  national  defense 
program,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  their  skill 
and  knowledge. 

2.  Pre-employment  courses  for  workers  selected  from 
the  public  employment  office  registers,  who  by  the 
training  will  become  qualified  for  employment  in 
fobs  essential  to  the  national  defense  program. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  immediate  organization  of  the 
program  as  outlined  above,  Robert  F.  Farrell,  supervisor 
of  apprentice  training,  has  been  designated  temporarily 
as  supervisor  of  the  defense  training  program.  Mr.  Farrell 
will  be  at  the  service  of  all  interested  organizations  in 
perfecting  details  of  the  program.

Settlement  Offer  Rejected 

AN  OFFER  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  accept  as 
final  the  recent  decision  of  Hon.  C.  J.  Goodell,  judge 
of  the  superior  court,  awarding  $4 1,000  to  189  teachers 
in  salary  re-rating  cases,  has  been  rejected  by  attorneys 
for  the  teachers. 

The  condition  of  settlement,  outlined  in  the  Superin- 
tendent's Bulletin  of  September  30,  was  that  the  Board 
of  Education  would  not  appeal  individual  items  where 
cash  awards  had  been  granted  to  teachers,  if  the  attorneys 
for  the  teachers  would  not  appeal  in  individual  cases 
where  the  court  ruled  in  favor  of  the  Board. 

Object  of  the  Board's  offer  was  to  terminate  the  liti- 
gation which  has  been  before  the  court  for  seven  years. 
Tuesday's  action  means  that  the  teachers  who  had  judg- 
ments in  their  favor  will  NOT  receive  the  money,  but 
must  await  a  review  by  the  District  Court  of  Appeal,  a 
proceeding  which  the  Board  sought  to  avoid. 

Judge  Goodell's  decision,  sustains  in  law,  the  right  of 
Board  of  Education  to  place  teachers  on  certain  levels  of 
the  salary  schedule  and  the  conditions  which  must  govern 
such  actions.

IN  his  book  "The  New  Freedom,"  Woodrow  Wilson 
contended  with  considerable  historic  evidence  that 
many  of  England's  outstanding  statesmen  were  native 
born  Irish  of  humble  beginnings.

INURING  the  week  ending  Friday,  November  1st,  San 
l"/  Francisco  school  children  will  be  asked  to  bring 
warm,  clean,  usable  garments  to  school  with  them.  These 
garments  will  be  shipped  to  London,  England,  for  dis- 
tribution by  the  Salvation  Army  to  refugee  children  and 
women  in  non-Nazi  occupied  areas,  according  to  Mrs. 
Herbert  Hoover,  general  chairman  of  the  Salvation  Army 
Western  Women's  Committee  for  the  relief  of  war 
refugees. 

General  George  L.  Carpenter,  international  head  of 
the  Salvation  Army,  writes  to  Commissioner  Donald 
McMillan  of  San  Francisco: 

"Thousands  of  families  have  been  forced  to  evacuate 
their  homes  at  a  moment's  notice.  They  were  unable  to 
carry  with  them  sufficient  clothing  to  withstand  the  rigors 
of  the  coming  winter.  Our  organization  is  swamped  with 
requests  for  warm  garments  for  children  and  women. 
Normal  sources  of  supply  are  almost  exhausted.  Needy 
people  are  faced  with  a  tragic  situation  unless  we  receive 
assistance." 

Moving  to  answer  this  need,  the  Salvation  Army 
women's  committee  appeals  to  every  school  child  in 
the  eleven  western  states.  Mrs.  Hoover  urges  every  school 
to  make  plans  for  participation  in  this  effort,  believing 
that  the  children  of  America  are  eager  to  share  their 
outgrown,  unused  garments  with  the  needy  youngsters 
of  Europe. 

The  Salvation  Army's  appeal  has  received  the  en- 
dorsement of  Superintendent  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  and  Mrs. 
George  M.  Hearst,  district  president,  Association  of 
Parents  and  Teachers.

Health  and  Military  Service 

ki  EMBERS  of  the  Health  Service  System  who  are 
■"'  called  for  military  duty  should  notify  the  office  of 
the  Health  Service  Board  at  once.  Persons  called  for 
such  duty  will  be  permitted  to  suspend  their  member- 
ship in  the  system  during  military  leaves  and  will  be 
automatically  reinstated  when  they  return  to  their  depart- 
ment. 

Those  called  for  duty  will  have  no  need  of  the  benefits 
of  the  Health  Service  System  during  the  period  of  their 
military  leaves.  They  will  have  medical  protection 
through  their  military  service. 

Health  Service  members  who  are  called  for  military 
duty  and  who  have  dependents  in  the  system  will  be 
permitted  to  continue  the  membership  of  their  dependents 
upon  payment  to  the  Health  Service  office  of  the  monthly 
dependent  contributions.  These  payments  must  be  made 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  each  month.  This  will  assure 
continued  medical  protection  for  dependent  members 
during  the  absence  of  the  employee  member. 

But  whether  you  have  dependents  in  the  Health 
Service  or  not,  notify  the  office  of  the  Health  Service 
Board  immediately  if  you  are  called  for  military  duty. 

Otherwise  if  the  Health  Service  is  not  notified  contri- 
butions will  automatically  become  delinquent  and  will 
accumulate  until  you  return  to  your  position.

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Educators  Review  Responsibility   In   National   Emergency 


ON  a  sun-baked  campus  at  University  of  California 
last  Monday  more  than  300  students  lined  up  to 
register  for  a  designated  routine  activity  in  the  entrance 
to  imposing  Wheeler  Hall,  while  in  the  rear  of  the 
building,  Room  11,  below  the  street  level,  500  leading 
citizens  of  the  State  assembled  at  the  call  of  President 
Robert  Gordon  Sproul  to  learn  what  should  be  done 
about  modifying   education  to   meet   present   day   needs. 

The  occasion  was  one  of  first  rate  importance.  All  the 
top  ranking  educators  and  civic  leaders  were  crowded 
into  the  500  seats  available  when  President  Sproul 
opened  the  conference  with  such  an  inspirational  ad- 
dress, as  he  only  can  make.  He  reminded  his  auditors 
that  changes  in  education  inspired  by  recent  changes  in  a 
war  torn  world  must  be  assumed  by  professional  edu- 
cators only  in  the  degree  that  schools  can  fulfill  the 
serious  obligation  which  such  a  trust  imposes.  He  told 
his  associates  that  education  was  formerly  a  function  of 
the  home,  that  the  tradition  of  the  family,  its  pride  in 
accomplishments  was  among  the  first  passed  to  the 
younger  generation.  Today  that  respect  for  tradition  is 
discounted  by  the  younger  generation. 

Dr.  John  A.  Sexson,  superintendent  of  schools  in  Pasa- 
dena, the  second  speaker,  pointed  out  that  the  schools 
were  called  upon  by  the  national  government  only  last 
July  to  undertake  the  responsibility  for  re-training  work- 
ers to  fit  in  national  defense  industries;  that  already  427 
communities  have  set  up  programs  and  are  actually 
training  107,000  men. 

Dr.  Frank  W.  Thomas,  president  of  Fresno  State 
College,  praised  the  courage  of  American  youth  for  its 
realistic  recognition  of  the  crisis  the  nation  faces,  "which 
is  more  reassuring  for  future  stability  and  endurance  than 
would  be  afforded  by  spectacular  demonstrations  or  noisy 
protestations." 

"Only  by  realizing  the  background  of  American  youth 
during  the  past  twenty  years  can  we  appreciate  the 
mental  struggles  and  transformation  which  are  taking 
place,"  Dr.  Thomas  said.  "Throughout  most  of  their  lives 
we  have  tried  vigorously  to  condition  them  against  mili- 
tary action  and  warlike  activities  as  a  means  of  solving 
international  problems.  The  press,  the  state,  and  the 
movies  have  joined  in  the  effort  to  show  the  horrors  and 
futility  of  war. 

"At  the  same  time,  there  has  been  prevalent  an  over- 
critical,  cynical  and  skeptical  attitude  toward  anything 
that  savored  of  optimism,  enthusiasm,  or  sentiment.  As 
lias  been  cleverly  said,  this  has  been  the  'So  what?'  era. 

"Now  we  are  asking  our  youth  to  make  an  almost 
complete  reversal  of  the  admonitions  which  have  charac- 
terized their  educational  guidance  during  most  of  the 
last  two  decades.  The  response  of  youth  to  this  violent 
and  difficult  reversal  has  been,  in  my  opinion,  both 
amazing   and  heartening. 

"Although  their  acceptance  of  distasteful  realities  has 
been  somewhat  stoical  and  without  keen  enthusiasm, 
there  has  been,  at  the  same  time,  a  realistic  and  courage- 
ous recognition  of  the  crisis,  which  is  more  reassuring  for 
future  stability  and  endurance  than  would  be  afforded 
by  spectacular  demonstrations  or  noisy  protestations. 

"The  most  characteristic  attitude  of  our  youth  is  that 
of  unflinching  recognition  of  critical  need  and  an  eager- 
ness for  some  convincing  help  and  guidance  in  sharing 
the  national  responsibility  for  the  preservation  of  democ- 
racy and  its  opportunities." 

To  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee,  dean  of  the  school  of  education, 
University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles,  fell  the  assign- 
ment of  addressing  the  group  on  "The  Schools  and  Na- 
tional Defense."  Said  Dean  Lee: 

"It  seems  to  me  inevitable  that  for  a  long  time  to  come 
we  are  going  to  live  in  a  militaristic  world.  Probably  none 
of  us  here  today  will  live  to  see  again  u  time  when 
national  defense  and  all  that  it  means  in  a  military  and 
naval  sense  will  not  pay  a  prominent  and  costly  part 
in  our  scheme  of  living. 


"Scores,  possibly  hundreds,  of  vocations  now  practically 
unknown  to  youth  are  about  to  become  exceedingly 
important." 

Speaking  about  training  for  United  States  forces: 

"Herein  lies  one  great  opportunity  for  the  develop- 
ment of  true  citizenship." 

On  the  training  of  youth  for  these  new  occupations: 

"Here  we  can  exalt  loyalty,  here  we  can  see  something 
greater  than  self  in  which  to  enlarge  our  every  noble 
ideal. 

"Let  us,  then,  quickly  get  to  the  business  of  helping  to 
choose  life  careers  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  beloved 
country,  and  let  us,  wherever  possible,  in  secondary 
school  or  college,  train  for  effective  entrance  into  those 
occupations — holding  always  to  the  same  high  standards 
of  vocational  guidance  and  education,  as  we  have  hitherto 
held  for  non-military  occupations." 

More  involved  was  the  address  of  George  M.  Stratton, 
professor  of  psychology  at  the  University  of  California, 
on  the  second  day  of  the  conference. 

"We  need  patriots  who  are  creative  in  their  loyalty 
not  giving  up  their  lives  for  their  country  but  to  it  in  a 
co-operative  enterprise.  This  thing  that  takes  hold  of 
you,  that  makes  you  hate  the  things  that  ought  to  be 
hated  and  love  the  things  that  ought  to  be  loved  is  edu- 
cation. Sentiment  counts  in  life.  It  builds  great  empires, 
it  binds  men  together."

FASTEST  growing  movement  in  American  Education, 
today,  is  the  development  of  terminal  curricula,"  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Walter  C.  Eells,  of  Washington,  D.C.,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges.  "Currently,  426  Junior  Colleges  of  the  country 
are  offering  293  such  courses,"  he  stated. 

Dr.  Eells  spent  Monday  as  the  guest  of  President 
Cloud  at  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  where  he  observ- 
ed the  work  being  carried  out  in  terminal  courses,  as 
part  of  a  national  survey  undertaken  to  determine  the 
present  and  future  trends  of  junior  college  curricula. 

"At  the  present  time,"  stated  Dr.  Eells,  "California 
leads  the  nation  in  junior  college  enrollment  in  propor- 
tion to  population,  due,  no  doubt,  in  part  to  the  many 
successful  vocational  courses  now  offered." 

"Outstanding  in  achievement  and  organization,"  said 
the  visitor,  "is  the  hotel  and  restaurant  management 
course  at  your  junior  college.  This  curriculum  is  often  re- 
ferred to  by  me  as  a  standard  in  presenting  plans  for  ter- 
minal curricula  to  colleges  in  other  parts  of  the  country." 

Asked  what  effect  the  present  national  conscription 
will  have  on  junior  college  enrollment,  the  visitor  replied 
that  only  three  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  male  students  in 
junior  colleges  throughout  the  country  are  of  draft  age. 
"As  jobs  are  made  available  to  younger  men,  when  draf- 
tees are  called  from  industry,  however,  we  may  see  a  dif- 
ferent picture  in  the  coming  year." 

Dr.  Eells  spent  last  week  at  Stanford  University,  where 
he  addressed  educators  assembled  from  all  parts  of  the 
bay  district  on  the  place  of  the  junior  college  in  modern 
education.

Teachers  Better  Judges 

IkyjARK  TWAIN  is  on  all  the  ballots  now  being  cast  for 
■  ' '  the  ten  chief  American  classics.  He  is  there  in  face 
of  his  own  definition.  He  said  a  classic  is  a  book  that 
everybody  wishes  he  had  read  and  nobody  wishes  to  read. 
It  will  hardly  be  contended  that  Mark  Twain  is  among  the 
great  unread  of  American  literature.  He  has  not  only  been 
read  but  has  been  taken  to  heart  by  the  people. 

This  popular  endorsement  is  one  of  the  requirements  of 
a  classic.  And  for  that  reason  the  persons  to  consult  in  a 
poll  of  American  classics  should  not  be  the  literary  critics 
at  all.  The  only  really  qualified  voters  are  the  book  pub- 
lishers and  the  English  teachers  in  the  schools  and  col- 
leges, says  The  New  York  Times.  A  critic  can  only  say 
which  American  writers  he  regards  as  classics.  The  pub- 
lishers and  school  teachers  are  in  a  position  to  say  which 
authors  have  been  accepted  as  classics. 

Because  only  book  reviewers  are  voting  on  the  ten 
American  classics  we  have  the  absurdity  that  Walt  Whit- 
man is  usually  the  first  name  on  every  list,  but  the  author 
of  "Hiawatha"  and  the  author  of  the  Leatherstocking 
tales  are  missing.  Mark  Van  Doren  testifies  ardently  to 
Whitman's  greatness  in  his  article  on  the  poet  in  the 
Dictionary  of  American  Biography,  but  Mr.  Van  Doren 
also  says  that  Whitman  has  not  been  accepted  by  the 
American  democracy  whom  he  celebrated ;  and  other  poets 
have  not  imitated  him. 

That  the  American  people  have  very  much  accepted 
Longfellow  and  to  a  lesser  extent  Cooper  needs  no  argu- 
ing. The  proof  is  in  the  everyday  language  of  our  people, 
including  the  book  reviewers  who  fail  to  vote  for  these 
two  men.  The  proof  is  in  the  school  and  college  text- 
books. The  publishers  mentioned  above  as  ideal  voters  in 
such  a  contest  would  be  primarily  the  textbook  publishers. 
They  can  testify  how  many  school  editions  of  "Hiawa- 
tha" and  "The  Spy"  are  consumed  every  year,  compared 
with  the  school  consumption  of  Whitman  and  Melville. 

To  ask  for  a  poll  of  school  teachers  and  textbook  pub- 
lishers on  America's  great  classic  writers  is  not  to  pre- 
judge the  outcome  of  such  a  referendum.  Conceivably 
the  critical  revaluations  of  the  last  twenty-five  years  in 
American  literature  have  by  now  filtered  down  into  the 
textbooks.  It  may  be  that  in  the  schools  and  colleges  they 
now  consume  more  of  Whitman  than  of  Longfellow  for 
required  reading,  and  more  of  Melville  than  of  Cooper. 
But  offhand  one  would  say  this  is  not  the  case.

Report  On  American  Schools 

The  following  report  from  the  Pittsburgh  Post  Gazette, 
September  23,  tells  of  an  interview  published  in  a  London 
newspaper  with  Miss  Phyllis  Warner,  an  English  ex- 
change teacher  who  taught  in  Pittsburgh  during  1938-9. 

She  told  London  reporters  she  was  "shocked"  by  the 
American  schoolgirls  from  the  age  of  12  upward,  who 
come  to  classes  "lip-sticked,  permanently-waved  and  nail- 
varnished." 

There  is  greater  familiarity  between  teachers  and  pupils, 
she  said,  adding  that  the  boys  literally  "back-slap"  the 
teacher.  One  day,  she  said,  she  asked  a  boy  to  stay  after 
school  to  finish  some  work.  She  was- "shocked"  when  he 
answered,  "Okay,  Miss  Warner,  that's  a  date." 

The  pace  of  the  American  school  day  is  "startling," 
the  English  teacher  reported.  The  students  have  only  25 
minutes  for  lunch  and  "it  is  saddening  to  have  superb 
meals  in  the  school  cafeteria  and  no  time  to  enjoy  them." 
"So  much,"  the  London  paper  added,  "for  the  health 
education  of  which  we  heard  so  often." 

Another  of  Miss  Warner's  complaints  was  that  classes 
continued  through  the  day  until  3  p.m.  or  3:45, "by  which 
time  the  children  were  fractious  and  incapable  of  learn- 
ing anything,  and  I  was  ready  to  go  home  on  a  stretcher."

Free  Education  Almost  Unique 

IN  DEDICATING  three  schools  in  and 
near  Hyde  Park,  on  October  5,  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  said  in  part: 

"In  the  last  decade,  this  right  of  free 
education,  which  has  become  a  part  of 
the  national  life  of  our  land,  has  taken 
on  additional  significance  from  events  in 
certain  other  lands.  For  a  large  portion  of 
the  world  the  right  no  longer  exists.  Al- 
most the  first  freedom  to  be  destroyed,  as 
dictators  take  control,  is  the  freedom  of 
learning.  Tyranny  hates  and  fears  noth- 
ing more  than  the  exchange  of  ideas,  the 
free  play  of  the  mind  that  comes  from 
education. 

"In  these  schools,  and  in  other  Ameri- 
can schools,  the  children  of  today  and  of 
future  generations  will  be  taught,  with- 
out censorship  or  restriction,  the  facts  of 
current  history  and  the  whole  context  of 
current  knoivledge.  Their  textbooks  will 
not  be  burned  by  a  dictator  who  disagrees 
with  them;  their  teachers  will  not  be 
banished  by  a  ruler  whom  they  have  of- 
fended; their  schools  will  not  be  closed 
if  they  teach  unpalatable  truth,  and  their 
daily  instruction  will  not  be  governed  by 
the  decrees  of  any  central  bureau  of  prop- 
aganda. They  will  get  not  all  of  the  story 
part  of  the  time,  or  only  part  of  the  story 
all  of  the  time — they  ivill  get  all  of  the 
story  all  of  the  time."

ONCE  again  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  demon- 
strated their  interest  in  education  by  active  partici- 
pation in  the  events  of  American  Education  Week  which 
has  just  closed. 

Out  at  the  Men's  Gymnasium  of  San  Francisco  Junior 
College  on  Sunday,  November  10,  President  C.  Harold 
Caulfield  of  the  Board  of  Education  pointed  out  at  a 
ceremony  dedicating  the  college  that  expenditures  for 
public  education  in  San  Francisco  were  less  than  they 
were  in  1930.  President  Caulfield  added  that  despite  re- 
duced expenditures  a  new  junior  college,  two  new  high 
schools  and  five  new  junior  high  schools  were  established 
to  say  nothing  of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School 
built  in  the  past  five  years. 

Presiding  at  the  Junior  College  dedication  as  mas- 
ter of  the  ceremony,  Hon.  Richard  E.  Doyle,  reminded 
Mayor  Rossi  that  only  by  using  the  plainest  of  ma- 
terials in  the  junior  college  building  just  completed, 
was  the  Board  of  Education  able  to  stay  within  budget 
estimates.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  other  buildings 
in  the  junior  college  group  would  be  up  to  the  standard 
used  in  new  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

Mayor  Rossi  completed  the  picture  the  following  day, 
Monday  at  exercises  dedicating  George  Washington  High 
School  by  pointing  out  that  since  1930,  fourteen  million 
dollars  has  been  expended  for  25  new  schools,  not  in- 
cluding one  million  which  was  spent  to  earthquake  proof 
sixteen  additional  schools.

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Spiritual  Values  in   Education — An  Address  by  Brother  Leo' 


Editor's  note — So  many  requests  have  been  received 
from  members  of  the  certificated  staff  for  copies  of 
Brother  Leo's  address,  inaugurating  American  Education 
Week,  that  it  is  reprinted  here  to  satisfy  this  demand. 

THE  term  spiritual  life  may  be  taken  in  several  mutually 
'  compatible  acceptations,  some  being  simply  more  sharp- 
ly focussed  than  others.  Behind  all  the  meanings  of 
spiritual  life  lies  recognition  of  the  profound  truth  that 
things  are  not  what  they  seem,  that  it  is  the  soul  that 
makes  the  body  rich,  that  not  by  bread  alone  doth  man 
live.  For  we  lead  two  lives,  we  animals  touched  with  di- 
vine fire,  as  we  crawl  and  snarl  and  flounder  upon  the 
surface  of  this  not  particularly  impressive  planet  lost  in 
the  vastness  of  the  Milky  Way.  We  lead  our  physical, 
our  material  life,  the  life  of  food  and  business,  of  clothes 
and  worldly  ambitions ;  and  in  it,  whether  emperors  or 
clowns,  we  ripe  and  ripe,  and  then  we  rot  and  rot.  And 
we  lead  our  spiritual  life,  the  life  of  the  soul  or  the  spirit 
or  the  anima  or  the  inner  self  or  the  sublimated  libido 
or  whatever  you  choose  to  call  it,  and  that  spiritual  life 
cf  ours,  when  it  is  recognized  at  all,  is  perceived  to  be 
much  more  vitally  our  real  life  than  the  life  of  the  body. 
Any  system  of  education  which  ignores  or  discounts  that 
spiritual  life  of  ours  is  not  education  at  all.  For  we  can 
train  men  even  as  we  can  train  monkeys  by  teaching  them 
sundry  mechanical  skills;  but  we  do  not  educate  them 
until  we  lead  them  to  realize  their  status  as  spiritual 
beings  and  to  shape  their  careers  in  consonance  with  spir- 
itual ideals.  We  are  not  educated  men  and  women  unless 
and  until  we  live  beyond  the  physical ;  unless  and  until 
we  are  in  the  literal  sense  metaphysical,  unless  and  until 
we  accept  the  role  and  the  implications  of  religion. 

Theologians  and  saints  and  mystics  are  not  the  only 
human  beings  so  to  view  human  nature.  "The  religious 
sentiment,"  wrote  Dostoevski,  the  Russian  novelist,  "in 
its  essence,  can  never  be  crushed  by  reasoning,  by  sin  or 
crime,  by  any  form  of  denial:  there  is  something  there 
which  remains  and  always  will  remain  beyond  all  that, 
something  which  the  arguments  of  atheists  will  never 
touch."  And  with  characteristic  bumptiousness  the  same 
thing  is  said  by  George  Bernard  Shaw:  "There  is  no 
surer  symptom  of  a  sordid  and  fundamentally  stupid 
mind,  however  powerful  it  may  be  in  many  practical  act- 
ivities, than  a  contempt  for  metaphysics.  A  person  may  be 
supremely  able  as  a  mathematician,  engineer,  parliament- 
ary tactician,  or  racing  bookmaker;  but  if  that  person  has 
contemplated  the  universe  all  through  life  without  ever 
asking:  'What  the  devil  does  it  all  mean?'  he  is  one  of 
those  people  from  whom  Calvin  accounted  by  placing 
them  in  his.  category  of  the  predestinately  damned."  It 
means  basically  and  ultimately,  the  sublime  reality  men 
call  God  and  our  spiritual  relations  with  God. 

Such  is  more  than  the  outcome  of  rigid  philosophic 
inquiry;  it  is  likewise  the  universal  consensus  of  human 
experience.  Nowhere,  as  Lacordaire  pointed  out,  do  we 
find  a  people,  high  or  low  in  the  scale  of  civilization, 
without  some  kind  of  an  altar  and  some  kind  of  a  priest. 
If  there  were  no  God,  as  Voltaire  said,  it  would  be  nec- 
essary to  create  one.  We  are  by  nature  religious  animals. 
Wherever  and  whenever  the  human  spirit  expresses  itself 
— in  architecture,  in  philosophy,  in  literature,  in  art — it 
voices  its  aspirations  and  its  convictions  and  its  soul 
hunger  as  Saint  Augustine  voiced  his  own  immortal 
yearnings:  "Thou  hast  made  us  for  Thyself,  O  Lord,  and 
our  hearts  are  restless  ever  till  they  rest  in  Thee."  Historic 
civilizations,  vanished  now  like  snow  upon  the  desert's 
dusty  face,  speak  to  us  in  their  ruined  temples ;  men  of 
thought,  irrespective  of  what  they  believe,  when  ponder- 
ing the  problems  of  human  life  and  destiny,  cannot  shirk 
the  task  of  accounting  for  the  persistent  claims  of  the 
life  of  the  spirit;  in  the  whole  vista  of  world  litera- 
ture we  find  no  great  book  which  is  not  in  the  deepest 
sense  a  religious  book — from  Kipling  in  his  "Reces- 
sional"   back   all   the  way   to  Homer  when   he  sang  of 


faithless  Helen  and  the  fall  of  Troy;  and  were  we  to 
delete  from  the  world's  music  and  the  world's  pictorial 
art  every  specimen  stressing  the  spiritual  note,  we  should 
have  left  scarcely  enough  material  to  eke  out  an  even- 
ing's concert  or  cover  one  wall  of  a  museum,  and  we 
should  have  nothing  at  all  with  richness,  with  depth,  with 
abounding  beauty  and  abiding  value. 

So  it  has  been  in  human  history.  That  record  of  blood 
and  tears  is  in  part  redeemed  by  its  spiritual  faith;  men 
have  trudged  their  weary  way  in  slime  and  mud,  but  they 
have  lifted  their  faces  to  the  stars.  What  said  Goethe? 
"The  epochs  in  which  faith  prevails  are  the  marked  epochs 
of  human  history,  full  of  heart-stirring  memories  and  of 
substantial  gains  for  all  after  times.  The  epochs  in  which 
unbelief  prevails  .  .  .  inevitably  sink  into  insignificance 
in  the  eyes  of  posterity  which  will  not  waste  its  thought 
on  things  barren  and  unfruitful." 

The  development  of  our  spiritual  life  does  not  take 
place  without  conscious  and  intelligent  endeavor.  We 
can  breathe  without  thinking  about  respiration,  we  can 
sleep  without  making  learned  studies  in  the  psychology 
of  dreams,  we  can  digest  our  food  without  investigating 
the  process  of  metabolism.  But  we  cannot  deepen  and 
enrich  our  religious  nature  without  sane  and  enlightened 
education.  It  is  true,  as  J.  B.  Carter  says,  that  the  "relig- 
ious instinct  has  been  the  greatest  propulsive  factor  in 
our  human  psychology,"  but  only  when  the  religious  in- 
stinct has  been  informed  and  disciplined  and  directed. 
I  am  reminded  of  the  words  of  the  distinguished  English 
scholar,  the  late  Abbot  Vonier:  "There  is  nothing  more 
distressing  than  to  come  across  pious  fools,  whose  re- 
ligious mentality  is  not  properly  developed.  They  are  a 
great  trial,  for  really  piety  without  education  is  a  dan- 
gerous thing;  it  generates  narrowness,  and  almost  always 
results  in  uncharitableness  of  disposition." 

The  present  vogue  is  to  pay  copious  lip  service  to 
broadmindedness  and  toleration.  But  how  can  we  be 
broadminded  when  in  so  fundamental  and  pervasive  a 
human  reality  as  the  spiritual  life  our  outlook,  knowl- 
edge and  experience  are  limited  and  hedged  in,  are  sec- 
tarian and  provincial  ?  And  how  can  we  be  tolerant  when 
our  thoughts  and  our  acts  are  alike  uninspired  by  God's 
love  for  all  men  and  its  corollary  of  every  man's  love  for 
each  and  all  of  his  fellows  without  exception  and  qualifica- 
tion? Racial  and  international  hatreds  develop  like  a  pes- 
tilence, and  wars  come  with  all  their  attendant  evils  and 
our  very  civilization  is  menaced  with  the  mutual  suicide 
of  the  white  race,  and  all  because  we,  Jew  and  Gentile, 
rich  and  poor,  have  never  learned,  through  right  con- 
structive education,  to  carry  into  our  daily  life  the  noble 
and  fortifying  dogma  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
brotherhood  of  man.  You  can't  have  the  one  without 
the  other. 

If  we  can't  learn  to  play  a  decent  game  of  golf  with- 
out practice  and  expert  guidance,  how  can  we  expect  to 
garner  the  fruits  of  spiritual  life  without  religious  edu- 
cation ?  We  don't  excuse  our  low  score  on  the  golf  course 
by  explaining,  "Well,  that's  my  way  of  holding  my 
niblick."  Are  we  intelligent  when  we  defend  our  religious 
aberrations  and  inconsistencies  and  absurdities  by  explain- 
ing, "Well,  that's  my  way  of  looking  at  religion"?  "Little 
men,  like  little  birds,"  wrote  Walter  Savage  Landor,  "are 
always  attracted  and  caught  by  false  lights."  The  human 
proclivity  to  go  insane  is  observable  among  politicians, 
among  teachers,  very  notably  among  artists;  but  nowhere 
is  lack  of  mental  and  emotional  balance  more  devastat- 
ingly  widespread  than  in  the  field  of  religion.  Indeed, 
we  can  understand,  though  not  justify,  the  conclusion  of 
keen  if  superficial  observers  who  hold  that  all  religious 
people  are  a  little  touched.  The  raving,  rhapsodical  mad- 
man always  attracts  more  attention  than  the  worshipful 
saint.

itual  life,  is  a  matter  of  intellect  and  emotion  and  will. 
Spiritual  values  cannot  be  weighed  or  measured  or  tied 
up  in  packages;  but  they  have  and  must  have  an  intel- 
lectual content.  We  don't  renounce  human  reason  when 
we  turn  to  God.  We  are  not  lacking  in  rationality  when 
we  insist,  in  view  of  the  overwhelming  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  our  contention,  that  you  can't  explain  life  and 
history  by  philosophic  monism,  by  one  set  of  laws  only, 
the  laws  that  control  the  material  world,  the  world  of 
our  bodies;  we  are  neither  idiots  nor  intellectual  throw- 
backs  when  we  frame  our  theory  of  living  in  harmony 
with  the  operation  of  spiritual  laws  as  well.  It  is  no 
more  reasonable  to  demand  a  scientific  proof  for  the 
existence  of  God  than  it  is  to  demand  a  religious  proof 
for  the  existence  of  electrons.  The  spiritual  life,  in  short, 
takes  a  lot  of  thinking  out,  and  the  more  brains  we  have 
and  the  better  trained  they  are  the  greater  will  be  our 
progress  in  spiritual  things. 

And  then  there  is  emotion.  Religion  is  not  merely  an 
emotional  experience,  but  it  has  a  notable  emotional 
area.  It  has  inspired  wonderful  results  in  art  and  music 
— and  in  human  lives  too  when  men's  emotions  are 
through  its  means  elevated  and  purified,  strengthened 
and  ennobled.  The  challenging  work  of  the  teacher  is  to 
induce  his  students  to  love  and  enjoy  what  is  big  and 
fine  and  worthy  of  love.  Lacking  the  incentives  of  the 
spiritual  order  of  being,  too  many  of  our  fellow  citizens 
are  stunted  in  emotional  growth;  they  lack  a  worthy 
object  of  devotion  and  their  hearts  are  restless  ever. 

Finally,  there  is  volition,  the  conative  activity,  what 
we  call  will  power.  There's  no  such  thing,  if  we  deny  the 
reality  of  spiritual  experience,  for  there's  no  such  thing 
in  the  material  world.  But  God  is  Eternal  Will  and  man 
is  spiritually  free,  and  in  that  fact  and  in  that  fact  alone 
we  find  the  justification  of  our  much  vaunted  and  gravely 
menaced  democracy.  Keep  God  in  His  Heaven — and  in 
human  hearts ! 

Our  knowledge  is  a  torch  of  smoky  pine 
That  lights  the  pathway  but  one  step  ahead 
Across  a  void  of  mystery  and  dread. 
Bid,  then,  the  tender  light  of  faith  to  shine 
By  which  alone  the  mortal  heart  is  led 
Unto  the  thinking  of  the  thought  divine.

Sec.  ?62,  P.  L.  8?  R. 
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Teaching  Worthy  of  Sacrifice 

WHILE  reports  of  increasing  horror  of  the  destruction 
of  European  cities  involved  in  war  were  mounting 
hourly,  the  cry  of  increased  national  defense  and  morale 
came  from  almost  every  speaker  on  the  program  of  the 
Teacher's  Institute  held  in  San  Francisco  on  last  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday. 

President  C.  Harold  Caulfield  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion remarked  "We  hear  much  today  about  national  de- 
fense. It  is  not  a  new  plea  to  teachers.  National  defense 
has  been  the  battle  cry  of  the  schools  as  long  as  the 
schools  of  America  have  been  in  existence."  Pointing  to 
the  "high  estate  to  which  our  schools  have  grown  and 
the  manner  in  which  citizens  have  come  to  depend  upon 
the  schools"  Mr.  Caulfield  added  "that  teaching  is 
worthy  of  the  sacrifice  and  effort  which  it  entails.  The 
standing  of  the  schools  is  not  the  result  of  the  work  of 
one  generation  but  also  to  those  who  have  served  in  years 
past." 

Mayor  Angelo  Rossi  struck  a  responsive  note  in  his 
auditors  when  he  said: 

"If  ever  we  Americans  needed  to  cultivate  friendship 
and  neighborliness  we  need  to  cultivate  it  today  as  an 
antidote  for  what  we  read  and  hear — the  story  of  de- 
struction, devastation  and  unfriendliness  which  grips  the 
world  today." 

"We  are  living  in  perilous  times. 

"We  are  living  under  a  constant  threat. 

"We  should  with  all  humility  thank  Almighty  God 
for  the  blessings  which  are  still  ours;  blessings  denied 
the  children,  the  parents  and  the  teachers  of  many  other 
nations  today." 

"To  the  teachers  of  America  falls  the  burden  of  the 
eternal  preservation  of  democracy." 

This  is  the  belief  of  Alonzo  L.  Baker,  field  secretary, 
Race  Betterment  Foundation,  Battle  Creek,  Michigan, 
who  addressed  the  group  on  last  Wednesday  morning. 

"Teachers,"  said  Mr.  Baker,  "must  at  once  assume  a 
greater  burden  than  ever  before,  for  the  future  of  de- 
mocracy rests  in  America  and  American  democracy  rests 
with  the  teacher. 

"Let  us  talk  the  glories  of  democracy  in  our  com- 
munity! Let  us  sing  the  praises  of  Americanism!  Let  us 
not  sell  America  short!" 

Round  applause  greeted  the  speaker's  assertion  that 
"we  can  never  preserve  democracy  by  doing  away  with 
the  system  of  capital  and  profits." 

Pointing  out  that  the  fall  of  France  came  from  within, 
Mr.  Baker  raised  the  question  of  "Just  who  is  a  fifth 
columnist?"  and  warned  against  fifth  column  thinking  in 
the  hearts  of  real  Americans.  Example  of  our  present 
indifference  to  the  future,  was,  he  declared  the  fact  that 
47  per  cent  of  persons  eligible  to  vote  in  the  recent 
presidential   election,   failed   to  exercise  this  privilege. 

A  splendidly  trained  orchestra  from  George  Washing- 
ton High  School  was  directed  in  a  program  by  Marion 
Knott,  of  the  school  faculty. 


Rated  in  Blue  Book 

IN  THE  teaching  profession  the  blue  book  of  accom- 
'  plishment  in  elementary  schools  is  generally  the  Year- 
book of  the  Department  of  Elementary  School  Principals 
of  the  National  Education  Association.  San  Francisco 
Public  Elementary  Schools  are  given  national  recognition 
in  the  1940  yearbook  just  issued  by  the  Association. 
Under  the  title  "A  School  Orchestra  for  Musically  Gifted 
Children"  written  by  Mrs.  Edith  Cochran  as  principal 
of  John  Muir  Elementary  School  and  Vivian  Walsh 
Wills,  director  of  the  orchestra  of  the  John  Muir  Ele- 
mentary School,  the  yearbook  explains  the  successful 
functioning  of  an  elementary  school  orchestra  over  a  pe- 
riod of  five  years.  The  article  in  part  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  John  Muir  School  the  successful  functioning  of 
an  elementary-school  orchestra  over  a  period  of  five  years 
has  served  to  promote  recognition  of  the  value  of  instru- 
mental music  in  the  elementary-school  curriculum.  Such 
an  activity  provides  for  the  special  guidance  and  training 
of  musically  gifted  chidren  and  also  gives  all  children  an 
opportunity  for  the  development  of  certain  cultural 
appreciations. 

"The  school  has  an  enrollment  of  nearly  one  thousand 
pupils.  Since  it  is  located  near  the  business  district  of  a 
large  city,  most  of  the  families  live  in  apartments  or 
rooming  houses.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  teachers 
give  sympathetic  and  effective  attention  to  the  children 
from  these  homes  in  order  that  they  may  make  desirable 
social  adjustments  and  continued  progress  in  school. 

"A  survey  of  the  neighborhood  showed  that  over  50 
percent  of  the  children  had  no  parent  awaiting  them  at 
home  when  school  was  dismissed  in  the  afternoon.  On 
being  asked  the  question,  'What  do  you  do  after  school?' 
a  child  usually  answered,  'I  play  in  the  street.'  Replies 
to  the  question,  'What  would  you  like  to  do?'  disclosed 
the  need  for  providing  directed  activities  and  cultural 
opportunities  for  children  who  had  few  advantages  be- 
cause of  a  restricted  environment  or  the  low  economic 
status  of  their  families.  To  meet  this  need  the  school's 
curriculum  was  broadened  to  include  activities  planned 
around  varied  and  desirable  leisure-time  interests. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  and  the  recreation 
department,  after-school  classes  were  organized. 

"Outcomes  of  the  project — The  educational  philosophy 
at  John  Muir  School  recognized  the  school's  responsibil- 
ity in  discovering  the  needs  of  each  child  and  in  meeting 
those  needs  as  far  as  possible.  It  is  believed  that  partici- 
pation in  the  elementary-school  orchestra  has  brought 
about  the  following  results:  (1)  adventure  in  musical 
enjoyment  for  the  child  who  plays  an  instrument,  (2) 
satisfaction  from  creative  self-expression  released  through 
cooperative  musical  experiences,  (3)  pleasure  in  worthy 
achievement  as  the  child  acquires  the  necessary  skill  to 
enable  him  to  play  successfully,  (4)  refinement  of  inner 
feeling  that  influences  wholesome  personality  develop- 
ment, (5)  social  understanding  as  the  group  cooperates 
tor  the  enjoyment  of  many,  (6)  appreciation  of  the 
music  of  great  artists,  and  (7)  knowledge  that  music  is 
a  universal  language  which  breaks  down  the  barriers  be- 
tween all  the  children  of  the  world."

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California's    $170,000,000    Face-Lift 


It  remained  for  the  editor  of  The  Standard  Oil  Bulletin 
in  the  October  issue  to  give  the  most  colorful  and  con- 
cise description  of  the  Shasta  and  Friant  Dams  and 
Central  Valley  Water  Project.  It  follows  in  part: 

CALIFORNIA  is  a  perennially  young  girl,  but  she 
bears  some  mistakes  of  nature  that  will  stand  re- 
touching. For  90  years  farmers,  shippers,  engineers,  law- 
makers and  everyday  citizens  have  been  planning  a  pro- 
ject that  would  take  care  of  nearly  all  the  retouching  at 
one  time;  now  it  is  about  to  be  done. 

The  "mistakes"  are  not  products  of  man's  interpreta- 
tion alone.  They  were  there  before  the  Forty-Niners  ar- 
rived— even  before  the  padres  opened  their  chain  of 
sleepy  Missions,  when  the  state  was  just  beginning  to 
have  a  history.  They  revolve  around  irrigation,  flood  con- 
trol and  the  salinity  that  comes  with  sea  water  reaching 
too  far  inland.  Fix  these  and  you  also  provide  a  founda- 
tion for  several  other  betterments:  in  river  navigation,  in 
the  water  supplies  of  cities  and  their  industries,  and  in 
electric  power. 

That  is  what  the  great  Central  Valley  Project,  in  real- 
ity a  complex  of  some  half-dozen  projects  that  will  have 
cost  $170,000,000,  is  all  about. 

The  Central  Valley  is  actually  two  valleys  —  in  the 
north  the  Sacramento  and  in  the  south  the  San  Joaquin. 
They  are  continuous  and  together  reach  more  than  500 
miles  from  end  to  end,  and  roughly  50  miles  across. 
Two-thirds  of  California's  agricultural  land  lies  within 
their  embrace,  which  makes  them  valuable  indeed.  If 
the  San  Joaquin  could  have  had  the  Sacramento's  run-off 
of  water  all  these  years,  and  the  Sacramento  could  have 
had  the  San  Joaquin's,  there  would  probably  be  no  pro- 
ject. Because  two-thirds  of  the  irrigation  demands  are 
in  the  San  Joaquin,  which  has  only  one-third  of  the  total 
water  supply,  and  one-third  of  the  demands  are  in  the 
Sacramento,  which  has  all  the  rest  of  the  water.  The  fed- 
eral Bureau  of  Reclamation  reports  that  more  than  400,- 
000  acres  of  highly  developed,  settled  and  producing 
lands  in  the  southern  San  Joaquin  Valley  are  now  dan- 
gerously short  of  water,  actually  in  the  process  of  re- 
verting to  desert.  At  least  40,000  acres  have  already  been 
abandoned. 

While  up  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  spring  floods  run- 
ning from  200,000  to  250,000  second-feet  are  a  matter 
of  record.  That's  too  much  water  to  be  dealt  with  except 
back  near  the  source.  If  nature  could  have  spaced  it  out 
through  the  year  by  herself  she  would  have  prevented 
millions  of  dollars  of  damage  periodically  to  farms,  high- 
ways and  cities ;  and  by  sending  a  steady  flow  during  the 
dry  season  down  the  Sacramento  River  she  would  have 
held  back  the  encroaching  sea  water  which  likes  to  run 
inland  through  the  delta  regions  of  the  lower  Sacramen- 
to and  upper  San  Joaquin  area,  increasing  the  salinity  of 
the  soil  beyond  safe  limits.  Farm  experts  have  found 
that  to  maintain  agriculture  it  is  necessary  to  reduce  the 
salinity  to  a  maximum  of  100  parts  of  chlorine  for  each 
100,000  parts  of  water. 

To  hold  the  soil's  salt  content  at  an  acceptable  ratio  it 
will  be  necessary  to  keep  a  sustained  flow  in  the  Sacra- 
mento River  of  3300  second-feet.  During  much  of  the 
year,  of  course,  the  delta  will  need  no  special  help— -the 
normal  flow  of  the  Sacramento  River  will  be  sufficient. 

With  the  waters  of  the  Sacramento  taking  care  of  the 
delta  regions,  and  of  300.000  acres  in  the  northern  end 
of  the  San  Joaquin  area  through  a  system  of  canals,  res- 
ervoirs and  pumping  stations,  the  attention  of  the  San 
Joaquin  River,  which  now  flows  north,  can  be  turned  to 
the  revitalization  of  those  parched  400,000  acres  at  the 
southern  end  of  its  valley.  Someday  they  will  have  be- 
come an  empire  of  farms,  vineyards  and  orchards  in 
themselves,  and  when  they  have  it  will  be  because  of  a 
l60-mi!e  Friant-Kern  canal  built  to  divert  most  of  the 
waters  of  the  San  Joaquin  from  their  ancient  bed. 

The  State  Legislature  which  passed  the  act,  in  1850, 
directing  California"s  Surveyor  General  to  prepare  plans 


for  the  improvement  of  navigation,  drainage  and  irriga- 
tion would  be  surprised  to  see,  in  1940,  how  big  their 
idea  has  become  in  terms  of  dams,  canals,  bridges,  rail- 
way and  highway  relocations,  and  importance  to  the  na- 
tion at  large. 

Each  river  will  have  its  major  dam,  giving  the  Great 
Central  Valley  its  strategic  water  control  at  both  ends. 
On  the  Sacramento  River  will  be  the  Shasta  Dam,  located 
12  miles  north  of  Redding  and  within  easy  nodding  dis- 
tance of  monarchial  Mt.  Shasta.  Its  first  concrete  was 
poured  on  July  8  of  this  year.  On  the  San  Joaquin  will 
be  the  Friant  Dam,  20  miles  north  of  Fresno  and  more 
than  300  miles  southeast  of  Shasta  Dam.  Friant's  first 
concrete  was  poured  just  three  weeks  later  than  Shasta's 
and  both  dams  are  now  beehives  of  industry.  Although 
Friant  will  back  up  its  river  a  distance  of  15  miles,  im- 
pounding 450,000  acre-feet  of  water,  the  greatest  national 
attention  has  been  given  Shasta  which  will  have  ten  times 
the  capacity,  damming  up  three  rivers — the  Sacramento, 
Pit  and  McCloud — for  a  distance  of  35  miles.  It  will  be 
the  second  largest  concrete  dam  ever  built.

The  Goodwill  Industries  of  San  Francisco  is  now 
holding  its  annual  "Give  a  Job  for  Christmas"  drive. 
People  are  urged  to  give  their  discarded  articles  to  make 
work  for  the  disabled  during  the  holiday  season. 

Goodwill  trucks  will  pick  up  discarded  materials  of 
all  kinds — old  furniture,  household  ware,  clothing,  and 
toys.  These  articles  will  be  thoroughly  repaired  and  sold 
by  handicapped  people  —  the  crippled,  deaf,  partially 
blind,  aged  and  infirm,  and  those  disabled  in  other  ways. 
Toys  are  especially  needed.

TWENTY  San  Francisco  boys  are  now  receiving  Na- 
'  tional  Youth  Administration  work  and  related  train- 
ing from  the  California  Polytechnic  School,  at  San  Luis 
Obispo.  The  courses  include:  aeronautics;  design,  con- 
struction, engines  theory,  drafting,  etc.;  welding;  ma- 
chine shops;  electrical  industries  courses.  These  boys  earn 
while  they  learn.  They  receive  $30  a  month  for  80  hours 
of  NYA  work. 

At  Weiser,  Idaho,  several  San  Francisco  boys  and  girls 
are  studying  at  the  Weiser  Vocational  School,  an  NYA 
Resident  project.  These  youths  are  training  in  the  fields 
of:  business  training,  animal  husbandry,  farm  mechanics, 
and  construction  trades. 

Ten  San  Francisco  girls  are  learning  household  train- 
ing at  the  Santa  Barbara  project,  located  in  the  beautiful 
former  Edgecliff  Hotel. 

At  Bakersfield,  San  Francisco  boys  are  attending  the 
Bakersfield  Junior  College  and  working  on  NYA  pro- 
jects at  the  Bakersfield  Airport.  These  boys  will  complete 
their  three  months  course  December  1,  1940  and  be 
placed  in  aeronautic  industries. 

In  the  Riverside  Hospital  San  Francisco  NYA  girls  are 
being  trained  as  hospital  attendants. 

According  to  H.  G.  Prodger,  district  representative, 
1182  Market  Street,  two  new  resident  projects  are  open- 
ing at  San  Diego  and  Modesto  in  sheet-metal  and  riveting 
for  aeronautics ;  and  painting,  construction  and  electrical 
work  for  the  building  trades.

A  Decaying  School 

I  AMENTING  over  the  fact  that  adult  townspeople  who 
*"■  were  educated  in  the  country  school  in  which  she  now 
teaches,  are  the  strongest  opponents  of  adequate  facilities 
for  the  little  school,  Miss  Helen  M.  Waltermire,  the 
teacher,  writes  in  New  York  State  Education: 

"Each  year  seven  or  eight  of  the  parents"  and  farmers 
in  the  community  appear  and  vote  through  a  drastic  bud- 
get which  provides  for  nothing  in  the  line  of  improve- 
ment and  little  or  nothing  in  the  line  of  maintenance  for 
the  existing  long  neglected  buildings  and  grounds.  These 
men  who  come  to  argue  so  valiantly  for  keeping  down 
taxes  have  often  received  all  of  their  education  in  this 
small  school  and  from  two  to  five  of  their  children  have 
received  the  first  eight  years  of  their  training  here  also. 

"This  attitude  towards  education,  which  is  so  obvious 
in  our  little  community  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  our 
national  tragedies.  The  New  York  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  made  a  report  to  the  governor  recommending 
various  changes  in  our  educational  system  and  questioning 
the  advisability  of  education  beyond  the  point  of  literacy. 

"Something  very  fundamental  has  been  lost  without  the 
fine  enthusiasm  for  education  for  all  of  the  children  of  all 
of  the  people  which  has  long  made  our  American  system 
possible.  Democracy  cannot  long  endure  in  a  land  which 
denies  education  to  all  but  a  few  children  of  well  to  do 
parents. 

"Perhaps  the  change  is  partly  the  fault  of  the  teachers 
of  the  last  generation.  Too  much  time  was  given  to  the 
Three  R's  and  too  little  to  building  the  type  of  citizen 
who  would  be  proud  to  live  in  a  democratic  state  and  will 
do  his  part  in  perfecting  and  maintaining  such  a  state. 
Little  can  be  done  to  repair  that  damage  now.  But  no  time 
must  be  lost  by  the  teachers  who  are  preparing  the  next 
generation  to  take  their  places  in  the  community  in  the 
next  few  years." 

The  school  in  which  Miss  Waltermire  teaches  is  100 
years  old  and  is  falling  into  decay.  The  foundation  is 
poor,  the  roof  has  been  patched  and  repatched,  the  floor 
slopes  badly  and  the  wall  siding  is  so  poor  that  snow 
blows  through  in  a  bad  storm.  There  is  no  water  on  the 
school  grounds  and  water  is  carried  in  a  pail  from  va- 
rious wells  in  the  community. 

Perhaps  a  good  slogan  for  the  school  district  in  which 
Miss   Waltermire  teaches  would  be 

"Education  is  the  debt  one  generation  owes  to  the 
next."

At-Iarge 
teachers  and  Saturday  Morning  Corrective  teachers  will 
file  their  reports  on  Friday,  December  1 3,  and  will  antici- 
pate the  week  of  December  16  to  20. 

Principals  are  asked  to  kindly  call  at  the  office  soon 
after  closing  of  school  December  20,  and  change  antici- 
pated symbols  that  need  changing  due  to  absences  of 
teachers  during  the  week  of  anticipated  attendance.  This 
is  a  most  important  duty  and  should  be  done  early  in  the 
week  following  the  close  of  school.  Substitute  teachers 
will  not  file  their  time  reports  until  the  last  day  of  school, 
December  20.

To  facilitate  the  routing  of  the 
trucks  making  the  collection,  the  principals  of  those 
schools  that  have  gifts  to  contribute  are  asked  to  notify 
Miss  Edith  Pence,  director  of  curriculum,  at  the  Board 
of  Education,  by  Thursday,  December  5,  stating  the  ap- 
proximate number  of  gifts  to  be  called  for.

This  information  is  of  importance  to  all  who  contemplate 
giving  directly  to  needy  families  at  Christmas  time. 
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Babson  Blames  Schools 

D  OGER  W.  BABSON,  the  noted  statistical  analyst,  has 
'^-  taken  a  broadside  at  the  public  school  organization 
in  the  United  States  in  the  following  statement: 

After  spending  a  million  dollars  studying  unemploy- 
ment, the  Babson  organization  believes  that  the  majority 
of  youths  today  are  unemployed  because  of  our  faulty 
public  school  system.  The  solution  awaits  parents  de- 
manding training  rather  than  mere  diplomas  and  awaits 
school  committees  instilling  in  students  a  desire  to  create 
rather  than  to  get  jobs." 

Henry  David  Gideonse,  president  of  Brooklyn  College, 
is  a  bit  more  specific  about  what  he  thinks  should  be 
done  to  improve  the  occupational  outlook  of  college  stu- 
dents. He  advocates  a  semester  of  planned  labor-camp 
activity  somewhere  in  the  country  far  from  the  student's 
normal  environment  to  improve  the  curriculum  of  almost 
any  college. 

Citing  the  educational  significance  of  the  Federal  C.  C. 
C.  camps  as  "far  greater  than  its  immediate  contribution 
to  conservation  and  relief,"  Mr.  Gideonse  expresses  the 
belief  that  it  is  a  "pity"  for  this  type  of  education  to  be 
isolated  from  the  intellectual  variety  and  "restricted  to  a 
less  privileged  group."  Foreseeing  the  cry  of  "war  hys- 
teria" he  writes  that  this  suggestion  was  made  by  him  as 
far  back  as  1932  in  Northwestern  University. 

He  sees  such  labor-camp  activity  as  a  balance  for  the 
cultivation  of  only  intellectual  pursuits.  Pointing  out  that 
the  strict  liberal  arts  and  science  program  of  Brooklyn 
"has  its  virtues,"  in  comparison  to  the  "sloppy  vocation- 
alism  that  has  crept  into  colleges  all  over  the  land,"  he 
nevertheless  says  that  this  type  of  curriculum  was  design- 
ed for  an  earlier  period. 

The  time  might  be  ripe  to  reconsider  whether  this 
strictly  intellectual  program  has  revelance  under  present 
social  and  economic  needs,  he  says.

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A  Cool  Conference 

Editor's  note — The  following  was  written  at  Chicago 
from  the  School  Radio  Conference  now  in  session,  which 
is  being  attended  by  George  G.  Mullany,  director  of 
educational  publications. 

CUB  ZERO  temperatures  fanned  by  Arctic  winds  greet- 
**  ed  200  leaders  in  radio  education  assembled  in  Chi- 
cago's Congress  Hotel  this  week  to  discuss  common  prob- 
lems in  the  utilization  of  radio  as  a  teaching  device. 

The  meeting  brought  out  leaders  who  are  working 
with  radio  daily  as  an  instrument  of  education  and  at- 
tempting by  an  interchange  of  thought  to  better  methods 
of  radio  education. 

That  radio  is  already  considered  by  such  cities  as 
Chicago,  New  York,  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Ohio,  Detroit, 
Michigan,  and  smaller  cities  as  Evanston,  Illinois,  Michi- 
gan City,  Indiana,  Lake  Geneva  and  Winnetka,  Wis- 
consin, as  a  permanent  supplement  to  the  teaching  pro- 
gram, was  evident  by  the  program  and  class  demonstra- 
tions presented  at  the  conference. 

The  delegates  were  not  confined  to  persons  in  public 
education.  From  New  York  came  Sterling  Fisher,  educa- 
tional director  of  Columbia  Broadcasting  System,  from 
San  Francisco,  Jennings  Pierce,  educational  director  of 
National  Broadcasting  Company  in  the  western  states. 
Columbia  University  sent  its  radio  expert  Erik  Barnouw, 
Northwestern  University,  J.  Irving  Lee,  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, I.  Keith  Taylor,  and  James  R.  Angell,  former 
president  of  Yale  was  there  as  "educational  counsellor" 
for  the  National  Broadcasting  Company.  Down  from 
Canada  came  W.  E.  Gladstone  Murray,  to  represent  the 
Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Interest  in  the  new  frequency  modulation  radio  station 
now  being  constructed  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  was  evident  on  all  sides.  Leaders  in  almost 
every  state  wished  to  know  of  the  plan  of  ultimate  de- 
velopment and  gladly  placed  all  their  facilities  and  re- 
search to  aid  San  Francisco. 

Some  of  the  speakers  had  the  familiar  ring  of  an  ad- 
vanced educational  convention  discussing  an  old  settled 
subject.  There  were  such  topics  as  "Report  on  Clinic 
and  Evaluation,"  and  "Professional  Clinic  Radio  Writing." 

Chicago,  host  to  the  conference,  was  on  familiar 
ground  for  the  school  system  has  tied  radio  into  the  cur- 
riculum with  all  the  enthusiasm  that  William  H.  John- 
son, superintendent  of  schools,  and  his  staff  can  command. 
Nothing  concerning  the  advancement  of  radio  in  Chicago 
has  been  left  to  chance.  The  elaborate  organization  cen- 
ters from  a  Radio  Council  which  has  in  its  charge  the 
planning,  writing,  production,  utilization  and  evaluation 
of  radio  scripts,  serving  as  a  clearing  house  between  the 
school  system  of  which  it  is  a  part  and  eleven  radio  sta- 
tions in  the  Chicago  metropolitan  area. 

A  brochure,  "The  Teacher  and  The  Radio  Program" 
issued  by  the  Radio  Council  is  a  handbook  for  every 
classroom  teacher  in  Chicago.  The  teacher  does  not  want 
for  information  concerning  the  radio  program  of  the 
Council,  for,  unless  her  teaching  is  so  tied  in  that  the

School,  Home  and  Church 

PARENTS  and  churches  should  accept  their  share  of  the 
'  responsibility  for  the  education  of  the  young,  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Gordon  Sproul,  president  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, told  a  recent  conference  of  educators  and  civic 
leaders  meeting  in  Berkeley  to  discuss  the  role  of  educa- 
tion in  the  national  defense. 

"When  we  consider  that  the  public,  because  it  pays  for 
the  support  of  the  schools,  and  is  required  by  law  to 
send  its  children  to  the  schools,  has  a  decreasing  sense  of 
responsibility  for  these  children's  education,  we  see  from 
a  new  angle  the  possible  nature  of  our  task  and  the  pos- 
sible dangers  that  encompass  it,"  Dr.  Sproul  said. 

"Perhaps  we  should  re-examine  the  situation  which 
faces  us  to  determine  how  much  of  difficulty  and  failure 
results  from  the  sloughing  off  by  adults  of  former  paren- 
tal educational  responsibilities  because  of  a  conviction 
that  the  schools  are  being  supported  and  teachers  paid  to 
develop  children  into  men  and  women." 

Dr.  Sproul  said  that  there  are  phases  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  young  that  cannot  be  assumed  by  the  schools, 
but  are  the  function  of  parents  and  church. 

"We  should  ask  ourselves  how  much  the  cultural 
unity  and  social  morale  of  the  nation  suffer  when  the 
elder  citizens  of  the  community  are  no  longer  looked  up 
to  as  teachers  and  sources  of  authority  by  the  younger 
citizens,  and  when,  again,  they  no  longer  feel  themselves 
constrained  to  review  and  to  exemplify  in  their  own  per- 
sons the  elements  of  the  traditional  culture  of  the  human 
race. 

"It  does  not  seem  likely  that  the  schools  can  contribute 
to  the  cultural  unity  of  the  population,  or  give  to  democ- 
racy the  strength  which  it  needs  until  they  refuse  to  carry 
that  share  of  responsibility  for  youth's  education  that  be- 
longs to  the  home  and  to  the  church. 

"Strive  as  we  may  to  raise  the  quality  of  our  profes- 
sional teachers  and  to  broaden  and  integrate  their  train- 
ing, we  can  never  reach  a  point  where  they  alone,  as 
paid  employees,  can  carry  the  burden  of  maintaining  the 
character,  the  faith  and  the  morale  of  a  nation."

Mayor  Rossi  Visits  College 

f^EEPLY  interested  in  the  success  of  the  San  Francisco 
'"'junior  College,  upper  division  of  San  Francisco's  Pub- 
lic School  system,  is  His  Honor,  Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi. 

Escorted  by  Superintendent  Nourse  and  Deputy  Super- 
intendent John  F.  Brady,  Mayor  Rossi  made  a  visit  to  the 
college  last  Thursday,  where  after  a  tour  of  the  buildings 
and  campus  with  detailed  observations  in  academic  and 
vocational  classrooms  and  laboratories,  he  expressed  de- 
light in  the  manner  in  which  the  college  is  meeting  many 
of  the  educational  needs  of  the  city's  youth,  with  conse- 
quent material  savings  to  individual  parents  and  the  tax 
payers  at  large. 

The  visitors  were  received  by  President  A.  J.  Cloud" 
and  his  executive  staff  and  were  entertained  at  luncheon 
in  the  quarters  of  the  Home  Economics  Division.  Of  par- 
ticular interest  to  the  Mayor  were  the  flower  arrange- 
ments prepared  by  the  class  in  retail  flower  shop  manage- 
ment. Dining  room  service  at  luncheon  was  handled  by 
students  training  for  careers  in  the  restaurant  industry. 
Vocational  courses  at  the  Junior  College  account  for  ap- 
proximately twenty-five  percent  of  the  registration,  ac- 
cording to  President  Cloud,  who  pointed  out  that  each  of 
these  courses  trains  for  employment  in  a  definite  field, 
represented  in  local  industry. 


The  Problem  of  Youth 

THERE  are  nearly  4,000,000  young  people  between  the 
'  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty-four  out  of  work  and  out  of 
school  today,  according  to  a  new  book  by  Howard  M. 
Bell,  just  issued  by  the  American  Youth  Commission.  The 
Commission  finds  the  majority  of  them  have  no  definite 
job  training  or  experience.  Every  year  1,750,000  more 
finish  or  leave  school  and  start  job-hunting. 

The  Commission's  evidence  seems  to  show  that,  of  the 
4,000,000  out-of-school  jobless  and  of  American  youth  in 
general,  less  than  one  in  four  have  had  any  practical  help 
in  finding  out  what  work  fits  them  best  or  in  adequate 
education  for  work,  let  alone  any  organized  aid  in  finding 
jobs. 

And  yet  all  these  young  people  have  18,000  different 
kinds  of  jobs  to  choose  from. 

Mr.  Bell  refuses  to  blame  the  schools  alone  for  this  de- 
ficiency ;  he  puts  the  blame  on  the  community  as  a  whole. 
While  he  suggests  that  the  school  may  well  be  the  logi- 
cal center  for  vocational  guidance,  education,  and  even 
placement,  he  believes  the  community  itself  must  act  co- 
operatively on  the  task  of  developing  such  a  program. 

To  explore  this  need  and  outline  a  model  system,  the 
Youth  Commission  and  the  Employment  Service  Division 
selected  for  study  four  cities,  St.  Louis,  Baltimore,  Provi- 
dence, and  Dallas,  and  four  rural  areas  in  Missouri  and 
Maryland.  To  make  it  a  community  project  and  correlate 
diverse  elements  of  the  population,  a  council  was  formed, 
representing  the  schools,  local  employment  offices,  indus- 
try, organized  labor,  social  workers,  service  clubs,  the 
church,  and  groups  of  young  people.  To  communities 
planning  to  start  similar  projects  independently,  the  au- 
thor urges  the  need  of  professional  leadership,  drawn 
from  the  schools,  local  employment  offices,  or  other 
agencies. 

Mr.  Bell  asks  the  high  schools  to  drop  the  idea  to 
which  many  still  seem  to  cling — that  the  high  school  is 
primarily  a  college  preparatory  school,  although  only  one 
in  five  high  school  pupils  today  goes  on  to  college. 

He  deplores  the  notion  lingering  among  many  parents 
and  students  that  there  is  something  more  dignified  and 
elite  about  a  white-collar  job  than  a  shop  job,  and  that 
there  is  greater  culture  in  training  to  work  with  the  brain 
than  in  training  to  work  with  the  hands.  He  asks  for  a 
well  balanced  curriculum  which  treats  much  that  is  com- 
monly regarded  as  "vocational  education"  as  an  integral 
part  of  general  education. 

He  disavows  any  idea  that  the  high  school  should  be 
turned  into  a  technical  school  and  provide  complete  train- 
ing for  special  jobs.  He  asks  rather  for  classroom  instruc- 
tion and  shop  practice  that  give  the  pupil  basic  informa- 
tion and  skill  in  the  general  field  of  his  chosen  work.  He 
believes  both  class  vocational  instruction  and  shop  work 
should  be  mainly  confined  to  jobs  available  in  the  com- 
munity's employment  area,  as  most  pupils  limit  their  em- 
ployment field  to  the  home  region. 

Mr.  Bell  stresses  the  need  of  counselors  in  employment 
offices  as  well  as  in  schools.  He  believes  job  applicants 
should  receive  counseling  if  they  need  it,  regardless  of 
age,  and  he  deplores  the  practice  of  many  agencies  that 
give  counseling  only  to  those  less  than  twenty-one  years 
old.

"Hot  Furnace"  Is  Appropriate 

If  it  is  true  that  the  origin  of  the  word  California 
means  hot  furnace  in  Spanish,  the  state  has  been  well  nam- 
ed, for  it  contains  the  hottest  and  driest  areas  to  be  found 
on  the  whole  North  American  continent. 

So  says  Dr.  W.  Gorczynski,  noted  Polish  weather  ex- 
pert who  is  now  an  associate  in  research  at  the  University 
of  California's  Scripps  Institution  of  Oceanography.  Dr. 
Gorczynski  is  studying  climatic  conditions  in  the  state  in 
preparation  for  a  book  on  the  subject  which  will  be  pub- 
lished soon. 

He  points  out  that  while  California  can  boast  the  hot- 
test and  driest  areas  on  the  continent,  they  are  not  neces- 
sarily in  the  same  place.  Death  Valley  with  a  record  tem- 
perature of  134  degrees  qualifies  as  the  hottest  place, 
while  Bagdad,  a  little  town  on  the  Barstow-Needles  high- 
way with  an-aridity  coefficient  of  60  degrees,  is  consider- 
ed the  driest.

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Educational  Isolation 

EDI  CATIONAL  isolation  is  still  the  accepted  posi- 
tion throughout  the  United  States,"  according  to 
the  view  of  Frederick  L.  Redefer,  secretary  of  the  Pro- 
gressive Education  Association,  who  recently  returned  to 
New  York  from  a  nationwide  tour.  He  writes: 

"The  majority  of  teachers,  professors  and  administra- 
tors see  too  little  direct  relation  between  what  they  are 
doing  in  the  classroom  and  the  world  in  which  they  are 
living.  Like  the  English  educators,  they  are  not  yet  con- 
scious of  what  total  war  means  and  particularly  what  it 
may  or  can  mean  for  educational  institutions  and  their 
programs. 

"Those  who  hold  to  the  position  that  good  education 
is  the  same  in  times  of  crisis  or  calm  tend  to  isolate 
schools  from  the  national  struggle  and  regard  as  'Eastern 
jitters'  any  suggestion  for  a  bold,  courageous  and  compre- 
hensive program  to  strengthen  democracy. 

'  Educational  isolation  has  broken  down  in  many  com- 
munities. The  typical  program  centers  about  vocational 
education,  the  program  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  develop  machinists  and  tool-makers  for  expand- 
ing armament  factories.  Over  a  garage  or  shop  in  many 
a  small  town  the  sign  "Vocational  Educational  Program  for 
National  Defense'  announces  that  the  community  is  aware 
of  national  defense  efforts.  In  larger  cities  the  lights  of 
the  technical  high  schools  burn  into  the  night  as  men  and 
youth  are  taught  the  needed  skills. 

"Nowhere  did  I  find  a  carefully  planned,  concrete  and 
comprehensive  program  for  education  in  national  defense. 
The  hysterical  reactions  of  some  schools  in  some  com- 
munities is  alarming  if  such  activities  should  become 
general. 

"There  is  need  for  a  concrete  and  definite  program, 
for,  in  a  real  sense,  the  fate  of  modern  education — in  fact, 
all  public  education — hangs  in  the  balance.  One  decision 
may  relegate  our  public  schools  to  an  unimportant  role; 
another  may  make  schools  centers  for  strengthening  our 
democracy.  This  is  a  decision  that  must  be  made  in  the 
next  year,  however  much  we  may  wish  to  avoid  it. 

"Excellent  as  are  general  statements  made  by  national 
organizations,  such  statements  do  not  organize  programs 
locally."

Credential   Regulations 

THE  State  Board  of  Education  at  its  meeting  on  July 
30,  1940,  adopted  the  following  revision  of  regulations 
governing  renewal  of  credentials.  These  revised  regula- 
tions became  effective  immediately. 

Renewal  of  Credentials:  Each  credential  expires  on  the 
date  indicated  upon  the  document.  Entire  responsibility 
for  securing  a  renewal  rests  upon  the  holder. 

Renewal  of  a  credential  may  be  granted  upon  com- 
pliance with   the   following   requirements: 

1.  Verification  of  the  completion  of  additional  train- 
ing specified  on  the  reverse  of  the  credential.  All 
work  completed  for  renewal  of  a  state  credential 
must  carry  an  average  mark  of  C  or  better  on  a  five 
point  scale. 

2.  Verification  of  successful  school  experience. 

3.  Payment  of  the  legal  credential  fee. 

A  five  year  renewal  of  a  credential  may  be  granted  pro- 
vided the  applicant  verifies  the  completion  of  all  train- 
ing required  for  the  renewal  and  a  minimum  of  five 
months  of  successful  teaching  experience  secured  in  the 
public  schools  of  California  during  the  life  of  the  cre- 
dential. 

A  person  who  fails  to  secure  teaching  experience  in 
the  public  schools  of  California  during  the  life  of  his 
credential  may  secure,  upon  application,  one  two-year  re- 
newal of  his  credential ;  provided  that  a  credential  other 
than  a  health  and  development  credential  or  a  credential 
authorizing  service  in  special  day  and  evening  or  voca- 
tional classes,  may  not  be  issued  to  extend  beyond  seven 
years  subsequent  to  the  time  when  the  applicant  complet- 
ed his  last  six  or  more  semester  hours  of  training  or  one 
year  or  more  of  appropriate  full-time  teaching  or  equiva- 
lent experience. 

A  credential  renewed  valid  for  a  two-year  period  auto- 
matically expires  at  the  end  of  this  period  if  the  holder 
fails  to  verify  a  minimum  of  five  months  of  successful 
teaching  experience  secured  in  the  public  schools  of  Cali- 
fornia during  the  life  of  the  renewal,  unless  he  is  em- 
ployed in-  a  public  school  position  requiring  the  holding 
of  a  credential  authorizing  the  service  he  is  then  per- 
forming. In  this  case  the  credential  may  be  renewed  for 
one  year. 

Expired  Credentials:  Expired  credentials  may  not  be 
renewed.  A  new  application  must  be  made  and  require- 
ments in  force  at  the  time  the  new  application  is  filed 
must  be  met.  Official  transcripts  of  record  or  verification 
of  experience  on  file  with  the  Division  of  Teacher  Train- 
ing and  Certification  need  not  be  resubmitted.

The  end  of  the  first  week — Time  out,  Who's  afraid  of  the  big, 
bad  boys?,  and  Leading  the  right  kind  of  a  double  life. 
MANN,  KATHLEEN.  DESIGN  FROM  PEASANT  ART. 
ADAM,    1939. 

Peasant  design  is  the  result  of  tradition,  and  although  the  same 
motive  may  appear  in  different  countries,  it  is  modified  by  national 
characteristics.  This  book  will  give  the  modern  designer  some 
excellent  ideas  of  ancient  designs  for  contemporary  art.  There  are 
eight  pages  of  color  annd  seventy-two  of  black  and  white  drawings. 
ZACHRY,  C.  B.  EMOTION  AND  CONDUCT  IN  ADOLES- 
CENCE.    APPLETON-CENTURY,    1940.

Many  Viewpoints 


"f\UR  educators  in  general  have  not  stepped  out  as 
^*  leaders  to  supply  the  necessary  education  to  lead 
directly  to  employment  for  the  ninety  per  cent  who  must 
earn  a  living  immediately  upon  leaving  high  school." 

The  speaker  was  Warren  E.  Hill,  director  of  the  Wash- 
burn Trade  School,  Chicago,  before  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Vocational  Association  to  which 
San  Francisco  had  the  honor  of  playing  host.  While 
Mr.  Hill's  remarks  were  not  the  consensus  of  the  con- 
vention they  would  be  recognized  as  the  majority  view- 
point of  the  3,000  delegates  and  visitors. 

The  three-day  convention  brought  out  in  addition  to 
national  leaders,  hundreds  of  teachers  in  the  metropolitan 
area,  interested  in  the  development  of  vocational  educa- 
tion. In  appreciation  of  their  activities  in  the  vocational 
field  three  Californians  were  given  awards.  To  Dr.  Edwin 
A.  Lee,  dean  of  the  school  of  education  at  U.C.L.A.  went 
the  award  of  "The  Ship"  for  the  most  outstanding .  serv- 
ice rendered  to  vocation  education  in  the  year  1940; 
to  Dr.  Julian  A.  McPhee,  San  Luis  Obispo,  and  Charles 
E.  Barker,  life  memberships  in  the  association. 

Superintendent  Nourse  greeted  the  delegates  at  three 
meetings,  the  dinner  to  state  directors  on  Saturday  eve- 
ning, December  14;  the  opening  of  general  sessions  at 
the  Fairmont  Hotel  on  Monday  evening  and  at  the  main 
social  event,  the  banquet  to  delegates  on  Wednesday 
evening. 

San  Francisco  made  more  than  an  ordinary  contribu- 
tion to  the  convention  exhibits  which  greeted  convention 
visitors  as  they  entered  the  Fairmont  Hotel.

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Improvement  of  Vocational  Education  Stressed  by  A.  V.  A. 


THE  full  text  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Decem- 
ber convention  of  the  American  Vocational  Associa- 
tion held  in  San  Francisco  is  as  follows: 

WHEREAS,  There  exists  in  the  nation  a  state  of  emer- 
gency which  has  brought  about  crises  in  the  promotion, 
organization,  and  administration  of  vocational  education 
which  challenge  to  the  utmost  ability,  resources,  and  wis- 
dom of  leaders  and  workers  in  the  whole  field  of 
education. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  American 
Vocational  Association  in  all  programs  and  plans  consider 
both  immediate  and  long-range  goals  for  National  De- 
fense. That  for  immediate  emphasis  the  full  membership 
of  the  Association,  including  everyone  from  the  teacher 
in  shop  or  classroom  to  State  and  Federal  Administrators, 
be  urged  to  give  earnest  and  intelligent  support  to  the 
programs  of  defense,  assuming  individual  responsibility 
for  respective  contributions,  and  collective  ressponsibility 
for  all  phases  involving  group  action  or  participation. 
That  for  the  deeper  and  more  far-reaching  responsibility 
the  activities  of  the  emergency  programs  be  accompanied 
by  continued  and  careful  attention  to  training  programs 
for  the  full  amount  of  normal  peacetime  activities  which 
will  safeguard  human  and  material  resources  for  daily 
living  now,  and  for  meeting  the  inevitable  adjustments 
which  will  follow  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

WHEREAS,  Representative  committees  established  to 
act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  conjunction  with  national 
education  programs  have  from  the  beginning  rendered 
a  valuable  service  to  the  cause  and  functional  efficiency 
of  vocational  education ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  American  Vocational  Association 
considers  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  such  repre- 
sentative advisory  committees  to  be  essential  to  the  best 
accomplishment  in  all  fields  of  vocational  education. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  American 
Vocational  Association  reaffirm  its  judgment  that  the  con- 
tinued use  of  representative  advisory  committees  in  the 
establishment,  development,  and  improvement  of  Voca- 
tional Education  programs,  is  necessary  in  all  fields 
and  at  all  levels  of  vocational  education,  including  such 
programs  as  may  be  carried  out  in  cooperation  with 
agencies  other  than  the  public  schools. 

WHEREAS,  Federal  aid  for  vocational  education  from 
its  inception  has  been  based  on  the  proposition  that  state, 
local,  and  Federal  government  should  contribute  to  the 
support  of  vocational  education,  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  division  of  financial  support  has 
by  implication  and  practice  been  conducive  to  delimiting 
the  powers  of  the  Federal  government  to  the  determina- 
tion of  general  policies  and  standards  under  which  federal 
and  state  monies  shall  be  expended,  thus  reducing  to  a 
minimum  the  very  real  dangers  of  bureaucratic  and  long- 
range  control,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  expenditure  of  monies  currently  ap- 
propriated by  the  Federal  Government  for  training  in 
occupations  essential  to  the  national  defense  although  re- 
quiring no  matching  of  funds  by  state  or  local  govern- 
ments, is  under  present  conditions  largely  under  the  direc- 
tive control  of  state  and  local  boards  of  education. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  American 
Vocational  Association  reiterate  its  belief  in  the  essential 
wisdom  of  this  division  of  responsibility  and  authority, 
applicable  not  only  to  the  distribution  of  Federal  funds 
for  vocational  education,  but  to  the  distribution  of  all 
funds  designated  for  educational  purposes,  whether  gen- 
eral education,  education  of  out-of-school  youth,  or  adult 
education,   and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  the  Executive 
Committee  be  urged  to  give  all  legitimate  support  within 
its  power  to  the  maintenance  and  furtherance  of  this 
basically  sound  principle  of  administering  expenditures 
of  Federal  funds  presently  or  in  the  future  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  aid  of  education  within  the  several  states 
of  the  nation. 


WHEREAS,  The  1940  Convention  of  the  American 
Vocational  Association  has  been  favored  with  a  singu- 
larly high  type  of  cooperation  from  a  well-organized 
committee  of  San  Francisco  School  Department  members 
comprised  of  no  less  than  twenty-five  sections ;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  cooperation  has  resulted  in  a  smooth- 
ness of  operation  of  the  convention,  and  a  harmony  of 
purpose  in  accomplishment,  which  are  outstanding  in 
A.V.A.  history ;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  Conven- 
tion be  extended  to  the  San  Francisco  Convention  Com- 
mittee, with  special  reference  to  the  hostess,  reception 
and  women  guests  committee,  the  publicity  committee, 
the  radio  committee,  and  the  committees  on  banquets 
and  luncheons,  decorations  and  art  tours,  information, 
registration,  music  and  entertainment,  and  the  remaining 
sub-committees  which  have  served  faithfully  and  well  in 
direct  aid  to  the  various  sections  meeting  at  the  Conven- 
tion. Also,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  for  the  exceptional  regional  service 
given  by  the  All-Western  Committee,  composed  of  leading 
educators  from  all  of  the  eleven  Western  States;  for  the 
San  Francisco  Convention  and  Tourist  League,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  of  San  Francisco  and  his  capable 
staff,  the  newspapers  and  news  services  for  their  splendid 
coverage  of  Convention  events,  to  San  Francisco  business 
and  civic  organizations  for  their  cooperation,  and  to  the 
various  hotels  in  which  Convention  sessions  have  been 
held — for  all  of  this  and  to  all  of  these,  the  warm  thanks 
of  the  Convention  be  and  is  hereby  expressed.

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Public  Schools  Praised 

PRAISE  for  the  manner  in  which  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  are  being  conducted  is  contained  in  a 
report  unanimously  adopted  by  the  County  Grand  Jury. 
The  report  was  prepared  by  the  members  of  the  educa- 
tional committee  of  that  body  composed  of  Mark  Morris, 
chairman,  Cyril  Magnin,  and  Thomas  Ahem. 

"It  is  our  pleasure  to  state  that  not  one  complaint  has 
been  received  against  the  educational  program  or  manage- 
ment of  the  schools,"  says  the  report,  which  is  in  part 
as  follows: 

Your  educational  committee  visited  public  schools  at 
five  levels  of  the  program,  kindergarten,  elementary, 
junior  high,  senior  high,  and  junior  college  which  in- 
clude 3000  teachers  and  80,000  children. 

Formerly  the  public  school  system  was  organized  in 
two  divisions,  eight  years  of  grammar  school  and  four 
year  of  high  school.  Nowadays,  kindergarten  instruction 
begins  when  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  four  years  and 
nine  months  and  continues  for  one  year.  The  child  then 
advances  through  grades  one  to  six  concluding  his  ele- 
mentary education.  He  then  goes  on  to  the  junior  high 
school  grades,  7,  8,  and  9,  the  senior  high  school  being 
the  10,  11  and  12th  grades.  Beyond  these  mandatory 
provisions  of  the  state  law,  San  Francisco  is  now  offer- 
ing two  years  of  junior  college  education.  Eighth  grade 
elementary  or  grammar  schools  which  have  served  the 
community  for  so  many  years  are  gradually  being  elim- 
inated for  the  plan  described  above  which  is  in  general 
use  throughout  California  and  which  San  Francisco  has 
been  building  towards  since  1925. 

As  called  to  your  attention  in  a  previous  report,  a 
chimney  fire  at  the  Irving  M.  Scott  Elementary  School, 
Twenty-second  and  Tennessee  Streets,  on  Wednesday, 
March  1 3,  1940,  a  wooden  building  which  has  been  in 
use  for  48  years,  resulted  in  damage  totaling  $800,  and 
no  injury  to  any  pupil  or  teacher.  Of  the  102  public 
school  buildings  in.  San  Francisco,  only  two  of  this  wood 
frame  type,  with  individual  stoves,  are  now  in  use. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  this  wooden 
type  of  school  was  in  general  use  until  1920.  Since  that 
time,  however,  the  Board  of  Education  has  erected  sixty 
fireproof  schools  to  replace  wooden  structures,  at  a  cost 
of  $21,000,000.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  total  value 
of  all  school  buildings  in  San  Francisco  is  $30,763,387 
it  may  be  seen  that  68  per  cent  of  the  physical  plant 
has  been  replaced  in  the  past  20  years.  This  is  the  most 
extensive  school  building  program  ever  undertaken  by 
any  major  city  in  America  within  a  given  period.  It  is 
also  worthy  of  note  that  the  total  indebtedness  on  San 
Francisco's  100  public  schools  totals  only  $12,368,000 
in  comparison  with  a  total  municipal  debt  of  $153,755,- 
500.  Stating  the  matter  another  way,  the  School  Depart- 
ment, the  largest  property  owner  in  the  municipal  family, 
has  the  smallest  relative  bonded  debt,  the  schools  having 
beep  erected  largely  out  of  pay-as-you-go  funds  appro- 
priated annually  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  Irving  M.  Scott  School 
area  was  in  former  years  residential  in  character,  but  has 
been  rezoned  in  recent  years  to  a  heavy  industrial  district. 
As  a  consequence  the  school  population  has  gradually 
declined  until  today,  in  order  to  keep  the  school  operat- 
ing at  even  a  minimum  size,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
transport  105  children  daily  from  the  Hunter's  Point 
District,  a  distance  of  four  miles,  to  the  Irving  M.  Scott 
School.  These  children  together  with  80  who  reside  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Irving  M.  Scott  School  comprise  the 
total  school  population.  The  transportation  costs,  borne 
by  the  School  Department,  are  just  a  fraction  of  the  cost

of  operating  a  separate  school  at  Hunter's  Point,  which 
schooi  was  abandoned  in  1930. 

If  school  population  were  a  constant  factor  and  could 
be  guaranteed  in  any  one  area  for  more  than  one  genera- 
lion  of  children,  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  house  any 
part  of  our  school  population  in  wooden  buildings.  All 
the  children  would  then  attend  brick  or  reinforced  con- 
crete buildings  strictly  fireproof  in  character.  Actual 
experience  in  San  Francisco  shows  that  public  school 
population  is  as  shifting  as  the  sands.  After  a  single 
school  generation  is  graduated  from  a  neighborhood 
that  is  no  guarantee  that  the  school  population  will  re- 
main anything  like  a  constant  figure.  Instead  new  neigh- 
borhoods in  new  districts  are  developed,  demanding  new 
schools  over  the  years. 

The  situation  at  the  Irving  M.  Scott  School  has  had 
the  active  attention  of  the  Physical  Properties  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Education  which  rightly  hesitates  to  rec- 
ommend erection  of  a  new  elementary  school  at  a  cost 
of  $150,000  in  a  district  which  has  but  80  children 
in  its  own  area,  whereas  it  is  the  general  policy  of  the 
Board  to  require  between  400  and  700  children  in  a 
neighborhood  before  embarking  on  such  a  major  ex- 
penditure. 

The  Beard  of  Education  also  has  been  addressing  itself 
to  the  schools  facilities  problem  that  will  be  created  by 
the  erection  of  the  Potrero  Housing  Project  financed  by 
":he  federal  government,  in  an  adjoining  neighborhood 
about  ten  blocks  to  the  west.  The  project  extends  from 
23rd  to  26th  Street  and  from  Wisconsin  to  Texas  Street, 
and  will  house  upwards  to  500  families.  It  is  reasonable 
to  assume  that  there  will  be  500  new  children  in  the 
neighborhood  when  the  buildings  are  completed  in  1941 
and  with  its  occupancy  will  come  a  demand  for  a  new 
elementary  school.  • 

It  is  sound  administration,  therefore,  for  the  Board  of 
Education  to  postpone  any  permanent  building  in  the 
Irving  M.  Scott  area  because  of  changing  conditions  until 
such  time  as  new  centers  of  school  population  are  defin- 
itely evident.

INFANTILE  paralysis,  its  cause  and  cure,  continues  to 
'  mystify  the  medical  profession,  although  a  constant 
campaign  of  research  has  been  in  progress  throughout  the 
nation  for  the  past  five  years,  thanks  to  the  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis. 

Funds  for  the  campaign  against  this  dreaded  malady 
are  raised  largely  through  the  "March  of  Dimes"  cam- 
paign conducted  throughout  the  Nation  annually.  Locally, 
the  appeal  is  sponsored  by  a  committee  of  distinguished 
citizens,  headed  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger,  director  of  Public 
Health.

Officially  that  service  termi- 
nated on  last  Tuesday,  January  7,  when  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation adjourned  on  Mr.  Benedict's  motion. 

"Commissioner  Benedict  has  rendered  a  real  service  to 
his  fellow  citizens  by  his  years  of  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Education,  at  a  sacrifice  to  himself"  said  Hon. 
Frank  C.  Sykes,  his  successor,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting. 

"You  have  served  during  these  twelve  years  with  both 
dignity  and  value  to  the  school  department  and  the  chil- 
dren of  San  Francisco,"  said  President  C.  Harold  Caul- 
field.  "In  point  of  service  you  are  the  dean.  But  the 
Board  changes  from  time  to  time  and  with  those  changes 
come  pangs,  deep  appreciation  and  fond  recollections. 
Speaking  for  every  member  of  this  Board,  we  regret  your 
departure  from  this  Board  and  wish  you  success  in  all 
your  endeavors." 

Said  Commissioner  Benedict: 

Today's  meeting  brings  to  a  close  my  twelve  years  of 
service  on  the  Board  of  Education,  and  I  would  like  to 
express  my  sincere  good  wishes  to  those  with  whom  I 
have  so  long  served  on  this  governmental  body. 

It  is  the  prerogative  of  the  appointing  power,  just  as  it 
is  the  prerogative  of  the  voters  in  the  case  of  elective  of- 
ficers, to  supersede  members  of  this  Board  at  the  close  of 
a  term.  An  honest  difference  of  opinion,  on  a  matter 
with  which  all  of  you  are  familiar,  has  brought  about 
such  a  supersession  in  my  case.  I  would  like  to  make  it 
plain  that  I  hold  no  ill-will  whatever  in  my  heart  toward 
the  Mayor  for  his  action  in  my  regard. 

My  only  concern  could  have  been  with  the  character  of 
my  successor,  as  I  am  sure  all  of  you  understand.  But  so 
highly  agreeable  to  me  was  the  choice  of  my  old  friend 
and  confrere,  Mr.  Frank  C.  Sykes,  that  I  am  leaving  the 
Board  today  without  a  single  regret.  I  have  observed 
Commissioner  Sykes  in  action  on  no  less  than  five  other 
City  and  State  commissions  and  I  am  thoroughly  safe  in 
predicting  that  he  will  bring  distinct  credit  to  this  Board, 
just  as  he  has  to  every  other  board  of  which  he  has  been 
a  part. 

To  President  Caulfield  and  every  member  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  individually  and  collectively:  to  Superin- 
tendent Nourse,  Secretary  Ormond  and  all  the  members  of 
the  staff,  with  many  of  whom  I  have  worked  lor  more 
than  twenty-three  years:  to  the  members  of  the  certificat- 
ed staff  who  have  honored  me  with  their  friendship  and 
trust — to  all  of  you  I  offer  my  thanks  for  many,  many 
courtesies  and  my  warmest  good  wishes  for  your  personal 
happiness  and  the  success  of  your  important  work  in  the 
future. 

And  I  bespeak  for  the  new  member.  Commissioner 
Sykes,  the  friendly,  courteous  consideration  due  to  one  of 
his  high  character  and  ability.

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What  the  People  Think 

THE  historic  fact  that  the  American  people  have  always 
had  a  profound  faith  in  education  was  reaffirmed  recently 
by  a  research  bulletin  of  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion entitled  "What  People  Think  About  Youth  and 
Education."  The  measurement  of  public  opinion  reflected 
in  the  bulletin  was  taken  by  a  Gallup  poll.  It  shows  that 
the  majority  of  Americans  believe  that  education  is  not 
overemphasized  today,  that  education  has  improved,  that 
(■he  amount  of  money  spent  for  education  is  "about  right" 
and  that  the  public  believes  that  the  public  school  should 
offer  fair  and  equal  opportunities  to  all  youth. 

It  shows  that  the  public  favors  a  special  program  for 
unemployed  youth  who  are  not  in  school,  that  the  public 
is  for  freedom  in  teaching  and  in  learning,  and  that  it 
will  not  be  satisfied  with  a  static  educational  program. 

Not  all  the  critics  of  education  will  be  satisfied  with 
the  general  conclusions  expressed  in  this  bulletin.  Inas- 
much as  the  public  is  not  satisfied  with  a  static  education- 
al program  this  is  probably  a  good  thing.  And  inasmuch 
as  the  public  believes  that  education  has  improved,  it  is 
fairly  obvious  that  some  of  the  criticism  of  the  past  has 
had  results  which  have  found  favor  with  the  people  of 
today. 

In  answering  to  the  question  "Has  education  im- 
proved?" 85  per  cent  of  the  population  as  measured  in 
the  current  bulletin  of  the  National  Education  Associa- 
tion answer  that  young  people  of  today  are  getting  a 
better  education  than  their  parents  got;  6  per  cent  an- 
swer "about  the  same" ;  7  per  cent  think  it  is  poorer, 
and  two  per  cent  have  no  opinion. 

And  whatever  professional  critics  may  say  and  how- 
ever much  they  may  influence  the  schools,  the  ultimate 
critic  is  the  people,  and  important  changes  are  not  made 
without  their  consent. 


Visual  and  Non-Visual  Art  Expression 

There  was  placed  on  display  at  the  San  Francisco  Mu- 
seum of  Art  on  January  2  an  exhibition  bearing  the  title 
"Visual  and  Non-Visual  Art  Expression."  It  was  arranged 
by  a  Viennese  scientist,  Dr.  Viktor  Lowenfeld,  and  was 
shown  last  year  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New 
York.  "We  can  clearly  distinguish  two  creative  types 
both  by  the  end-products  of  their  creative  activities  and  by 
their  attitude  to  their  own  experiences.  Normally,  the 
one  type  mainly  uses  the  eyes  as  the  intermediaries  for 
his  impressions,  whereas  the  other  type  is  more  concern- 
ed with  its  subjective  experiences,  such  as  touch  impres- 
sions, bodily  feeling,  or  muscular  sensations.  I  call  the 
first  type  the  'visual'  type  and  the  latter  the  'haptic'  or  non- 
visual  type."  This  showing  should  have  a  particular  ap- 
peal to  teachers  and  those  concerned  with  learning  and 
self-expression.  The  exhibition  will  remain  on  display 
over  January  19. 


Course  by  Miss  Genevieve  Yannke 

A  course  in  Maya  Civilization  is  offered  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Extension  Division  of  San  Francisco 
State  College,  124  Buchanan  Street,  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons, at  4:30  o'clock.  Miss  Genevieve  Yannke,  the  in- 
structor, indicates  the  course  deals  with  the  early  civili- 
zation and  culture  of  Yucatan  and  will  include  slides  and 
motion  pictures  showing  that  region.  The  second  meeting 
of  the  class  will  be  held  on  January  15  and  new  students 
may  enroll  at  that  time.

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Citizens   Praise  Accomplishments  of  Schools 


HON.  PHILIP  LEE  BUSH  was  named  president  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  at  the  annual 
organization  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  Tuesday, 
January  14.  It  was  the  third  time  he  had  been  honored 
with  the  presidency  since  he  became  a  commissioner  of 
education  in  1932. 

President  Bush  succeeded  Hon.  C.  Harold  Caulfield, 
who  rounded  out  his  fifth  term  as  president  of  the 
Board,  being  the  first  commissioner  of  education  who 
has  been  so  honored  since  the  school  system  was  organ- 
ized 84  years  ago. 

During  Mr.  Caulfield's  incumbency  he  has  established 
a  national  reputation  as  a  speaker  and  writer  on  the 
subject  of  education.  His  papers  on  this  topic  form  a  rich 
contribution  in  the  field. 

Hon.  Richard  E.  Doyle  was  unanimously  elected  vice- 
president  of  the  Board,  succeeding  Commissioner  Bush. 

President  Bush  brings  to  the  presidency  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  duties  of  that  office  gained  through 
serving  in  that  capacity  during  the  calendar  years  1933 
and  1934,  backed  also  by  years  of  experience  as  chair- 
man of  the  finance  committee  of  the  Board  and  for 
some  time  during  the  illness  of  the  late  Ira  W.  Coburn, 
as  chairman  of  the  physical  properties  committee. 

A  group  of  prominent  citizens  was  on  hand  to  extend 
to  the  Commissioners  warm  words  of  appreciation  for 
the  accomplishments  of  the  public  schools  made  during 
recent  years  under  the  present  personnel  and  superinten- 
dent of  schools  and  also  to  welcome  to  membership  on 
the  Board  Hon.  Frank  C.  Sykes,  who  succeeded  to  the 
vacancy  created  by  the  retirement  of  Commissioner  Wil- 
liam F.  Benedict. 

In  accepting  the  presidency,  Mr.  Bush  thanked  Mr. 
Caulfield  for  the  service  he  had  rendered.  Said  Mr.  Bush: 

"To  each  member  of  this  board  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  my  term,  I  trust 
the  scales  will  drop  towards  the  side  of  accomplishment, 
not  particularly  through  my  efforts,  but  definitely  through 
the  efforts  of  the  co-operation  and  efficiency  of  the 
board  as  a  whole. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  each  of  us,  as  I  see  it,  in  whatever 
capacity  we  may  serve  during  our  life's  span,  to  do  what 
we  can  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  Each  member  of  this 
board  naturally  has  that  intent;  otherwise  the  individual 
members  would  not  be  giving  their  services  as  they  are 
doing. 

"As  individuals,  on  the  problems  arising,  it  is  true, 
at  various  times  through  all  of  our  activities,  we  may 
not  have  seen  'eye  to  eye'  on  all  points.  Probably  it  is 
well  that  that  is  a  fact,  because  it  brings  out  the  best 
that  is  in  the  mind  of  each  of  us,  and,  in  the  last  analysis, 
what  results,  without  doubt,  is  a  final  betterment  for 
all   of  us. 

"To  you,  Mr.  Caulfield,  I  sincerely  and  personally 
express   my   appreciation   for  the   efficiency,   the   energy

and  the  ability  which  you  have  given  through  your 
years  of  service  as  president  of  this  board.  I  know  that 
your  interest  will  continue  with  the  ultimate  result  that 
this  department  will  go  forward  to  greater  achievements. 
I  am  sure  that  I  express  the  sentiments  of  each  and 
every  member  of  the  board." 

Commissioner  Sykes  was  confirmed  by  the  voters  at 
the  November  1940  election  to  serve  for  a  five-year  term. 
As  one  of  the  seven  school  trustees  he  will  be  on  fa- 
miliar ground  for  he  comes  from  a  family  of  educa- 
tors, his  mother,  Mrs.  Jane  N.  Sykes,  having  served  for 
many  years  as  a  teacher  in  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools.  He  is  also  a  product  of  the  local  schools,  having 
been  a  member  of  that  group  of  distinguished  San  Fran- 
cisco leaders  who  attended  the  famous  Lincoln  school 
at  Fifth  and  Market  Streets.  Commissioner  Sykes  has

tinction,  apart  from  his  successful  career  in  the  business 
world.  In  honorary  capacity  he  has  served  the  State  of 
California  and  his  native  city  of  San  Francisco,  setting 
up  a  record  of  integrity  and  efficiency. 

Successively  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  the  State  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners,  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Direc- 
tors, the  State  Board  of  Prison  Terms  and  Paroles,  and 
more  recently  again  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners.  At  present  he  is  a  director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Humane  Society. 

To  all  of  these  assignments,  Commissioner  Sykes  has 
brought  a  capacity  for  understanding  born  of  a  basic 
appreciation  of  community  problems.  He  has  spent  a  busy 
life  identified  with  large  business  enterprises  even  from 
the  time  of  his  youth  when  he  was  employed  as  a  draughts- 
man at  the  Union  Iron  Works.  His  skill  in  management 
and  engineering  problems  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
United  Railways,  which  corporation  engaged  him  as 
head  of  the  maintenance  of  way  division.  After  success- 
fully managing  this  enterprise  he  left  the  railway  service 
to  form  the  contracting  and  engineering  firm  of  Chad- 
wick  and  Sykes.  That  concern  has  been  identified  with 
many  large  construction  projects,  the  most  notable  of 
which  was  the  building  of  Strawberry  Dam  in  Tuolumne 
County,  which  holds  the  main  water  supply  for  the 
Oakdale  and  Stanislaus  Irrigation  Districts. 

Students  of  California  history  will  recall  that  Mr. 
Sykes  almost  lost  his  life  in  the  public  service.  While- 
seated  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Terms 
and  Paroles  in  session  at  San  Quentin  in  1935,  Com- 
missioner Sykes  and  his  fellow  directors  were  kidnaped 
by  a  group  of  convicts  and  transported  at  the  point  of  a 
gun  through  the  prison  gates.  He  was  shot  and  seri- 
ously injured  in  a  captive  ride  which  ended  at  Valley 
Ford,  several  miles  from  the  prison.  His  life  was  spared 
by  a  providential  exchange  of  seating  positions,  suggested 
by  the  convict  who  held  him  captor  in  the  rear  seat  of 
the  speeding  automobile.  A  moment  later,  a  bullet  from 
a  pursuing  posse  grazed  the  top  of  the  skull  of  the 
convict.  Commissioner  Sykes,  being  of  larger  stature, 
the  bullet  would  have  struck  him  squarely  in  the  head, 
had  he  not  exchanged  seats. 

Nothing  in  this  experience  has  changed  Mr.  Sykes' 
attitude  toward  those  he  has  found  in  trouble  or  dis- 
tress. His  faith  remains  unshattered,  his  optimism  unim- 
paired. He  is  a  man  of  ten  word  telephone  conversations 
and  one  word  decisions.  He  may  be  wrong,  but  he's 
seldom  in  doubt.  By  reason  of  his  numerous  activities, 
brevity  has  become  a  necessity  in  his  daily  life.

<J  trial  center  of  our  country  is  engaged 
in  a  program  for  National  Defense. 
Every  teacher  in  the  School  Department 
has  a  part  to  perform  for  the  defense  of 
the  Nation.

We  are  asked,  too,  to  emphasize  the 
necessity  for  hard  work  and  good  work- 
manship. Thoroughness  in  accomplish- 
ment and  high  degree  of  performance 
are  the  standards  required  in  our  national 
service.  Such  foundations  must  be  laid  in 
school. 

The  Superintendent  addresses  this  ap- 
peal to  the  members  of  the  Department 
because  of  his  confidence  in  their  ability 
to  secure  the  ends  in  view  and  their  will- 
ingness to  serve  their  country  in  the 
present  emergency.

Failure  to  do  so  will  cause  delay  in  releasing  warrants. 
A  number  of  teachers  have  not  yet  filed  their  doctor's 
certificate  for  absence  during  the  closing  week  of  school, 
December  16  to  20.  This  will  with-hold  the.r  January 
warrants.

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Rules  Governing  Absence 

ATTENTION  of  all  principals  and  teachers  is  called 
to   the   rules    governing    absence    and    tardiness    as 
printed  below: 

Sec.  67 — Procedure  in  Cases  of  Absence  or  Tardiness — 
Pupils. 

(a)  Notification:  When  pupils  are  absent  for  the  period 
of  one  day,  teachers  before  they  leave  school  at  the  end 
of  the  day  shall  notify  parents  or  guardians  of  such 
absence,  unless  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  cause  of 
absence  has  been  obtained. 

(b)  Written  Excuses:  In  all  cases  of  absence  or  tardi- 
ness, pupils,  on  their  return  to  school,  must  bring  written 
excuses,  with  dates  of  absence,  signed  by  the  parent  or 
guardian,  giving  good  and  sufficient  reasons  for  such 
absence  or  tardiness.  Teachers  shall  keep  these  excuses 
on  file  until  the  end  of  the  term. 

(c)  When  Valid  Excuses  Are  Not  Obtained:  Princi- 
pals shall  cause  the  parent  or  guardian  to  be  notified  of 
the  first  case  of  absence  or  tardiness  in  any  school  year 
of  any  pupil  absent  or  tardy  without  valid  excuse.  An 
interview  with  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  sought  by 
the  principal  upon  the  second  occurrence.  The  case 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  upon  the 
third  occurrence.  Absence  without  valid  excuse  for  a 
continuous  period  shall  be  counted  as  a  single  offense. 
Any  child  absent  three  days  without  valid  excuse  shall 
be  reported  immediately  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance. 
Habitual  truants  shall  be  reported  at  once.  The  services 
of  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  shall  be  requested  whenever 
necessary. 


School  Lists  Requested 

The  principal  of  each  school  will  send  to  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  not  later  than  February  12,  the  com- 
plete enrollment  by  classes  as  of  February  10. 

Use  ruled  foolscap  paper,  typing  or  writing  in  ink  on 
one  side  only.  Do  not  use  mimeograph  paper  as  these 
lists  remain  on  file  for  one  term.  The  list  for  each  class 
should  be  arranged  alphabetically  and  should  contain  the 
following  information: 

Name  of  school,  grade,  name  of  teacher,  room 

number,  name  of  pupil,  address,  date  of  birth.     (Do 

not  use  nicknames.)    If  a  teacher  has  more  than  one 

grade,   list  them  separately.      (Do  not  mix  A's   and 

B's.) 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chinese  pupils,  give  the 
floor  and  room  number  in  addition  to  the  street  address. 
Also  both  American  and  Chinese  names. 

The  list  should  contain  only  the  names  of  the  children 
who  are  actually  enrolled  in  the  class.  In  order  to  keep 
our  records  correct,  any  child  who  returns  to  school  after 
February  10,  or  enters  after  that  date,  should  be  reported 
to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once  either  by  transfer, 
if  he  has  one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip.

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Miss  Barrett  Retires 

jkiISS  MARY  BARRETT,  one  of  the  youngest  execu- 
■"'  tives  in  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  to  retire 
from  service  in  many  years,  was  presented  with  a  necklace 
last  Monday  by  her  associates  in  the  central  office  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  The  presentation  was  made 
by  Joseph  P.  Nourse,  superintendent  of  schools. 

"I  know  that  I  am  expressing  the  sentiments  of  all  the 
members  of  my  staff  when  I  say  that  it  is  with  genuine 
regret  that  we  see  Miss  Barrett  retire  from  service,"  said 
Mr.  Nourse.  "She  has  administered  the  adult  Americaniza- 
tion division  with  efficiency  and  dignity  and  she  carries 
with  her  good  wishes  of  all  her  associates." 

Miss  Barrett  has  held  the  executive  position  of  super- 
visor of  Americanization  classes  for  11  years,  during 
which  time  that  division  has  grown  from  26  teachers  in 
1929  to  49  in  1941.  Miss  Barrett,  who  began  as  a  class- 
room teacher  in  the  Adams  Cosmopolitan  School,  later 
pioneered  the  development  of  the  Junior  High  School 
movement  in  San  Francisco,  having  been  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  the  Crocker  Junior  High  School  on  Page 
Street. 

In  1929,  Miss  Barrett  was  offered  the  executive  posi- 
tion in  charge  of  Adult  Americanization  classes,  having 
to  do  with  the  education  of  immigrants  seeking  to  qualify 
for  citizenship.  The  value  of  this  work  has  been  recog- 
nized by  Federal  immigration  authorities  for  many  years.

New  Citizens  Recognized 

GRADUATES  of  the  public  schools'  Americanization 
classes  will  be  among  the  city's  new  citizens  who 
will  receive  engraved  certificates  of  citizenship,  with  the 
compliments  of  the  city,  upon  the  completion  of  their 
naturalization. 

Beginning  this  year,  these  certificates  will  be  sent  to 
newly  naturalized  citizens  by  the  Mayor's  Citizenship 
Committee,  of  which  Supervisor  Jesse  C.  Colman  is  gen- 
eral chairman.  These  certificates  were  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  the  city,  of  the  Americanism  committee 
of  the  American  Legion,  San  Francisco  County  Council, 
and  a  number  of  other  patriotic  groups  and  individuals. 

The  certificates  attest  that  the  new  citizen  has  been 
"invested  with  the  full  rights  and  responsibilities  of 
American  citizenship." 

The  idea  of  the  certificates  originated  with  the  Mayor's 
Citizenship  Committee  last  year  soon  after  it  had  com- 
pleted its  sponsorship  of  American  Citizenship  Week,  and 
it  was  felt  that  a  permanent  certificate  to  all  new  citizens 
might  be  an  impressible  means  of  keeping  the  liberties 
and  responsibilities  of  American  citizenship  constantly 
before  them. 

Last  year  about  6,000  new  citizens  were  naturalized  in 
San  Francisco.  Naturalizations  are  proceeding  now  at  the 
rate  of  about  600  a  month.

A  GROUP  of  distinguished  American  educators  con- 
**  stitute  the  radio  program  committee  for  the  third 
series  of  the  program  group  "Lest  We  Forget"  which 
drew  such  favorable  comment  from  public  schools  when 
the  first  and  second  series  were  presented  over  Station 
KSAN,  San  Francisco,  1410  on  the  dial. 

Ten  selected  programs  in  the  third  series  will  be  pro- 
jected from  Station  KSAN  beginning  on  Wednesday 
morning,  February  12,  at  10:30  o'clock,  and  continuing 
each  school  day  thereafter  through  February  25  until 
10  separate  15-minute  programs  have  been  given. 

The  third  series  directs  attention  to  democracy  as  the 
American  way  of  life.  Dr.  Howard  M.  LeSourd,  dean  of 
the  Boston  University  Graduate  School,  is  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Institute  of  Oral  and 
Visual  Education  which  produced  the  programs  under

Delinquency  Low  In  San  Francisco 

Juvenile  delinquency,  measured  in  terms  of  cases  which 
reach  the  courts,  placed  San  Francisco  as  having  the 
third  lowest  delinquency  rate  in  cities  of  comparable  size 
throughout  the  nation,  according  to  total  figures  in  a 
publication  issued  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Labor,  titled   "Children  in  the  Courts." 

San  Francisco's  good  record  is  based  on  comparable 
records  from  12  cities  of  similar  size,  according  to  a 
breakdown  of  the  totals.  The  lowest  delinquency  rate 
listed  in  the  group  is  in  Westchester  County,  New  York, 
(Yonkers)  which  lists  a  court  case  rate  of  .67  per  1,000 
population.  The  highest  rate  in  the  group  is  Milwaukee 
with  6.66.  San  Francisco's  figure  is  1.25  per  1,000,  which 
is  remarkably  low  for  a  seaport  city.

child  and  so  I  came  to  recognize  the  importance  of  Hu- 
mane Education  as  an  indispensable  part  of  a  school 
program.  In  my  school  experience,  nothing  has  proved 
so  powerful  in  shaping  the  children's  characters  in  love 
and  justice  toward  one  another  and  in  developing  the 
humane  spirit  as  the  teaching  of  kindness  to  animals 
through  the  child's  chumship  with  a  living  pet."

Income  Tax  Scope  Widens 

"TWO  and  one-half  times  the  number  of  persons  who 
■  filed  income  tax  reports  last  year  will  file  a  report 
this  year,  because  a  change  in  the  gross  income  base, 
according  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  Revenue  Act  of  1940  has  made  important  changes 
with  respect  to  the  liability  of  individuals  for  the  filing 
of  income  tax  returns.  Individuals  under  the  following 
circumstances  are  required  to  file  returns  covering  the 
year  1940: 

Single  individuals,  or  .married  individuals  not 
living  with  husband  or  wife,  having  a  GROSS 
INCOME  OF  $800.00  or  more. 

Married  individuals  living  together  having  a 
combined  GROSS  INCOME  of  $2,000  or  more. 

The  net  income  is  no  longer  to  be  used  in  determining 
the  liability  for  the  filing  of  a  Federal  income  tax  return. 
The  liability  of  a  citizen  or  resident  of  the  United  States 
to  file  a  return  is  dependent  upon  his  status  as  a  married 
or  single  person,  and  the  amount  of  his  GROSS  IN- 
COME. Therefore,  every  citizen  or  resident  of  the  United 
States  will  be  required  to  file  a  return  for  the  taxable 
year  1940  if  his  GROSS  INCOME  in  1940,  regardless 
of  the  amount  of  his  net  income,  comes  within  the  amount 
specified  above  for  his  particular  status.  A  return  must 
be  filed  even  though,  by  reason  of  allowable  deductions 
from  gross  income  and  of  allowable  credits  against  net 
income,  it  develops  that  no  tax  is  due. 

Form  1040 A  should  be  used  for  GROSS  INCOME 
of  not  more  than  $5,000  derived  from  salaries,  wages, 
interest,  dividends,  and  annuities.  Form  1040  should  be 
used  for  GROSS  INCOME  from  salaries,  wages,  interest, 
dividends,  and  annuities  of  more  than  $5,000;  or  if  any 
cart  of  your  income  is  derived  from  other  than  salaries, 
wages,  interest,  dividends,  or  annuities,  Form  1040 
should  be  used  regardless  of  the  amount  of  your  in- 
come. While  returns  must  be  filed  on  or  before  March 
15,  1941,  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the 
district  in  which  you  reside,  it  is  urged  that  they  be  filed 
as  soon  as  possible  after  January  1. 

All  persons  who  filed  an  income  tax  return  in  1940 
have  received  a  blank  form  through  the  mails  at  the  last 
address  filed  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue.  If 
blanks  have  NOT  been  received  individual  requests 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue, 
Federal  Office  Building,  Civic  Center,   San  Francisco, 

Failure  of  individuals,  under  the  circumstances  outlined 
above,  to  file  returns  will  subject  them  to  the  imposition 
of  the  penalties  prescribed  by  law.

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Drudgery  of  the  Job 

IN  THE  struggle  for  what  we  now  call  "self  expression" 
and  what  was  formerly  called  "success,"  it  is  the  indi- 
vidual who  does  not  shed  his  school  or  his  job  at  quit- 
ting time  that  makes  life  serve  him  best,  writes  Mrs.  Leta 
B.  Swanson,  teacher  of  English  at  Mission  High  School, 
in  the  current  issue  of  the  Parent  Teacher  Journal. 

Mrs.  Swanson's  article  forms  a  major  contribution  to 
the  current  controversey  over  the  value  of  homework 
which  incidentally  received  the  endorsement  of  parents 
in  a  poll  taken  by  the  San  Francisco  Examiner. 

The  P.  T.  A.  Journal  article  by  Mrs.  Swanson  is  titled 
"Evaluation  of  Homework"  and  appears  on  page  7  of  the 
February  issue.  It  may  be  found  in  any  school  library.  In 
part  it  is  as  follows: 

"Homework  for  the  high  school  students  has  many 
kinds  of  character  building  values.  The  habit  of  studying 
four  or  five  evenings  a  week  encourages  responsibility 
towards  a  task;  it  trains  the  young  person  in  concentra- 
tion; it  sets  the  habit  of  preparation  for  tomorrow's  job. 

"It  is  the  business  of  the  school  to  train  our  young 
people  to  work.  Professor  E.  A.  Cross  of  the  University 
of  Colorado  has  said  that  the  teacher's  job  is  to  turn  the 
next  generation  of  Americans  away  from  the  soft,  the 
cynical,  the  careless,  and  the  half-baked,  toward  disci- 
plined and  virile  citizens.  He  charged  that  American 
youths  lacked  virility'  because  they  have  been  schooled 
in  a  philosophy  that  frowns  upon  being  required  to  do 
anything  distasteful.  Parents  and  educators  alike  were 
held  responsible  by  him  for  turning  out  these  'glib,  half- 
educated  children ;  impatient  of  hard  work  and  lacking  in 
respect  for  law  or  any  kind  of  authority.'  'Many  parents 
and  teachers  are  questioning  the  play  theme  that  is  in 
vogue  in  many  of  our  elementary  schools ;  this  plan  of 
teaching  everything  as  a  happy  game  is  a  result  of  that 
same  philosophy  that  Dr.  Cross  describes  as  'frowning 
upon  being  required  to  do  anything  distasteful.'  The 
primary  child  needs  more  drill  in  reading  and  numbers 
than  is  provided  in  some  cases  in  our  elementary  school 
day.  The  Iowa  reading  test  was  given  to  a  group  of  tenth 
grade  pupils;  the  results  showed  that  the  average  read- 
ing ability  of  several  hundred  tenth  grade  pupils  was 
equal  only  to  that  of  sixth  grade  pupils.  Those  children 
had  attended  various  elementary  and  junior  high  schools. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  a  very  large  number  of  those  pupils 
needed  two  reading  lessons  a  day  and  less  'free  work,' 
which  is  a  current  name  for  play,  when  they  were  in  the 
elementary  and  grammar  grades.  High  schools  in  San 
Francisco  and  in  other  cities  in  the  United  States  are 
now  teaching  reading  to  high  school  pupils  in  courses 
known  as  remedial  reading."

DUPILS  of  the  Longfellow  Elementary  School  came 
'  peering  through  the  pages  of  the  February  issue  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Bulletin  as  the  result  of  a  trip  which 
was  made  by  pupils  in  the  class  of  Miss  Josephine 
Kane  to  the  Bayshore  Shops  and  switching  terminal  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  Lines. 

As  reported  in  the  Southern  Pacific  Bulletin  the  trip 
tended  to  make  the  children  "Railroad  minded."

A  full  morning  it 
was  what  with  seeing  the  power  house,  the  pump  house, 
the  supply  house,  and  even  mounting  to  the  cab  of  a  yard 
engine  and  pulling  the  throttle  that  made  it  move.  The 
eight  students,  now  serious  railroad  authorities,  trooped 
back  to  their  fellows  to  explain  the  wonders  of  railroad 
transportation.  They  had  seen  freight  cars,  so  they  took 
cardboard  boxes  and  made  freight  cars ;  they  had  seen  a 
roundhouse,  so  they  took  larger  cardboard  boxes  and  built 
a  roundhouse. 

All  was  complete,  down  to  the  cardboard  yardmen  di- 
recting traffic  along  the  congested  tracks  when  friend 
Hoskins  dropped  in  to  see  that  all  operating  rules  were 
being  observed  in  the  fledgling  railroad  plant.  What  with 
questions  being  asked  on  both  sides,  the  visit  was  a 
lengthy  one  and  Hoskins  came  away  slightly  bewildered. 
"Think  I  better  have  a  look  at  those  yards  myself,"  was 
his  comment,  "those  youngsters  seem  to  have  seen  twice 
as  much  as  I  ever  did." 
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In  the  National  Picture 

NO  better  reflection  of  the  professional  standing  of 
San  Francisco  schools  in  the  national  picture  can  be 
given  than  that  seen  in  the  February  issue  of  National 
Home  Economics  which  contains  two  leading  articles  on 
public  school  training  in  the  practical  culinary  and 
homemaking  arts. 

The  first  is  by  Mrs.  Mozelle  Milliken,  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  writing  under 
the  caption,  "Careers  Ahead  for  American  Chefs,"  in 
which  she  tells  of  the  success  attained  in  the  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Management  Course  at  San  Francisco  Junior 
College.  Writes  Mrs.  Milliken: 

"At  the  present  time  the  graduates  of  these  courses 
are  employed  in  the  industry  from  New  York  to  San 
Diego  and  from  El  Paso  to  Seattle.  In  June  three  classes 
will  have  been  graduated  from  the  training  which  is  set 
up  on  a  two-year  basis  in  conformance  with  junior  college 
requirements.  Graduates  receive  the  title  of  'Associate 
in  Arts'  as  conferred  by  the  junior  college.  They  are  not 
prepared  for  upper  division  work  in  universities,  as  are 
other  academic  students. 

"The  average  age  of  these  students  is  twenty,  fifteen 
per  cent  are  the  sons  of  hotel  men  who  are  preparing  to 
carry  on  the  family  calling.  Students  come  from  all  sec- 
tions of  the  western  states,  including  British  Columbia." 

The  second  article  in  the  same  issue  of  the  magazine 
is  written  by  Miss  Genevieve  A.  Callahan,  reporting  on 
the  convention  of  the  American  Vocational  Association 
held  here  in  December.  Special  reference  to  the  activities 
of  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  is  made  in  the  illus- 
trations.

Last  Roll  Call 

COR  35  years  after  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  veterans 
'  of  that  conflict  annually  visited  the  public  schools  and 
regaled  the  children  with  stories  of  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  by  Abraham  Lincoln.  By  1900  the  ranks  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  had  dwindled,  the  task 
of  getting  to  the  schools  seemed  more  difficult  and  Mayor 
James  D.  Phelan  asked  Delevan  Bowley,  a  young  man 
just  out  of  University,  to  arrange  a  ceremony  in  which 
the  children  would  come  to  a  central  place  to  honor  the 
veterans.  That  ceremony  has  been  carried  forward  annual- 
ly with  proper  respect  and  reverence  for  the  dwindling 
line  of  veterans. 

When  Mr.  Bowley  opened  the  ceremony  on  the  stage 
of  War  Memorial  Opera  House  last  Wednesday  he  look- 
ed in  vain  for  a  single  veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  but  saw 
none.  The  two  remaining  in  San  Francisco — Samuel  R. 
Yoho  of  Thomas  Post  and  Comrade  M.  T.  Estes  of  Lincoln 
Post — were  too  ill  to  make  the  effort.  Instead  there  were 
Veterans  of  the  Spanish  American  War  and  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  on  stage  and  one  veteran  of  the  Indian  Wars, 
Captain  Max  Schick. 

So  youth  carried  forward  with  the  program.  Students 
of  the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  John  Swett  Junior 
High  School  sang  the  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic  with 
such  feeling  that  Mr.  Bowley  was  informed  it  was  the 
most  inspiring  rendition  ever  heard  by  members  of  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps  of  the  Grand  Army  whose  mem- 
bers were  onstage. 

Down  town  on  Wednesday  night  the  members  of  the 
Lincoln  School  Association  held  their  annual  reunion 
with  leaders  of  state  and  city  who  attended  the  school  at 
Fifth  and  Market  Streets  before  the  Fire  of  1906,  chatting 
reminiscently  about  the  good  old  days. 

Mr.  Bowley  called  to  thank  Superintendent  Nourse  for 
the  assistance  given  the  Lincoln  Committee  and  for  the 
programs  arranged  in  each  school.  He  mentioned  speci- 
fically the  radio  program  "Lincoln  and  Tolerance"  pro- 
jected on  last  Tuesday  over  Station  KPO  by  students  of 
San  Francisco  Junior  College.

THE  following  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Alfred 
'  J.  Cleary,  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  was  given  before  the  Tuesday, 
February  18,  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  by  Com- 
missioner C.  Harold  Caulfield: 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board: 

The  Board  of  Education,  in  common  with  all  citizens 
of  San  Francisco,  yesterday  morning  was  shocked  beyond 
expression,  to  learn  of  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Alfred 
J.  Cleary,  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Cleary  was  appointed  to  that  office  by  the  Mayor 
upon  the  inauguration  of  the  new  Charter  which  created 
such  a  position.  Mr.  Cleary  brought  to  that  position  his 
experience,  his  intelligence,  his  ability,  and  his  outstand- 
ing integrity  and  honesty,  organizing  various  branches  of 
the  City  Government  committed  to  his  care,  conducting 
them  with  such  a  degree  of  success  and  ability  that  any 
successor  will  find  it  difficult  to  match,  let  alone  equal. 

It  is  difficult  to  describe  the  sentiments  of  the  Board 
apart  from  the  recollection  of  pleasant  official  relations, 
but  many  of  us  came  to  call  him  by  the  sacred  word  of 
"friend."  In  all  of  his  actions  he  endeavored  to  see 
things  from  the  standpoint  of  the  children  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  and  the  interests  of  the  students. 
Not  only  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  have  suffered  a 
distinct  loss  in  the  passing  of  Mr.  Cleary.  Our  public 
schools  have  lost  an  official  of  the  City  who  was  at  all 
times  a,  true,  tried  and  faithful  friend. 

I  offer  a  motion  that  when  this  Board  this  day  ad- 
journs, it  do  so  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
Alfred  J.  Cleary,  and  that  a  suitable  message  of  our 
action,  with  an  expression  of  our  sincere  sympathy,  be 
sent  to  his  widow  and  his  sons,  in  this  irreparable  loss, 
which  is  shared  by  all  of  this  Board  and  by  all  citizens 
of  our  community. 

President  Bush  stated  that  in  his  tribute  Commissioner 
Caulfield  spoke  for  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

The  Board  of  Education  then  adjourned  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  Alfred  J.  Cleary.

Junior  Colleges  Growing 

California  continues  to  lead  the  nation  in  number  and 
size  of  its  junior  colleges,  and  in  rapidity  of  junior  col- 
lege growth,  according  to  the  directory  for  1941  just 
issued  by  the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges. 

California  is  first  in  the  nation  in  number  of  junior 
colleges,  having  64.  Enrollment  in  these  institutions  is 
86,357.  California's  increase  in  enrollment  for  the  year 
is  12,688,  which  is  greater  than  for  any  other  state. 

Total  enrollment  in  junior  colleges  of  the  country  is 
236,162,  which  is  a  doubling  in  the  last  six  years  and  a 
redoubling  in  the  last  12.  Junior  college  enrollment  in 
1929  was  54,438;  in   1935  it  had  jumped  to   107,807. 

Increase  in  national  junior  college  enrollment  for  the 
last  year  has  been  20.5  per  cent,  a  jump  of  39,452  from 
the  196,710  students  reported  a  year  ago.  This  is  almost 
equal  to  the  all-time  high  of  41,122  reported  in   1940. 

The  number  of  junior  colleges  in  the  country  is  now 
610,  an  increase  of  35  for  the  year,  and  an  increase  of  205 
in  the  last  12  years. 

There  are  now  18  junior  colleges  in  the  country  with 
enrollments  of  2,000  or  more.  Of  these,  12  are  in  Cali- 
fornia, being  San  Bernardino  Valley  Junior  College, 
8,689;  Los  Angeles  City  College,  7,205;  Sacramento, 
6,897;  Pasadena,  4,837  (8,131  including  its  eleventh 
and  twelfth  grades);  Chaffey  (Ontario),  4,316;  Fuller- 
ton,  3,967;  Long  Beach,  3,948;  San  Francisco,  3,455; 
San  Mateo,  3,091 ;  Modesto  Evening  Junior  College, 
3,009;  San  Diego  Vocational  Junior  College,  2,848; 
Salinas   Evening  Junior   College,    2,822.

Teachers  are  reminded  that  national  defense  is 
inextricably  related  to  the  conservation  of  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  nation.  America's  supremacy  has  rested  in 
large  measure  upon  one  of  the  world's  most  abundant 
stores  of  natural  wealth. 

In  proclaiming  Conservation  Week,  Governor  Olson 
said: 

"During  Conservation  Week,'  let  us  urge  with  renewed 
determination  that  the  State's  resources  be  wisely  used 
and  protected  against  waste  and  destruction." 

Although  the  program  of  conservation  education  Is 
becoming  increasingly  meaningful  and  is  being  carried  on 
the  year  around,  it  is  fitting  that  Conservation  Week 
should  be  observed  as  a  time  for  the  schools  to .  co- 
operate with  other  local,  state,  and  national  conservation 
groups  in  bringing  the  public  attention  to  focus  upon 
this  vital  aspect  of  national  defense. 

Programs  within  the  schools  may  include  presentation 
of  conservation  topics  through  classroom  talks,  assembly 
talks,  pictures,  posters,  films,  exhibits  and  articles  for 
the  class  or  school  paper. 


Educators  Must  Help  Democracy 

The  million  school  teachers  of  the  United  States,  from 
kindergarten  to  college,  can  do  much  to  preserve 
American  democracy,  believes  Miss  Corinne  A.  Seeds, 
principal  of  the  University  Elementary  School  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Los  Angeles. 

Miss-  Seeds  suggests  four  steps  in  which  this  can  be 
accomplished  by  educators: 

State  simply  the  principles  which  underlie  democracy 
as  a  way  of  life. 

Contrast  them  with  those  which  prevail  in  other  forms 
of  social  living  now  coming  to  the  front  in  Europe. 

Make  specific  application  of  these  principles  to  the 
work  of  teachers  as  they  guide  the  living  of  their  chil- 
dren and  to  the  work  of  administrators  as  they  guide 
teachers. 

State  some  conclusions  as  to  the  probable  effects/upon 
society,  if  such  a  method  of  living  prevailed  in  school 
systems  throughout  the  United  States. 

"In  these  troublesome  days  when  the  forces  of  democ- 
racy in  Europe  seem  to  be  giving  way  to  those  of  a  more 
totalitarian  nature,  it  is  well  to  analyze  what  we  mean  by 
democracy,"  says  Miss  Seeds.  "Upon  the  basis  of  such 
analysis  we  must  come  to  some  conclusions .  as  how  we 
as  administrators  may  arrange  conditions  so  that  teachers 
and  children  may  live  democratically  together  and  learn 
democracy  as  a  way  of  life."

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Work  Simplification 

IF  THE  United  States  is  not  to  lose  its  high  standard 
of  living  in  bearing  the  labor  and  material  costs  of  an 
adequate  national  defense  program,  industrial  leaders  of 
the  country  must  achieve  a  more  effective  utilization  of 
the  nation's  productive  capacity.  A  new  technique  of 
'work  simplification'  shows  the  way  to  obtain  adequate 
national  defense  and  yet  continue  the  further  growth  of 
our  standard  of  living  at  the  same  time,"  Lester  M. 
Huettig,  industrial  engineer  for  the  North  American  Avi- 
ation Company,  told  a  University  of  California  Extension 
Division  audience  recently  in  the  first  of  a  series  of 
lectures  which  will  make  up  a  course  in  Work  Simplifi- 
cation and  Time  Study. 

"Projected  armaments  for  the  United  States  will  re- 
quire tremendous  industrial  expansion,  with  a  correspon- 
ding expansion  of  the  working  and  supervisory  forces.  It 
is  in  conjunction  with  this  problem  that  the  technique  of 
'work  simplification'  can  render  great  service  as  a  means 
of  training  men  to  produce  a  better  product  at  a  lower 
cost,  and  at  the  right  time.  Americans  are  always  inter- 
ested in  a  better  product.  That  has  become  an  American 
tradition.  We,  as  consumers,  are  vitally  concerned  about 
lowered  costs  and  as  taxpayers  we  want  our  defense  dol- 
lar to  buy  more.  We  are  interested  in  producing  at  the 
right  time,  when  military  strength  becomes  an  issue,"  de- 
clared the  aviation  engineer. 

The  University  of  California  instructor  was  one  of  two 
delegates  from  southern  California  attending  the  fourth 
consecutive  session  of  the  Work  Simplification  Confer- 
ence held  recently  at  Lake  Placid.  So  great  a  significance 
did  businessmen  everywhere  attach  to  the  importance  of 
the  conference  that  Canada,  a  country  at  war,  sent  five 
delegates,  Huettig  reported.  One  delegate  attended  from 
as  distant  a  locale  as  Argentina,  and  others  represented 
localities  throughout  the  United  States.

Improvement  of  the  physical 
health  of  the  youth  of  America  should  be  the  special 
concern  of  educators — Now!  Improvement  of  mechanical 
skills  and  vocational  competence  among  millions  of 
youth  and  adults  through  education  is  our  responsibility 
— Now!  Eradication  of  illiteracy  is  our  job — this  year. 
Helping  both  youth  and  adults  to  understand  the  destruc- 
tive, revolutionary  forces  at  work  in  the  world  today  is 
the  task  of  education — Now!  Promoting  through  classes, 
group  activities,  pageants,  dramas,  discussion  and  art, 
motion  pictures,  radio  and  press,  a  deeper  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  our  freedoms;  strengthening  convic- 
tions concerning  the  principles  of  a  democratic  society 
and  the  determination  to  defend  them:  These  should  be 
the  major  objectives  of  educators.  Let  us  start  NOW  to 
develop  a  Nation-wide  racial,  class  and  religious  toler- 
ance that  is  truly  American.  We  should  extend  our 
studies  of  Spanish  and  Latin  American  history,  culture 
and  geography — this  year.  The  practice  of  democratic 
principles  in  the  organization  of  educational  programs 
among  both  youth  and  adults  and  the  avoidance  of  co- 
ercive, vindictive,  intolerant,  name-calling  tactics  can 
give  practical  expression  to  our  defense  aims — Now!  If 
all  of  us  will  act  instead  of  postponing  and  delaying 
when  we  see  a  vital  need  which  education  can  help  to 
meet,  we  shall  be  doing  our  part  in  demonstrating  to 
the  world  that  a  great  democracy  can  work  with  strik- 
ing efficiency.  Therefore,  I  give  you  the  watch  word  of 
the  new  school  year — Act  now!

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Community  Seeks  Panacea  For  Juvenile  Delinquency 


ALTHOUGH  San  Francisco  has  the  third  lowest  juve- 
nile delinquency  rate  for  cities  of  comparable  size 
and  the  lowest  for  a  seaport  city,  the  community  sees  its 
good  record  endangered  by  recent  events  which  came  to  a 
focal  point  with  the  arrest  of  21  youths  on  the  general 
charge  of  theft. 

The  young  people  who  are  now  either  in  the  Juvenile 
Detention  Home  or  the  City  Prison  did  attend  the  public 
schools  of  this  city,  although  four  of  them  were  beyond 
compulsory  school  age  at  the  time  of  arrest,  and  twelve 
had  migrated  to  San  Francisco  within  the  past  three 
years  from  other  states.  Through  the  entire  group  runs  the 
thread  of  broken  homes  or  homes  in  which  both  parents 
are  employed. 

The  only  community  agency  which  was  able  to  pro- 
duce a  detailed  record  of  these  boys  from  the  time  they 
arrived  in  San  Francisco  was  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
of  Guidance,  or  the  Diagnostic  School,  both  units  of  the 
Public  Schools.  No  perfunctory  records  are  these.  They 
show  a  serious  effort  on  the  part  of  trained  psychiatric 
social  workers  and  the  social  service  consultants  on  the 
staff  of  the  Bureau  to  correct  the  delinquent  tendencies 
in  the  children.  Visits  to  the  homes  to  talk  with  wayward 
parents,  social  workers  walking  in  at  night  to  call  upon 
parents  "finding  both  drunk  and  quarreling,"  this  is  the 
story  that  is  told  on  the  records  of  the  Bureau. 

One  point  concerning  which  little  has  been  said.  In  the 
past  year  the  Diagnostic  School  handled  232  cases  of 
children  with  such  tendencies.  It  was  successful  in  215 
cases  of  boys  who  presented  such  serious  behaviour  prob- 
lems that  their  cases  were  referred  to  the  Diagnostic 
School. 

Taking  the  larger  view — during  the  three  year  period 
between  1937  and  1940  there  has  been  a  constant  decrease 
in  the  number  of  Juvenile  Court  "boy"  cases.  By  years 
it  is  as  follows:  1937,  924;  1938,  795;  1939,  769.  The 
figure  for  1940  has  not  been  stated,  but  will  probably 
be  less  than  that  of  1939. 

The  age  range  in  which  these  arrests  were  made  is 
from  eight  to  18  years  and  the  total  number  of  boys  in 
San  Francisco  in  that  age  range  is  estimated  at  45,000. 
The  low  percentage  of  boys  who  become  involved  in 
trouble  seems  to  be  no  answer  for  the  moment.  As  Acting 
Superintendent  John  F.  Brady  put  it  before  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Education  on  last  Tuesday:  "The  wise 
counsel  and  lofty  influence  of  a  good  teacher  is  con- 
stantly keeping  children  on  the  right  path.  Very  properly 
we  cannot  point  to  the  number  of  boys  we  prevented 
from  becoming  serious  problem  children.  But  as  a  teacher 
I  know  of  hundreds  of  such  cases. 

"No  one  knows  better  than  the  teachers  how  far  short 
we  fall  of  the  goal  toward  which  we  are  striving.  To  say 
that  nothing  remains  to  be  done  in  this  field  of  child 
guidance  and  welfare  would  be  as  far  from  the  truth  as 
to  say  that  nothing  substantial  is  now  being  done.  Judging 
the  San  Francisco  program  by  national  standards  we  find 
the  school  program  of  counseling  and  guidance  compares 
favorably  with  such  standards.  But  we  must  not  be  satis- 
fied with  conforming  to  national  norms.  We  must  never 
be  content. 

"The  American  Council  on  Education  has  just  issued  a 
report  entitled  'Next  Steps  in  National  Policy  for  Youth.' 
On  pages  8  and  9  it  sets  forth  in  summary  form  the 
objectives  to  be  attained.  These  elements  as  quoted  from 
the  report  are  as  follows: 

"  'As  a  basis  for  planning  it  seems  desirable  to  point 
out  all  the  major  elements  which  a  comprehensive  pro- 
gram should  include.  There  appear  to  be  eight  such 
elements — physical  examinations,  remedial  attention  and 
care  for  specific  defects,  food  adequate  in  quality,  abun- 
dance and  variety,  physical  work  or  exercise,  adequate 
amount  of  sound  sleep,  good  environmental  conditions, 
recreation,  and  health   education.' 

"All  of  these  objectives  are  being  attained  in  the 
San  Francisco  schools  or  are  in  the  process  of  fulfillment. 
Worthy  as  these  objectives  are,  however,  there  are  rea- 


sons, which  must  be  apparent,  that  will  not  permit  of 
their  being  shouted  from  the  housetops.  A  decent  respect 
for  the  pride  of  the  beneficiaries  prevents  their  ex- 
ploitation. 

"No  group  of  citizens  in  San  Francisco  knows  better 
than  its  teachers  the  problems  which  follow  in  the  wake 
of  sudden  and  unexpected  migration  of  children.  San 
Francisco,  in  common  with  other  California  cities,  has 
had  its  share  of  the  problem.  In  one  San  Francisco 
elementary  school,  with  a  total  of  800  students,  657  left 
in  one  year  and  a  like  number  came  to  take  their  places. 
This  is  not  an  isolated  occurrence.  In  the  school  in  ques- 
tion, the  school  population  has  suffered  a  60  per  cent 
change  for  five  successive  years. 

"The  clothing  and  feeding  of  children  became  such 
a  problem  that  the  Second  District  of  the  Parent-Teacher 
Association  set  up  a  Philanthropy  Center  to  clothe  needy 
children,  eight  years  ago.  It  has  been  in  operation  ever 
since,  suported  by  the  P.  T.  A.,  the  Community  Chest 
and  the  Federal  Government  agencies,  and  donations  from 
individual  schools.  In  certain  districts  of  the  city,  the 
school  cafeterias  open  at  7  o'clock  each  morning  in 
order  to  provide  breakfasts  to  needy  children  who  would 
otherwise  be  hungry.  This  latter  is  a  long  and  intimate 
story  of  community  service  rendered  by  a  loyal  group  of 
public  servants,  the  school  teachers,  since  1932.  At  its 
inception  they  paid  for  the  service  out  of  their  own 
pockets  when  the  need  first  became  apparent.  Since 
then  it  has  been  assumed  by  other  agencies,  with  teachers 
giving  their  time  gratis." 

Available  for  distribution  to  all  interested  citizens  is  a 
brochure  entitled  "Counseling  and  Guidance  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Schools,"  which  shows  in  chart  and  explana- 
tory form  the  entire  working  of  the  organization. 


State  Arithmetic  Series

books  for  use  in  elementary  schools.  For  example,  some 
pages  in  the  Fifth  Book  obviously  belong  in  the  Sixth 
Book.  Teachers  should  not  use  such  material.  Exercises 
for  remedial  work  are  not  always  found  on  the  pages 
specified.  The  use  of  the  index  will  enable  teachers 
to  find  the  correct  pages.  No  doubt  errors  will  be  cor- 
rected in  future  editions.

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Who  Shall  Lead  Them?* 


THE  schools  can  not,  however  willing  they  may  be, 
'  shoulder  the  entire  responsibility  for  the  complete 
education  of  children.  Upon  whom,  then,  does  the  re- 
sponsibility rest?  In  our  America  we  hold  the  responsi- 
bility to  be  the  parents,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
has  recognized  the  right  of  a  parent  to  select  the  edu- 
cational agencies  for  his  children,  and  has  denied  to 
the  State  the  right  to  deprive  the  parent  of  this  right  so 
long  as  the  obligation  to  educate  is  being  properly  dis- 
charged. Our  American  concepts  shudder  at  the  rapacity 
of  the  totalitarian  states  that  snatch  from  the  parent  all 
power  of  direction  and  control  over  their  own  offspring. 
The  Creator  Who  blesses  parents  with  children,  charges 
them,  by  the  very  gift,  with  the  solemn  responsibility  of 
properly  rearing  and  training  them.  To  enable  parents 
properly  to  discharge  part  of  this  duty  of  education  we 
have  the  great  American  system  of  common  schools.  The 
great  difficulty  is  that  far  too  many  parents  believe  that 
their  entire  educational  duty  to  their  children  is  dis- 
charged when  they  are  committed  to  the  care  of  the 
teacher. 

Whatever  waywardness  or  depravity  appears  among 
school  children  is  not  taught  in  school.  Sinful  ways  may 
be  acquired  during  the  years  of  schooling,  but  they  are 
not  part  of  the  curriculum.  The  associates  after  school 
hours,  the  wrong  use  of  leisure  time,  and  the  lack  of  home 
example  and  instruction  are  the  focal  points  of  necessary 
attention. 

The  migration  of  families  has  made  far  more  diffi- 
cult the  attempts  to  alleviate  these  dire  conditions.  No 
tender  plant,  suddenly  uprooted  from  its  original  soil, 
and  transported  to  a  strange  clime  and  surrounding,  will 
thrive,  or  even  survive  the  rigors  of  removal  without  a 
period  of  acclimation,  during  which  it  requires  constant, 
technical  care.  No  animal  can  be  moved  from  its  an- 
cestral surroundings,  and  be  expected  to  continue  its 
normal  habits,  upon  the  instant  it  reaches  a  strange  and 
.lew  habitat.  No  wonder  then,  that  the  great  bulk  of 
these  sorry  specimens  of  thwarted  childhood  are  the 
offspring  of  migrant  parents,  who  never  have  known  or 
experienced  the  meaning  of  home  or  neighborhood. 

While  the  school  therefore  assists  the  parent  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty  to  educate  his  offspring,  it  does  not 
relieve  him  of  the  entire  responsibility.  There  are  agencies 
besides  the  school  which  must  participate  in  the  process. 
The  home  and  the  Church  have  each  their  part  to  play. 
But  as  the  school  cannot  furnish  instruction  unless  the 
parent  sends  the  child  to  school,  neither  can  the  Church 
perform  its  function  without  the  active  assistance  and 
encouragement  of  the  home.  We  therefore  return  to  our 
starting  point  that  the  responsibility  for  education  is  in 
the  home.  ■ 

J.  Edgar  Hoover,  addressing  the  Economic  Club  at 
Detroit  on  November  14,  1938,  said: 

"The  solution  of  the  crime  problem  is  comparatively 
simple  of  statement  and,  in  the  same  breath,  the  most 
difficult  of  all  human  problems  in  execution.  It  consists 
in  the  rearing  of  law-abiding  youth.  Our  youthful  de- 
linquency is  a  problem  which  strikes  into  practically 
every  home  in  America.  Every  parent  should  give  the 
deepest  consideration  to  this  problem,  because  the  re- 
sponsibility for  youth  in  crime  today  rests  on  the  door- 
step of  the  home.  We  have  youth  in  crime  because  of 
the  lessening  of  parental  responsibility  and  family  disci- 
pline." 

The  matter  of  the  correction  of  juvenile  delinquency  is 
a  problem  of  prevention.  .  .  . 

Many  children  become  social  problems  precisely  be- 
cause their  parents  fail  to  take  care  of  them.  While  un- 
doubtedly a  large  portion  of  home  delinquency  is  due 
to  delinquent  parents,  it  is  also  undeniable  that  in  many 
cases  lack  of  proper  guidance  at  home  is  due  to  lack  of 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  Parents  can  be 
instructed  in  the  guidance  of  their  offspring.  One  of  the 
advantages  of  Parent-Teacher  and  similar  organizations 
is  the  opportunity  afforded  for  parents  and  teachers  to 


meet  together  for  the  discussion  of  mutual  and  the  re- 
sulting valuable  interchange  of  ideas.  These  associations 
naturally  make  for  a  closer  co-operation  between  the 
home  and  the  school. 

Parents  need  instruction  in  the  training  of  their  own 
children.  The  counseling  program  now  in  vogue  in  edu- 
cational circles  might  well  include  some  parents  within 
its  sphere  of  influence.  Parents  may  well  profit  by  the 
teacher's  wider  experience  in  youth  guidance,  and  his 
wider  psychological  knowledge  of  the  adolescent  nature. 
The  problem  is  to  get  these  people  within  reach  of  the 
school. 

Youth  needs  discipline  and  youth  needs  guidance.  To 
furnish  these  essentials  for  the  most  effective,  lasting 
results,  is  one  of  the  functions  of  education.  To  the 
extent  that  education  is  imparted  in  the  schools,  the 
schools  must  fulfill  this  portion  of  their  function.  These 
two  segments  of  the  educational  responsibility  must  per- 
vade the  entire  educational  process.  Discipline  is  not  a 
subject  to  be  imparted  in  one  segregated  period.  It,  like 
the  training  in  manners  and  politeness,  is  inculcated  or 
exacted  in  every  course  in  every  period.  It  is  increasingly 
being  recognized  anew  as  the  basis  of  sound,  lasting,  in- 
tellectual, and  moral  development.  It  is  most  effective 
when  it  is  most  kindly,  sympathetic  and  understanding. 
When  properly  exacted  and  intelligently  accepted  it  is  the 
most  effective  preventative  of  waywardness. 

The  guidance  and  counseling  of  youth  presents  a  more 
difficult  problem.  It  is  but  proper  that  we  should  from 
time  to  time  become  acquainted  with  the  approach  of 
our  schools  to  this  which  is  among  the  most  important 
of  its  obligations. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  and  Guidance  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  is  a  complete  record  of  the 
comings  and  goings  of  every  child  from  his  first  day 
of  school  to  his  graduation.  Specially  trained  and  cre- 
dentialed,  the  experts  of  this  department  chronicle  and 
analyze  for  correction,  every  detour  from  the  path  of 
rectitude.  Each  page  of  this  record  cries  out,  "Where  are 
the  parents?"  Broken  homes,  dissolute  mother  and  father, 
create  the  children  upon  whom  the  several  agencies  of 
school,  welfare  and  religious  groups  must  lavish  their 
most  tender  care.  We  can  all  discover  the  causes  of  these 
unfortunate  children,  but  the  battle  of  reclamation,  re- 
form and  reconstruction  is  far  more  difficult  to  win. 

Leader  among  the  schools  of  the  nation  is  San  Fran- 
cisco's Diagnostic  School.  For  many  years  it  has  been 
recognized  as  a  most  effective  agency  in  the  correction  of 
social  maladjustment.  Daily  and  intimate  study  of  mental 
and  physical  manifestations  of  so-called  problem  children 
result  in  the  application  of  remedial  measures  that  have, 
in  untold  instances,  restored  the  youngsters  to  normal, 
regular  profitable  existence. 

For  every  aberration  from  the  normal,  our  schools  have 
a  system  of  correction  and  assistance.  For  the  deaf,  for 
the  hesitant  of  speech,  for  the  mentally  deficient,  for 
those  inclined  toward  ill  health  or  defective  vision,  for 
the  lame  and  the  halt,  special  centers  of  education  are 
provided  with  specially  trained  administrators  and  teach- 
ers devotedly,  tenderly,  expending  themselves  in  the 
cause  of  their  wards. 

For  the  more  fortunate,  normal  child,  the  schools  have 
likewise  been  jealous  of  their  responsibility.  In  the  ele- 
mentary schools  the  class  room  teacher,  who  universally 
wins  the  devotion  and  respect  of  her  youthful  charges, 
acquires  a  knowledge  and  an  appreciation  of  the  child's 
aptitudes  and  capabilities  that  exceeds  even  that  of  the 
parent.  The  child's  reaction  to  tests,  the  possibility  and 
capacity  for  the  assimilation  of  instruction  are  carefully, 
scientifically  determined  and  the  pupil  graded  and  in- 
structed accordingly.  These  records  are  of  invaluable  aid 
in  directing  the  future  progress  and  guidance  of  the  child 
in  the  years  of  its  secondary  education. 

In  the  secondary  schools  begins  a  more  formalists 
type  of  guidance.  Aid  in  selecting  a  course  of  studies,

aid  in  the  solution  of  childish  difficulties,  aid  that  will 
permit  the  capitalizing  of  the  opportunities  offered.  If 
we  are  to  take  the  advice  of  men  who  have  devoted 
their  lives  to  this  intricate  subject  of  child  counseling  and 
guidance,  we  find  that  such  a  program  loses  its  effec- 
tiveness when  the  spirit  of  understanding,  of  sympathy, 
and  kindliness  is  lost  in  the  maze  of  formalism,  in- 
dexes and  cross-indexes. 

How  successful  are  the  schools  in  educating  and  sal- 
vaging their  precious  cargo  can  never  be  known.  The  in- 
tellectual development  of  the  thousands  upon  thousands 
who  annually  pass  through  the  classroom  is  manifest  on 
every  side.  The  splendid  record  of  those  snatched  from 
the  brink  that  marks  the  social  outcast  and  misfit  can 
never,  must  never  be  known.  No,  no  school  administrator 
or  teacher  ever  stigmatizes  a  child  as  once  having  been 
a  pariah  of  the  classroom.  The  school  in  fact  can  never 
know  the  full  effectiveness  of  its  efforts.  It  can  only  be 
ever  vigilant,  ever  conscious  of  the  obligation,  and  ever 
eager  for  improvement. 

But  is  all  this  the  obligation  only  of  the  school  ?  Have 
parents  no  obligation  ?  As  in  the  Bureau  of  Attendance,  so 
in  every  phase  of  school  activity,  where  straying  children 
are  involved,  the  cry  is  repeated:  Where  are  the  parents? 
What  of  the  home?

Radio  Station  To  Open  Soon 

A  N  experiment  in  four  schools  at  each  level  of  the  pro- 
**  gram  to  determine  the  most  practical  uses  to  which 
the  Board  of  Education's  new  Radio  Station  KALW  may 
be  employed  as  an  aid  to  classroom  teaching  will  begin 
as  soon  as  equipment  is  installed  in  the  new  station. 

The  four  schools  selected  to  participate  in  the  experi- 
ment are  Hawthorne  Elementary  School,  Miss  Mary 
Reene,  principal ;  the  Portola  Junior  High  School,  Edwin 
E.  Niccolls,  principal;  George  Washington  High  School, 
Ernest  J.  Cummings,  principal ;  and  San  Francisco  Junior 
College,  Dr.  A.  J.  Cloud,  president. 

Schools  selected  will  be  readily  recognized  by  those 
interested  in  radio  as  being  in  charge  of  principals  who 
have  had  an  active  interest  in  radio  for  many  years.  Miss 
Reene,  with  Dr.  Cloud  and  Miss  Bertha  E.  Roberts, 
deputy  superintendent,  organized  the  broadcasting  of  les- 
sons by  radio  in  the  metropolitan  area  as  early  as  1932. 
It  is  the  development  of  that  idea  that  the  present  ex- 
periment contemplates...  Mr.  Cummings  has  been  con- 
stantly identified  with  radio  in  the  schools.  Besides  hav- 
ing a  deep  technical  knowledge  in  the  field,  Mr.  Cum- 
mings is  recognized  for  his  ability  as  a  writer  of  radio 
scripts.  Mr.  Niccolls  was  chairman  of  the  Junior  High 
School  Radio  Committee  which  brought  about  the  pro- 
duction of  a  series  of  thirty-minute  radio  performances, 
one  from  each  junior  high  school  in  connection  with  the 
Golden  Gate  International  Exposition. 

Actual  installation  of  the  frequency  modulation  radio 
transmitter  at  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  was  begun 
last  week,  when  the  new  equipment  arrived  from  the  fac- 
tory of  Radio  Corporation  of  America.  The  new  transmit- 
ter, valued  at  $12,000,  should  be  operating  within  30 
days.  Already  the  built-in  radio  facilities  at  George 
Washington  and  San  Francisco  Junior  College  are  being 
mechanically  adapted  to  frequency  modulation  reception. 
Separate  installations  of  portable  receiving  equipment  will 
be  made  at  Hawthorne  Elementary  and  Portola  Junior 
High  School.

Absence  Allowance 

Attention  of  members  of  the  certificated  staff  is  called 
to  the  following  Board  of  Education  standing  rule,  Sec- 
tion 283,  regarding  absence  allowance  for  death  of  rela- 
tives : 

RESOLVED -.That  Section  283  of  the  Rules  of  the  Board 
"Allowance — Death  of  Relatives"  be  and  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows  effective  from  and  after  Oc- 
tober 1,  1939: 

Teachers,  and  all  other  employees,  may  absent  them- 
selves for  three  SCHOOL  days  without  loss  of  salary  in 
case  of  death  in  the  immediate  family  or  in  the  immediate 
household,  Immediate  family  shall  be  interpreted  to  in- 
clude husband,  wife,  children,  parents,  brothers  and  sis- 
ters. In  the  event  of  attendance  at  the  funeral  of  a  second 
degree  relative,  one  SCHOOL  day's  absence  without  loss 
of  salary  shall  be  allowed.  Second  degree  relatives  shall 
be  interpreted  to  include  grandparents,  grandchildren, 
uncles,  aunts,  nephews,  nieces  and  parents-in-law,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  persons  employed  in  the  Ad- 
ministrative Offices  of  the  Board  of  Education  may  ab- 
sent themselves  not  to  exceed  three  days  without  loss  of 
salary  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  one  of  their  rela- 
tives or  of  their  immediate  household,  where  no  substi- 
tute is  required,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  either 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education  to  be  later  confirmed  by  the  Board.

Many  Aviation  Courses  Offered 

COURSES  in  aviation  ranging  from  actual  airplane  con- 
struction to  aerial  navigation  and  actual  piloting 
of  a  plane  are  offered  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
free  to  all  citizens,  subject  to  certain  restrictions. 

Three  courses  are  offered  at  San  Francisco  Junior  Col- 
lege under  authority  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority 
and  are  taught  by  Captain  George  Richards,  well-known 
aviator.  The  classes  are  listed  as  Mechanics  of  Aviation, 
Advanced  Mechanics  of  Aviation  and  Non-Technical 
Phases  of  Aviation.  Candidates  for  aviation  classes,  which 
include  actual  flying  courses  at  Mills  Field,  should  apply 
to  Captain  Richards  at  the  college. 

At  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  aviation  instruc- 
tion divides  itself  into  morning,  afternoon  and  evening 
classes,  93  persons  being  enrolled  in  the  "pre-employ- 
ment" morning  classes  in  structural  aircraft.  The  course 
is  completed  at  the  end  of  a  12  week  period  and  is 
taught  by  three  experts.  In  order  to  qualify  for  enroll- 
ment in  the  "pre-employment"  sense  applicants  must 
first  register  at  the  State  Employment  Offices.  These 
classes  operate  from  8  a.m.  until  2  p.m.  daily,  six  hours 
a  day. 

Six  other  classes  in  aircraft  construction  operate  dur- 
ing afternoon  and  evening  hours,  known  as  "Aircraft 
Construction." 

Two  courses  in  radio  communication  and  construc- 
tion are  offered  daily  by  four  instructors  at  Samuel 
Gompers  Trade  School.  These  courses  operate  from  1 
o'clock  until  4  o'clock  each  afternoon,  and  7  to  9:15  in 
the  evening. 

At  Pan-American  Airways,  Treasure  Island,  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  operate  four  national  defense 
classes  in  aviation  construction,  three  afternoons  weekly 
from  4:30  to  6  o'clock,  for  junior  aviation  mechanics 
already  employed  who  are  anxious  to  improve  their 
skills  under  terms  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  and 
also  to  qualify  for  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  me- 
chanic's license. 

Two  popular  evening  classes  open  to  all  interested  are 
aviation  classes  leading  to  a  pilot's  license  taught  by 
Captain  Richards  at  night  at  the  Galileo  High  School 
Adult  Education  Center.

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"We're  All  Americans"  Series 

THE  Council  Against  Intolerance  in  America  announces 
'  publication  this  week  of  "We're  All  Americans,"  a 
manual  for  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools.  Ten 
stories  about  children  who  belong  to  minority  groups  in 
America  form  the  core  of  the  manual,  with  suggested 
activities  and  questions  for  discussions  included  to  help 
the  teacher  in  their  use. 

With  teachers  all  over  America  seeking  material  to 
strengthen  democracy  the  Council  feels  that  this  specific 
approach  to  the  problem  of  mutual  tolerance  and  equality 
will  fill  a  long-felt  need  in  the  schools. 

"We're  All  Americans"  has  been  in  preparation  for 
eighteen  months,  having  been  used  experimentally  by 
teachers  in  the  New  York  area,  and  edited  upon  the 
basis  of  their  experiences  with  the  stories  and  the 
suggested  activities.  The  editors  have  kept  two  factors 
in  mind.  They  have  warned  teachers  in  using  the 
material  to  use  care  lest  they  create  intolerance  in  the 
young  child  where  none  has  existed.  They  have  stressed 
similarities  in  telling  the  story  of  a  foreign-born  child 
rather  than  differences.  The  stories  have  been  read  to 
many  children  in  order  to  test  their  reaction  and  they 
have  approved  them  enthusiastically.  The  real  test,  the 
Council  realizes  however,  will  come  when  they  are  in 
general  use   in   schools   throughout  America. 

To  show  the  trials  that  small  children  undergo  before 
they  are  accepted  in  America,  these  nationalities  were 
selected  as  representative:  Irish,  Polish,  Negro,  Czech, 
German,  Italian,  Finnish,  Portuguese,  Jewish,  French, 
Chinese,  Mexican. 

This  manual,  as  well  as  all  publications  of  the  Council 
Against  Intolerance,  is  free  of  charge  to  teachers  and 
others  engaged  in  school  work.  It  is  the  third  in  a 
series  of  publications  for  teachers.  The  first  is  "An 
American  Answer  to  Intolerance,"  a  manual  for  junior 
and  senior  high  school  teachers,  the  second  a  map.

A  Leader  Passes 

A  GIRL  who  went  forth  from  the  San  Francisco  Public 
**  Schools  in  the  early  nineties  wearing  the  famed 
Denman  Medal  as  a  mark  of  her  scholarship,  later  to 
win  for  herself  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  woman 
to  be  elected  a  member  of  the  California  State  Legisla- 
ture, died  while  she  slept  last  Saturday  morning  in  San 
Francisco. 

Educators  throughout  California  read  more  into  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes,  much  more  than  the 
obituary  notices  indicated.  For  it  was  she  who  wrote  the 
bill  at  the  1919  session  of  the  California  legislature  rais- 
ing the  compulsory  education  requirements  in  this  state. 
It  was  she  who  presided  as  chairman  of  the  education 
committee  at  a  session  of  the  legislature  which  marked 
a  turning  point  for  public  education. 

In  the  mountain  town  of  Oroville  where  Mrs.  Hughes 
was  known  for  many  years  as  a  civic  leader,  a  gifted 
speaker  and  a  devoted  mother  and  wife,  leaders  from  all 
walks  of  life  gathered  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
one  whose  love  of  teaching  never  jaded  her  personal 
charm,  and  watched  her  casket  lowered  in  Oroville  Ceme- 
tery beside  that  of  her  husband  who  died  in  1925.  A 
son,  Captain  James  Hughes  of  the  United  States  Army 
is  stationed  at  Riverside,   California. 

As  a  member  of  the  governing  State  Council  on  Edu- 
cation of  the  California  Teachers'  Association,  Mrs. 
Hughes  made  her  influence  felt  through  the  years.  Her 
ov/n  professional  associates  in  Northern  California  hon- 
ored her  with  the  presidency  of  the  organization. 

She  resigned  her  position  as  a  teacher  in  the  Oroville 
Union  High  School  last  year  and  came  to  San  Francisco 
to  live.  But  she  found  that  the  lure  of  teaching  was 
irresistible,  and  consented  to  teach  a  class  in  Americaniza- 
tion at  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  becoming  a  teacher 
in  the  school  system  in  which  she  was  once  a  pupil.  The 
Board  of  Education  took  official  notice  of  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Hughes  last  week,  as  did  the  California  legislature 
when  both  bodies  adjourned  out  of  respect  to  her  mem- 
ory. The  resolution  introduced  by  Hon.  C.  Harold 
Caulfield,  commissioner  of  education,  follows: 

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes,  a  member  of  the 
certificated  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  was 
called  by  death  in  her  native  city  of  San  Francisco  on  Sat- 
urday, March  15,  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Forty  One,  and 

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Hughes  distinguished  herself  as  an 
educational  leader  throughout  her  adult  life  having  con- 
tributed much  to  the  cause  of  education,  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  her  work  as  a  civic  leader, 
the  citizens  of  Butte  County  elected  Mrs,  Hughes  to 
represent  them  in  the  California  Legislature  in  1919, 
1920  and  1921,  thereby  establishing  the  precedent  of 
making  her  the  first  woman  to  become  a  member  of  the 
California  Assembly,  and 

WHEREAS,  Mrs.  Hughes  served  with  distinction  as 
a  member  of  the  legislature,  introducing  the  legislation 
which  raised  the  standards  of  compulsory  education  in 
the  State  of  California. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  regrets  the  passing  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hughes  as  a  distinct  loss  to  the  cause  of 
education  in  California  and  that  when  it  adjourns  this 
day  it  does  so  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Hughes.

March  Time   Rolls 

Time  rolls  for  all  day  schools  will  be  delivered  to  the 
Payroll  Department  not  later  than  10  o'clock  on  Mon- 
day morning,  March  31.  There  are  21  teaching  days  in 
March.  All  evening  schools  will  deliver  their  time 
rolls  on  Tuesday  morning,  April  1.  Teachers'  warrants 
for  March  will  be  delivered  to  the  schools  on  Friday, 
April  4. 

In  all  cases  of  illness  exceeding  3  days  there  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Education  a  doctor's  certificate 
attesting  the  illness  of  the  teacher.  If  this  is  not  done 
before  the  closing  period  of  the  time  rolls,  there  will  be 
a  delay  in  issuing  the  warrant  to  the  teacher. 

The  rules  of  the  Board  of  Education  do  not  permit 
of  any  allowance  for  attendance  at  the  funeral  of  a 
cousin,  a  sister-in-law,  or  of  a  brother-in-law.  This  is 
repeated  because  of  the  many  recent  inquiries. 

Time  rolls  for  clerks  and  janitors  will  be  delivered 
with  the  time  rolls  for  teachers.  There  will  be  16 
working  days  for  clerks  and  janitors  with  the  exception 
of  elementary  school  clerks,  who  will  have  11   days. 

Please  continue,  where  possible,  to  send  sick  leave 
applications  prior  to  the  delivery  of  time  rolls.  This  is 
asked  because  of  the  peak  period  occurring  on  the  last 
teaching  day. 


Recent  Accessions  In  Teachers'  Library 

DURRELL,  DONALD.  IMPROVEMENT  OF  BASIC  READING 
ABILITIES.  WORLD  BOOK  CO.,  1940.  "How  can  the  class- 
room teacher  best  provide  the  specific  training  in  reading  each 
pupil  needs?  In  which  aspects  of  the  complex  reading  process 
does  a  child  need  help?  What  methods  and  materials  have 
proved  effective  in  remedying  specific  reading  difficulties?"  To 
answer  these  questions,  and  many  more,  is  the  purpose  of  this 
volume  by  a  Boston  University  professor. 

HILDRETH.  GERTRUDE  AND  J.  L.  WRIGHT.  HELPING 
CHILDREN  TO  READ.  TEACHERS  COLLEGE,  1940.  For 
several  yeaTS  a  class  in  remedial  reading  has  been  given  in 
summer  school  at  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University.  This 
report  of  the  findings  includes  an  analysis  of  the  children  and 
their  reading  difficulties,  the  actual  remedial  program,  including 
the  daily  schedule,  a  trip  to  the  zoo,  the  reading  club,  etc., 
and  the  specific  reading  techniques. 

HARRIS,  ALBERT  J.  HOW  TO  INCREASE  READING 
ABILITY.  LONGMANS,  1940.  "A  guide  to  diagnostic  and 
remedial  methods"  that  promises  to  be  really  helpful.  The 
author  found  it  difficult  to  find  a  suitable  basic  text  when  he 
began  to  teach  remedial  reading;  this  lack  he  has  attempted 
to  remedy. 


Radio  In  Los  Angeles  Schools 

IMPORTANCE  being  attached  to  the  value  of  radio  in 
education  was  indicated  last  week  from  the  Los  An- 
geles Public  Schools,  when  the  first  issue  of  a  printed 
bulletin,  designed  to  aid  in  the  promotion  of  radio  edu- 
cation, was  issued  by  Dr.  Vierling  Kersey,  superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Program  in  the  Los  Angeles  Schools  is  in  charge  of  a 
supervisor  of  radio  education  and  has  the  active  and 
enthusiastic  interest  of  all  the  schools.  In  the  printed 
bulletin  the  leading  articles  are  written  by  Dr.  Kersey 
and  Dr.  William  B.  Brown,  director  of  curriculum  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Schools. 

Dr.  Kersey  writes  in  part  as  follows: 

"Radio  as  an  aid  in  education  has  been  readily  ac- 
cepted. In  the  use  of  radio,  our  problem  is  more  than 
the  mere  finding  of  what  is  educational ;  it  is  the  problem 
of  having  unified,  coordinated  learning  result  from  the 
radio-learning  experience,  the  school  learning  experience, 
and  the  life  outside  of  school-learning  experience.  In  this, 
the  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  teacher. 

"Radio  as  an  educational  device  supplements  class- 
room teaching.  Radio  cannot  take  the  place  of  the 
teacher.  It  can  only  be  used  to  help  the  teacher.  Radio 
without  the  teacher  is  merely  a  casual  experience  in  its 
learning  relationships. 

"Radio  and  education  are  supplementary  and  comple- 
mentary. What  is  learned  in  school  is  supplemented  by 
what  is  learned  by  radio;  what  is  learned  by  radio  is 
interpreted  by  school-learning.  Radio,  in  its  teaching, 
becomes  at  once  the  tool  of  the  teacher. 

"We  may  be  sure  that  radio  and  education  will  soon 
be  supporting  a  common  function  and  activity  of  ex- 
changing ideas,  problems,  plans,  and  processes  because 
radio  education  is  based  upon  recognition  of  the  peda- 
gogy of  good  teaching,  the  laws  of  learning,  the  spirit  of 
teaching,  the  school,  and  the  inquiring  mind. 

"Better  educational  materials  through  radio  will  be- 
come available  as  the  demand  for  better  broadcasts  in- 
creases. Here,  again,  we  find  the  law  of  supply  and  de- 
mand. The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  educational 
radio  programs  in  recent  years  is  evidenced  in  the  growth 
of  the  Radio  Bulletin. 

"Purposeful  and  intelligent  use  of  radio  involves  a 
knowledge  of  the  materials  available.  Through  the  Radio 
Bulletin  we  have  endeavored  to  call  to  your  attention  those 
programs  which  will  contribute  to  the  clarity  and  interest 
of  the  subjects  being  taught,  as  well  as  many  programs 
for  out-of-school  listening.  The  help  which  the  bulletin 
provides  in  indicating  the  content,  the  point  of  view,  and 
the  supplemental  instruction  to  be  found  in  the  radio 
programs,  will  assist  the  teacher  more  convincingly,  more 
readily,  and  more  assuredly  to  utilize  the  contribution  of 
radio  to  the  regular  classroom  program.  Thus,  a  more 
definite  accomplishment  of  ideals  and  purposes  will  be 
served.

Radio  Tests  Successful 

TESTS  made  recently  by  the  new  radio  station  KALW 
'  to  be  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools 
were  satisfactory  beyond  the  most  optimistic  early  pre- 
dictions. At  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  the  station, 
operated  from  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  could 
be  heard  throughout  San  Francisco  as  far  south  as  Sunny- 
vale, east  to  the  upper  reaches  of  the  hills  of  Alameda 
County,  and  north  into  Marin  County. 

Frequency  modulation,  which  may  be  included  in  any 
new  radio  set  purchased,  results  in  a  tonal  quality  on 
radio  which  was  said  by  all  listeners  to  be  superior  to 
amplitude  moderation — by  which  the  majority  of  radio 
stations  operate.  The  difference  is  represented  by  the 
absence  of  background  or  surface  noises  or  interference 
which  formerly  came  from  the  operation  of  elevators  or 
electrical  devices  in  proximity  to  the  receiving  sets.  The 
station  operates  on  a  wave  band  of  42.1  kilocycles. 

In  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  preliminary  tests  were  complet- 
ed on  Friday,  March  21,  and  will  be  resumed  upon 
completion  of  the  permanent  radio  tower  which  will 
stab  the  skies  200  feet  over  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades 
School. 

While  the  technical  experts  were  announcing  the  re- 
sults of  tests  a  committee  of  school  executives  selected 
by  Superintendent  Joseph  P.  Nourse  from  four  levels  of 
the  school  program,  elementary,  junior,  senior  high 
schools,  and  San  Francisco  Junior  College,  met  at  the 
junior  college  on  last  Monday  upon  invitation  of  Presi- 
dent A.  J.  Cloud  and  elected  Edwin  E.  Niccolls  chair- 
man of  the  group.  The  committee  named  the  Director 
of  Educational  Publications  as  its  executive  officer  and 
laid  plans  to  go  forward  with  an  experiment  for  one 
year  to  determine  the  value  of  radio  when  utilized  as  a 
teaching  device.  Mr.  E.  J.  Cummings,  principal  of 
George  Washington  High  School,  and  Miss  Mary  Reene, 
principal  of  Hawthorne  Elementary  School,  will  repre- 
sent their  respective  divisions  in  the  development  of  the 
program. 

Placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  for  its  con- 
sideration were  the  experiences  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
through  Dr.  Harold  Kent,  president  of  the  Chicago 
Radio  Council,  and  Dr.  William  B.  Levinson,  director 
of  Radio  Education,  in  the  Cleveland  Public  Schools. 
These  cities  are  pioneers  in  the  field,  and  the  committee 
was  pleased  to  learn  of  their  experiences  as  relayed  by 
one  who  recently  visited  in  both  cities. 

The  original  experiment,  while  limited  to  four  schools, 
may  draw  upon  the  resources  of  any  school  in  the  sys- 
tem in  carrying  forward  with  the  program.  Specifically, 
it  has  determined  to  launch  into  vital  subjects  first — 
spelling,  reading,  speech  arts  and  history. 

Drawing  upon  their  combined  experience,  the  com- 
mittee agreed  that  the  classroom  teacher  is  the  central 
figure  in  any  successful  broadcast  involving  or  vitalizing 
the  teaching  process.  As  the  program  develops  this 
factor  will  become  more  evident.

Local  R.O.T.C.  Teams  Win 

The  first  three  places  in  the  recently  completed  Ninth 
Corps  Area  R.O.T.C.  Gallery  Rifle  Matches  went  to 
Polytechnic,  George  Washington,  and  Commerce  high 
schools  of  San  Francisco  in  competition  with  teams  from 
forty-eight    schools. 

The  competition,  which  included  teams  from  Wash- 
ington, Oregon,  California,  Utah,  Nevada,  Idaho  and 
Montana,  was  won  by  the  Polytechnic  team  with  a  score 
of  3670.  Second  place  went  to  George  Washington 
with  a  score  of  3615,  and  to  Commerce  went  third  with 
a  score  of  3612.  The  competition  was  fired  on  a  fifty 
foot  range  with  a  U.S.  Army  .22  calibre  rifle. 

High  individual  honors  in  the  Corps  Area  went  to 
Cadet  Sergeant  George  La  Prath  of  Commerce,  who 
scored  375.  Cadet  Captain  Hugo  Guisti  of  Commerce 
and  Cadet  Captain  Charles  Rushton  of  George  Wash- 
ington tied  for  second  place  in  individual  honors  with  a 
score  of  374. 

In  the  State  Gallery  Rifle  Championships  held  at  the 
National  Guard  Armory,  the  team  from  George  Wash- 
ington High  School  won  first  place  in  both  the  Prone 
and  the  Four  Position  competitions.  In  the  individual 
matches,  Cadet  Sergeant  Louis  North  of  George  Wash- 
ington, won  the  Four  Position  with  a  score  of  191  out 
of  200,  and  Cadet  Sergeant  James  Harvill  was  Prone 
winner  with  a  score  of  199  out  of  200.  Other  members 
of  the  winning  teams  were  Cadet  Staff  Sergeant  R.  Kin- 
caid,  Cadet  Corporal  A.  Malouf,  Cadet  Corporal  G.

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Educational  Leaders  Throng  Metropolitan  Area 


I  EADERS  in  education  throughout  California  rubbed 
"■  elbows  last  week  with  those  in  the  San  Francisco 
metropolitan  area  at  three  statewide  conferences  which 
revealed  how  conscious  educators  are  of  the  responsibility, 
ever  theirs,  which  becomes  more  acute  in  a  war  torn  world. 

While  public  school  children  of  the  state  were  free  for 
Easter  vacation  their  elementary  principals  and  district 
superintendents  assembled  in  San  Francisco  for  a  three- 
day  conclave.  Across  the  Bay  the  California  Secondary 
School  Principals  and  the  Federated  Business  Teachers' 
Association  met  in  a  three-day  session  at  which  they 
talked  shop. 

"Such  a  conference  creates  the  impression  in  the  public 
mind  that  educators  agree  not  only  in  theory  concerning 
the  mutual  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  system  of  univer- 
sal free  public  education  but  they  are  also  willing  to  do 
corporate  thinking  and  engage  in  co-operative  action  in 
order  to  produce  beneficial  results"  said  Dr.  Walter  F. 
Dexter,  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  in  his 
greeting  to  the  elementary  principals  and  district  superin- 
tendents. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  Superintendent  Nourse  to  wel- 
come the  first  general  session  delegates  at  a  meeting  at 
the  Hotel  Whitcomb  on  Sunday  evening,  April  6,  which 
was  presided  over  by  Miss  Helen  Heffernan,  chief,  Divi- 
sion of  Elementary  Education,  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  Honor  of  opening  the  program  went  to  the 
San  Francisco  Tunior  College  a  cappella  choir  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Flosita  Badger. 

Joining  with  Superintendent  Nourse  in  greeting  the 
delegates  were  Mrs.  E.  K.  Strong,  president  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  Dr.  Alexander 
C.  Roberts,  president  of  San  Francisco  State  College  and 
Miss  Carrie  Daly,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  local 
conference  arrangements. 

"You  as  teachers,  we  as  preachers,  are  concerned  with 
what  tomorrow  will  bring,"  said  Dr.  Irving  F.  Reichert, 
in  the  principal  address  of  the  evening  on  the  subject 
"Builders  of  Tomorrow".  "Young  people  today  ask 'What 
About  Our  Future?'  They  are  interested  in  the  answer  to 
that  question  as  no  young  group  before  them  has  been. 
What  happens  tomorrow  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to 
all  of  us.  Two  opposing  groups  desire  to  control  tomor- 
row. The  role  of  builder  of  tomorrow  will  be  the  victor 
of  today's  struggle.  The  destiny  of  the  world  hangs  on 
the  outcome  of  today's  conflict.  From  the  mouths  of  Nazi 
leaders  we  have  their  program." 

Gifted  children  from  Edison  Elementary  School,  com- 
prising the  glee  club  under  direction  of  Miss  M.  Lor- 
raine Walsh  started  the  Monday  session  off  on  an  inspir- 
ing note. 

The  welcome  given  to  the  delegates  by  His  Honor 
Mayor  Angelo  J.  Rossi  struck  a  responsive  chord.  Said 
Mayor  Rossi  in  part: 

"San  Francisco  has  proudly  served  as  host  to  many  im- 
portant meetings  of  educators  but  none  of  more  import- 
ance than  yours.  I  have  a  particular  reason  for  saying  this. 

"My  few  years  of  education  were  spent  wholly  in  the 
elementary  schools  and  night  schools  of  San  Francisco. 
At  that  time  teaching  was  looked  upon  as  a  trade;  or,  in 
many  cases,  as  a  stepping  stone  to  other  positions  of 
public  trust. 

"In  my  time  as  a  young  student,  I  was  fortunate 
enough  to  be  guided  by  teachers  who  unselfishly  devoted 
themselves  to  the  needs  of  the  individual,  as  well  as 
those  of  the  class.  Thus  I  believe  I  got  more  out  of  those 
years  than  most  youngsters.  I  hold  in  very  high  regard 
the  fine  guidance  of  those  who  assisted  my  feeble  foot- 
steps up  the  ladder  of  learning." 

Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee,  came  up  from  Los  Angeles  where 
he  is  dean  of  education  at  the  University  of  California  to 
meet  here  with  his  former  associates  in  San  Francisco  and 
to  deliver  the  principal  address  at  the  Monday  morning 
session  of  the  convention. 


"Schools  must  continue  to  inculcate  a  faith  and  a  belief 
in  the  American  way  of  life  and  a  willingness  to  de- 
fend that  way  of  life,"  he  said  on  the  subject  "Problems 
Confronting  Education  in  a  Democracy." 

"Education  must  fight  mediocrity  as  one  of  the  greatest 
dangers  in  any  government.  We  must  be  certain  that  the 
men  who  become  our  leaders  tomorrow  know  and  under- 
stand American  democracy." 

Dr.  John  A.  Sexson  generated  a  flock  of  sparks  on  the 
anvil  of  provocative  thinking  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon 
session  speaking  on  the  topic,  "Democracy  as  a  Way  of 
Life."  His  address  deserves  more  extended  treatment,  but 
his  opening  paragraph  gives  the  thought: 

"If  we  compare  traditional  democracy  with  some  of  its 
chief  rivals  today,  there  is  one  outstanding  difference. 
Democracy  in  America  has  been  an  exclusive  political 
term  associated  with  voting  and  the  rule  of  the  majority. 
The  fact  that  a  person  believed  in  the  principle  of  democ- 
racy carried  no  necessary  implication  with  respect  to  his 
beliefs  or  his  moral  standards.  This  is  by  no  means  true 
of  the  movements  which  challenge  democracy.  To  know 
a  person  is  a  Nazi  or  a  Communist  is  to  know  a  great 
deal  about  him — his  economic  beliefs,  his  religion,  his 
moral  standards.  Both  communism  and  Hitlerism  provide 
their  adherents  with  a  distinctive  way  of  life.  Can  the 
same  be  said  of  Democracy?" 

The  subject  of  counseling  and  guidance  in  schools  of 
California  came  in  for  a  major  share  of  consideration  ir 
the  section  meetings  of  the  convention.  Highlight  of  these 
discussions  were  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Herbert  H.  Stolz  of 
Oakland  who  disappointed  critics  of  San  Francisco  coun- 
seling and  guidance  plan  among  them  Mr.  Murray  Draper 
of  the  S.  F.  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  who  contend- 
ed "these  grade  school  teachers  are  equipped  to  teach  not 
to  counsel."  Dr.  Stolz  said  that  "the  essence  of  a  counsel- 
ing program  is  NOT  in  the  administrative  offices ;  it  is  in 
the  classrooms  of  a  school."  He  added  that  there  is  little 
need  of  "outside"  counseling  in  the  elementary  schools 
where  one  teacher  spends  six  hours  a  day  throughout  the 
year  with  the  same  children  and  learns  to  know  them 
intimately.  The  teacher  is  therefore,  the  best  counselor 
in  this  case,  he  said.

Miss  Carrie  Daly  is  receiving  congratulations  on  the 
successful  manner  in  which  she  handled  local  arrange- 
ments for  the  convention.  She  in  turn  bows  to  Mrs. 
Edith  Cochran,  who  handled  publicity  for  the  conven- 
tion with  the  efficiency  of  an  expert;  Mr.  William  J. 
Eckert  of  the  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  who  ar-

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Individual  Responsibility  Stressed  by  Philip  Lee  Bush 

"THIS  world  owes  no  man  a  living.  Only  by  individual 

'  effort  should  and  can  the  full  life  be  attained.  Lux- 
ury and  the  easy  way  have  caused  the  downfall  eventu- 
ally of  every  great  peoples,  since  the  beginning  of  time." 
The  speaker  was  Hon.  Philip  Lee  Bush,  president,  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Education,  greeting  the  certificated 
staff  at  Teachers'  Institute  on  last  Monday,  in  a  plea  for 
a  restoration  of  individual  responsibility  and  effort. 

Other  speakers  on  the  program  were  His  Honor  Mayor 
Angelo  J.  Rossi,  who  paid  tribute  to  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  schools  under  Superintendent  Nourse,  John 
Thompson,  foreign  editor  of  the  San  Francisco  News,  who 
spoke  on  the  "New  Order  in  the  Americas,"  and  Dr.  W. 
H.  Pillsbury,  president  of  the  American  Association  of 
School  Administrators,  whose  remarkable  address  will  be 
treated  in  more  detail  elsewhere  in  an  early  issue  of 
this  publication. 

President  Bush  spoke  as  follows: 

Whatever  may  be  our  function  or  position  in  this 
body  politic,  if  we  are  true  to  ourselves,  there  of  neces- 
sity then  exists  some  degree  of  responsibility  to  aid  in 
the  betterment  of  mankind.  And  today,  probably  more 
than  at  any  other  period  in  "this  upset  world,"  to  use 
the  hackneyed  expression,  are  we  faced  with  an  addi- 
tional burden. 

On  the  shoulders  of  the  teaching  group,  certainly  as 
much  as  on  any  other  integrated  body  in  this  country, 
does  this  task  rest. 

A  just  and  well-balanced  line  of  thought  and  reasoning 
is  the  basic  formula  for  the  welfare  of  all. 

A  modern  society  owes  its  continued  existence  and 
benefits  to  the  government  under  which  it  functions. 

By  far  the  majority  of  us  feel  that  our  type  is  that, 
which  in  the  final  analysis,  will  make  for  such  welfare. 

True,  it  is  far  from  perfect — Utopia  either  in  indi- 
viduals or  in  a  body  politic,  will  never  be  attained.  We 
can  and  must  strive — with  all  that  is  in  us — for  such  bet- 
terment for  the  vast  majority  as  will  bring  the  faults  to 
the  irreducible  minimum.  Each  year  closer  and  closer  to 
the  idealistic  point. 

We  live  under  what  we  are  pleased  to  term  a  demp- 
cratic  form,  as  contradistinctive  from  an  autocratic  or 
oligarchic.  Actually  in  operation  it  is  a  Republican 
procedure.  In  that  process  we  choose  a  leader  or  leaders 
as  an  administrative  group — a  legislative  body  as  an  ad- 
visory or  control  entity. 

To  these,  until  under  our  Constitutional  rights,  through 
a  universal  ballot,  we  may  replace  them  with  others,  we 
owe  allegiance  and  support. 

We  do  not  abrogate  our  inherent  right  to  think  and 
express  our  views;  but  in  so  doing,  it  is  our  bounden 
duty  to  carry  on  in  an  orderly  fashion,  with  the  maximum 
of  real  intelligence. 

Unfortunately,  at  times,  our  disagreements,  no  matter 
how  we  may  gloss  them  over,  are  for  self-aggrandizement, 
as  an  individual  or  as  a  body.  The  so-called  "pressure 
groups"  attempt  to  force  their  single  wills  for  their 
personal  purposes  only.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that 
such  may  gradually  be  eliminated,  in  a  just  meeting  of 
minds  for  the  general  good?  Otherwise,  tolerance  and 
respect  for  the  rights  of  all  flies  out  the  window.  It 
makes  little  difference  which  group  is  in  the  saddle — 
chaos  follows.  And  if  carried  far  enough  we  approach 
the  autocracy  type,  which  most  of  us  deprecate. 

We  need  look  back  but  a  very  short  period  to  see  the 
results  of  class  against  class  agitation,  followed  by  the 
breakdown  of  the  morale,  of  a  once  powerful  and  pros- 
perous nation;  and  now  under  the  heel  of  an  aggressor. 

It  would  be  a  sad  world  if  as  generation  follows 
generation  we  did  not  seek  for  a  betterment  of  working 
and  living  conditions  to  lighten  our  physical  and  mental 
burdens.  Further,  we  must  attempt  with  all  the  energy 
that  is  ours,  to  provide  for  each  and  every  individual  as 
near  as  is  consistent,  more  and  more  of  the  benefits  of 
progress. 

But  in  so  doing,  we  must  not  overlook  the  basic  fact 
that  there  never  was  and  never  will  be  production  without 
work,   and  production  is  just  another  word  for  social

betterment. 

This  world  owes  no  man  a  living.  Only  by  individual 
effort  should  and  can  the  full  life  be  attained.  Luxury 
and  the  easy  way  have  caused  the  downfall  eventually  of 
every  great  peoples  since  the  beginning  of  time.  All  one 
needs  to,  is  peruse  the  recordations  of  the  civilizations 
that  make  up  the  pages  of  time,  to  verify  this. 

In  this  land  of  ours,  with  its  vast  expanse  of  territory 
— with  its  great  abundance  of  natural  resources  (which 
unfortunately  we  are  too  rapidly  dissipating  in  waste), 
we  believe  we  have  built  up  in  its  melting  pot  of  peoples 
— niore  of  the  abundant  life  for  the  greater  majority 
than  in  any  spot  upon  the  globe. 

And  even  with  all  of  these  gifts  of  nature,  we  could 
not  have  accomplished  what  we  have,  were  we  lacking 
in  that  spirit,  which  so  aptly  has  been  termed  "individual- 
ism"— the  will  to  accomplish.  That  faculty,  which 
through  personal  effort  improves  mind  and  body;  does 
something  for  the  ultimate  good  of  all  and  receives 
therefore  a  just  reward,  in  whatever  form  it  may  be. 

The  sloth  is  not  so  entitled.  An  additional  prime 
factor  enters  the  orbit — discipline.  My  use  of  this  word 
is  not  indicative  of  regimentation. 

I  refer  specifically  to  self  discipline — that  ideal  of 
once  a  task  is  started  of  following  through — being  will- 
ing to  try  those  that  may  be  more  difficult  than  those 
apparently  easy  and  simple — avoiding  short  cuts — play- 
ing the  game  of  life  in  cooperation  with  others  even  if 
in  some  degree  one  has  to  submerge  his  own  desires. 

In  fostering  these  ideals  and  practices,  you  as  teachers 
can  and  do  play  a  large  part — not  only  with  the  young, 
but  as  well  with  the  adults — who  are  now  coming  more 
and  more  within  the  confines  of  our  educational  system. 

As  naturally  as  the  light  of  day  follows  the  darkness 
of  the  night,  with  unity,  cooperation,  individualism  and 
self-discipline,  we  as  Americans  can  climb  to  heights  un- 
predictable; ultimately  into  a  far  better  world  for  all 
mankind. 

Your  Board  greets  you  with  the  confident  knowledge 
that  you  can  and  will  perform  your  tasks  with  credit  to 
it  and  to  yourselves ;  with  one  goal  always  in  view — the 
general  welfare  of  those  under  your  guidance.

Handwriting  Use  Neglected 

A  FUNDAMENTAL  function  of  handwriting,  its  use 
in  the  general  mental  development  of  the  individual, 
has  been  largely  neglected  in  recent  years. 

This  was  a  statement  of  Dr.  Frank  N.  Freeman,  dean 
of  the  University  of  California  School  of  Education,  at 
a  recent  meeting  of  handwriting  experts. 

"Few  people  would  think  of  handwriting  as  a  part  of 
general  education,"  Dr.  Freeman  said.  "Most  of  us  re- 
gard it  as  a  decidedly  special  form  of  skill,  something 
like  handling  a  hammer  or  screwdriver  or  driving  a  car." 

Dr.  Freeman  said,  however,  that  writing  is  a  form  of 
language  and  shares  with  other  forms  of  language  an 
important  part  in  the  general  mental  development  of  the 
student. 

"Language  in  general  makes  the  chief  difference  be- 
tween the  human  being  and  the  animal.  Written  language 
adds  certain  special  features  to  mental  growth.  It  de- 
mands greater  organization  and  system  of  thinking  than 
does  speaking  and  gives  a  better  opportunity  to  evaluate 
the  accuracy  and  logic  of  thought." 

Dr.  Freeman  advised  teachers  to  keep  this  in  mind  in 
teaching  handwriting.  He  said  it  can  be  used  as  a  val- 
uable tool  in  developing  the  thinking  of  the  student,  and 
added  that  it  should  not  be  thought  of  as  merely  a  me- 
chanical skill.

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Richard  McDonald  Passes 

WHEN  Col.  David  P.  Hardy,  deputy  superintendent 
of  schools  in  charge  of  physical  properties,  was 
called  to  the  colors,  the  major  part  of  his  duties  fell  upon 
his  most  trusted  aide,  Richard  McDonald,  who  was  in 
charge  of  all  buildings  and  grounds. 

It  was  Mr.  McDonald's  ability  which  called  him  to 
this  place  of  major  responsibility.  Though  laboring  under 
a  physical  handicap  known  only  to  his  intimates,  Mr. 
McDonald  carried  on  competently  and  well,  although 
his  daily  hours  of  service  during  the  recent  storms  some- 
times began  before  dawn  and  continued  until  after  dark. 

While  Mr.  McDonald  was  engaged  in  the  latter  task, 
he  was  honored  by  Governor  Culbert  L.  Olson,  who 
named  him  to  membership  on  a  San  Francisco  Draft 
Board.  Reluctantly,  on  the  advice  of  friends,  he  declined 
this  honor. 

A  month  ago,  Mr.  McDonald  was  stricken  ill.  On 
last  Monday  morning  he  answered  the  summons  of  death 
at  St.  Francis  Hospital.  On  Tuesday,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion passed  resolutions '  eulogizing  Mr.  McDonald's  ser- 
vice. Out  in  the  Mission  the  following  morning  the 
little  church  of  St.  Charles  Borromeo  was  filled  with 
friends  and  neighbors  who  listened  to  a  requiem  mass 
intoned.   Interment  was   in   Holy   Cross   Cemetery. 

Thus  passed  Richard  McDonald,  an  able  executive, 
and  a  friend  whose  loss  was  lamented  most  by  those 
who  knew  him  best  for  his  ability  and  his  loyalty. 

Superintendent  Nourse  said: 

"Mr.  Richard  McDonald  will  always  be  remembered 
by  his  associates  as  an  example  of  faithfulness,  prompt- 
ness, and  thoroughness.  Many  marble  and  granite  monu- 
ments are  erected  to  remind  us  of  those  who  performed 
good  service.  Richard  McDonald  constructed  memorials 
of  good  deeds,  deeds  performed  for  the  safety  and  com- 
fort of  those  whose  welfare  was  committed  to  his  charge. 
He  served  well."

A  PUBLIC  Schools  Week  program  with  pupils  in  fast 
**  moving  pageantry,  carrying  a  message  to  the  audi- 
ence as  a  substitute  for  formal  speakers,  delighted  resi- 
dents of  Francisco  Junior  High  School  area  last  Tues- 
day evening. 

Promptly  at  eight  o'clock,  the  Francisco  Band  swung 
into  a  medley  of  Stephen  Foster  airs  and  the  show,  "A 
Salute  to  America,"  was  on.

'-'  ures  it  represents  walk  across  its  staid  lines  is  no 
easy  task.  In  calmer  times  it  would  not  have  been  un- 
dertaken, but  under  the  press  of  necessity  the  chart  en- 
titled "Counseling  and  Guidance  in  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools"  has  been  made  to  live  in  original  radio 
programs,  five  of  which  were  heard  over  the  facilities  of 
National  Broadcasting's  Station  KGO  in  San  Francisco 
last  week  under  the  general  title  "Your  Child  and  Mine." 

Leader  in  the  idea  of  interpreting  this  phase  of  school 
counseling  through  dramatization  was  Jennings  Pierce, 
educational  director  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany. The  first  program  in  the  series  went  over  Station 
KGO  on  Sunday  evening,  April  27,  opening  Public 
Schools  Week.  Another  innovation  from  the  standpoint 
of  students'  broadcasting  was  that  the  programs  were 
recorded  at  Public  Schools  Station  KALW  and  broadcast 
during  night  and  day  hours.  The  recordings  will  also  be 
available  for  use  on  all  radio  stations. 

Superintendent  Nourse  sent  a  message  through  the 
Director  of  Publications  on  last  Monday  to  the  radio, 
drama  and  music  teachers  who  made  up  the  programs. 
He  said  in  part: 

"The  general  excellence  of  all  the  programs,  as  re- 
vealed through  the  recordings  which  I  heard,  was  far 
higher  than  we  had  a  right  to  expect  when  we  remind 
ourselves  that  the  programs  were  prepared  on  short 
notice  and  that  our  basic  material  was  the  dramatization 
of  a  chart  on  counseling  and  guidance.  The  delicate 
treatment  given  in  the  development  of  many  phases  of 
this  subject  does  credit  to  our  continuity,  dramatic  and 
musical  coordination.  Will  you  please  express  my  thanks 
to  the  cast,  both  dramatic  and  musical  for  a  job  well 
done." 

The  stories  of  "Your  Child  and  Mine"  are  as  follows: 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  HIGH—  "Youth  on  Its 
Way." — Students  cutback  to  the  days  of  ancient  Greece 
to  show  that  guidance  was  done  then — they  had  an- 
other word  for  it.  The  script  dramatizes  each  student 
as  an  individual  showing  the  problems  which  are  his 
own.  The  device  used  to  unfold  the  drama  is  Mr. 
John  Q.  Public.  Miss  Helen  Archer,  drama  coach,  Mar- 
ion Knott,  musical  director,  the  script  by  Waddington 
Blair. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  JUNIOR  COLLEGE— "You  Can't 
Live  Without  Cooks" — Students  in  famous  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Management  Course  at  San  Francisco  Junior 
College,  where  everyone  has  a  job,  no  single  graduate 
is  unemployed.  Graduates  come  from  all  western  Uni- 
ted States  and  Hawaii.  Many  are  sons  or  daughters  of 
hotel  people. — Miss  Marie  Weller,  drama  coach. 

LOWELL  HIGH  SCHOOL—  "Young  Woman,  You're 
Not  a  Psychologist" — Drama  unfolds  story  how  15 
trained  social  workers  encourage  regular  attendance  at 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  inducing  parents  not  to 
keep  children  home  for  trivial  reasons  and  studying 
special  aptitudes  of  students  to  be  certain  they  are 
pursuing  subjects  towards  which  they  show  special 
inclinations.  The  show  takes  its  title  from  a  scene  be- 
tween a  haughty  mother  and  a  worker  from  the  Bureau 
of  Attendance  and  Guidance. — Samuel  Polland,  drama 
coach,  Madison  Devlin,  music  coach. 

CONTINUATION  HIGH— "I  Had  to  Ouit  School"— 
Story  of  father  stricken  with  heart  trouble — boy  forced 
to  quit  regular  high  school  and  seek  work.  Continua- 
tion High  School  takes  him  under  its  wing,  teaches 
him  how  to  obtain  job,  and  what's  more  how  to  hold  it. 
Under  arrangements  made  he  continues  at  school  part 
time  while  he  works  and  eventually  graduates  from 
high  school  and  wins  promotion  to  better  full  time  job. 
— Miss  Helen  Shubert,  drama  coach,  Elmo  Wemmer, 
musical  director. 
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SAMUEL  GOMPERS  TRADES  SCHOOL— "The  Bridge 
Between  School  and  a  Job." — Radio  drama  students 
of  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School  tell  the  story  of 
the  search  for  a  job  by  an  unskilled  worker,  a  college 
graduate  who  hears  of  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School, 
learns  the  beginning  of  a  trade  there,  gets  a  job  and 
lives  happily  forever  afterwards.  Radio  classes  of 
James  Morgan. 

POLYTECHNIC  HIGH  SCHOOL— "The  Race  is  Not 
Always  to  the  Swift." — Tells  how  a  discouraged  crip- 
pled boy  is  brought  to  optimistic  ways  and  useful 
habits  through  the  classes  of  the  Sunshine  and  Ortho- 
pedic School.  The  script  shows  how  the  school  differs 
from  regular  school  and  just  what  it  does  to  encourage 
and  teach  crippled  children  or  those  inclined  toward 
ill  health. — Roland  J.  Morrison,  drama  coach,  Reginald 
C.  Krieger,  musical  director. 

GIRLS  HIGH  SCHOOL— "Eyes:  Windows  of  the  Soul" 
— The  dramatic  story  of  a  boy  who  partially  loses  his 
eyesight  and  is  restored  to  normal  sight  by  attendance 
at  the  Sight  Saving  Class  at  Polytechnic  High  School. 
While  the  show  is  done  by  Girls  High  School  drama 
students,  the  story  is  about  a  class  at  Polytechnic  High 
School.  Feature  of  the  show  is  a  boy  almost  blind,  ac- 
tual student  at  the  Polytechnic  class,  who  recites  his 
lines  in  the  show  from  memory. — Mrs.  Laura  Tharp, 
drama  coach  in  charge. 

MISSION  HIGH  SCHOOL— "Broad  Horizons."— This 
is  the  story,  delicately  told,  of  the  ungraded  classes  in 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools.  It  shows  how  the 
public  schools  go  far  beyond  the  objectives  of  the  Little 
Red  School  House  in  the  work  of  counseling  and 
guidance  and  winds  up  with  an  allegoric  play  regard- 
ing pitfalls  in  which  children  may  tumble.  Miss  Alice 
Donaldson,  drama  coach;  George  Ingram,  musical 
director. 

GALILEO  HIGH  SCHOOL— "His  Mother  Owns  a 
Store." — A  revealing  account  of  the  manner  in  which 
a  working  mother,  in  the  quest  of  success  in  the  world 
of  business  as  a  hobby,  quite  forgot  her  most  important 
responsibility,  the  welfare  of  her  own  son.  Neglected 
at  home,  he  fell  toward  the  wayward  path.  A  friend 
from  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  and  Guidance  discusses 
the  problem  with  both  parents  and  the  mother  is  made 
conscious  of  her  first  responsibility.  Morris  Williams, 
drama  coach,  Miss  Constance  Keohan,  musical  director. 
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Gifted  Children  Problem 

GIFTED  youngsters  are  frequently  problem  children 
because  of  their  intelligence  alone,  writes  Dr.  Nancy 
Bayley,  of  the  University  of  California  Institute  of  Child 
Welfare,  in  a  new  publication. 

The  publication  is  entitled  Mental  Health  in  the 
Classroom,  and  was  published  by  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association.  Dr.  Bayley  wrote  a  chapter  for  the 
book  on   "The  Role  of  Intelligence." 

One  or  two  per  cent  of  the  children  in  any  age  group 
are  called  "gifted  because  of  their  exceptional  intelli- 
gence, and  deserve  special  treatment,"  Dr.  Bayley  writes. 
Their  superiority  to  other  children  of  their  age  creates 
problems  of  adjustment  for  them  and  their  teachers. 

Dr.  Bayley  points  out  'that  these  children  are  capable 
of  doing  school  work  far  in  advance  of  that  taught  in 
their  age-grade.  If  they  remain  in  the  age-grade  they 
may  sink  into  an  intellectual  lethargy;  or  because  the 
work  is  too  easy  they  become  idle  and  get  into  mis- 
chief. 

"On  the  other  hand,"  Dr.  Bayley  writes,  "if  bright 
children  are  advanced  in,  school  to  keep  pace  with  the 
grade  equivalent  to  their  mental  ability,  they  are  often 
social  misfits.  They  may  be  smaller  than  their  class- 
mates, and  so  ignored  or  treated  as  'babies'  or  little 
'smarties.'  " 

Dr.  Bayley  writes  that  the  suggestion  that  gifted  chil- 
dren be  segregated  is  unsound  because  it  would  intensify 
social  maladjustment  by  making  the  children  unable  to 
adjust   themselves   to   average  persons. 

A  promising  alternative  is  to  arrange  an  enriched 
curriculum  for  gifted  children  in  their  own  age  class- 
rooms. However,  Dr.  Bayley  writes,  there  is  at  present 
little  opportunity  in  the  public  schools  to  offer  this 
individual  treatment  of  children  according  to  their  needs 
and  abilities.

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Administrators  To  Meet  In  San  Francisco  Next  February 


SAN  FRANCISCO  teachers  were  treated  to  that  rare 
combination  of  dignity,  wit  and  ability  in  the  per- 
son of  Dr.  W.  H.  Pillsbury,  president  of  the  American 
Association  of  School  Administrators,  who  was  in  San 
Francisco  recently  casting  an  inquiring  eye  on  this  city  as 
the  possible  scene  of  the  1942  meeting  of  the  national 
group. 

Apart  from  his  outstanding  address  before  the  Teach- 
ers Institute  in  War  Memorial  Opera  House,  Dr.  Pills- 
bury  visited  all  the  important  scenic,  cultural  and  enter- 
tainment centers  in  San  Francisco  during  his  five  day 
visit.  In  company  with  Superintendent  Nourse,  Dr.  A.  J. 
Cloud,  John  F.  Brady,  Walter  G.  Swanson,  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  S.  F.  Tourist  and  Convention  Bureau,  he 
spent  Sunday  at  Muir  Woods  and  Mt.  Tamalpais.  Of 
Hrge  stature  himself,  he  stood  with  Mr.  Brady  and 
Dr.  Cloud  under  a  tall  redwood  tree  in  Muir  Woods 
and  remarked.  "It  does  a  big  fellow  some  good  to  stand 
beside  one  of  these  trees  and  take  a  look  upward." 

Dr.  Pillsbury  did  not  overlook  Chinatown.  He  went 
back  twice,  the  second  time  at  night,  in  company  with 
Dr.  Edwin  A.  Lee,  and  Dr.  William  R.  O'Dell  of  Oak- 
land to  investigate  the  possibility  of  giving  encourage- 
ment to  the  San  Francisco  committee  of  educators  to 
make  Chinatown  the  scene  of  an  historic  educational  pag- 
eant should  the  convention  come  here. 

Dr.  Pillsbury  returned  to  Schenectady,  where  he  is 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  Final  decision  on 
the  convention  city  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Ad- 
ministrator's executive  committee  in  Washington,  D.C., 
on  May  3.  The  decision  was  in  favor  of  San  Francisco. 
The  convention  of  the  Administrators  will  be  held  in 
San  Francisco  in  February  1942.  News  of  the  decision 
was  telegraphed  to  Superintendent  Nourse  from  Wash- 
ington on  last  Sunday  and  in  turn  to  Walter  G.  Swan- 
son,  vice  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and 
Tourist  Bureau. 

At  the  Tuesday,  May  6,  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  President  Philip  Lee  Bush  announced  the 
news.  Commissioner  Richard  E.  Doyle  moved  that  thanks 
of  the  Board  be  extended  to  Superintendent  Nourse  for 
his  efforts  and  to  Mrs.  Edwin  R.  Sheldon,  who  visited 
Atlantic  City  last  February  to  extend  San  Francisco's 
invitation  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education,  support- 
ing the  original  invitation  which  came  from  Superin- 
tendent Nourse.  The  decision  represented  a  five  year 
effort  to  induce  the  educators  to  come  to  San  Francisco 
and  a  75  year  effort  to  get  them  west  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Dr.  Pillsbury's  address  to  the  Teachers' 
Institute  is  worth  repeating.  In  part,  it  was  as  follows: 

Thank  you  for  that  very  kindly  introduction,  Mr. 
Nourse.  Since  we  have  been  in  San  Francisco,  we  have 
met  with  nothing  but  the  most  gracious  hospitality  and 
kindness.  (It  compliments  me  when  teachers  sit  and 
listen  to  speeches.)  We  are  living  in  an  age  when  rapid 
change  is  in  order  with  the  times. 

If  we  take  the  field  of  science,  Mr.  Wallace,  in  his 
leading  book,  "The  Wonderful  Century,"  tells  us  that 
mankind  has  achieved  thirty-nine  discoveries  of  supreme 
magnitude  and  that  twenty-five  are  the  products  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  which  leaves  only  fourteen  for  man's 
life  on  earth  in  other  ages,  and  that  progress  is  acceler- 
ated to  such  an  extent  that  the  scientific  discoveries  of 
one  generation  become  the  common  place  things  of  the 
next.  We  live  in  times  of  change ! 

I  am  reminded  of  a  boy  from  the  reform  school  in 
New  York.  (He  was  not  entirely  lacking  in  intelligence.) 
He  was  looking  at  a  picture  of  the  famous  horse  called 
Man  of  War.  He  was  told  that  it  was  the  fastest  horse 
that  man  had  ever  seen.  The  boy  stated  that  this  was 
the  fastest  world  that  the  horse  had  ever  seen. 

That  tempo  of  change  is  characteristic,  and  nowhere 
is  it  more  obvious  than  in  the  field  of  international  re- 
lations. For  the  past  two  decades  we  have  lived  in  a 
fool's  paradise.  We  possess  about  all  the  gold  there  is 


The  following  self-explanatory  telegram  was  received 
by  Superintendent  Nourse  on  last  Monday: 

I  am  happy  to  report  that,  in  recognition  of  the  loyal 
support  which  the  superintendents  of  the  west  have 
given  to  the  American  Association  of  School  Adminis- 
trators over  a  long  period  of  years  and  after  a  careful 
official  examination  of  the  convention  facilities  which 
the  Bay  region  has  to  offer,  the  executive  committee 
assembled  in  Philadelphia  has  voted  without  a  dissent- 
ing voice  to  hold  the  1942  convention  of  the  association 
in  San  Francisco.  In  coming  to  California,  it  is  our  hope 
that  the  school  administrators  of  the  United  States  will 
find  this  an  experience  that  will  bring  them  rich  pro- 
fessional and  cultural  returns.  At  this  time  when  a  com- 
mon bond  of  sympathy  and  understanding  is  so  essential, 
we  believe  that  holding  our  national  convention  for  the 
first  time  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  thus  bringing  the  super- 
intendents of  the  entire  country  to  the  west,  will  serve 
as  a  factor  of  no  small  importance  in  creating  that  unity 
so  important  to  national  morale.

in  the  world.  We  seem  to  feel  that  on  both  fronts  (the 
Atlantic  and  the  Pacific)  that  we  are  impregnable  as 
we  view  the  geographic  situation.  We  feel  that  with 
seven  thousand  miles  between  us,  the  Atlantic  constitutes 
a  safe  barrier  from  war,  and  to  make  things  more  air- 
tight, we  thought  war  had  been  banned  as  an  instrument 
ot  the  machine  age.  But  we  find  it  has  been  resorted  to 
by  some  of  the  pirate  nations,  and  we  shall  take  democ- 
racy as  a  matter  of  course?  We  like  to  defend  our  own 
processes  and  apply  them  to  our  own  way  of  life,  so  that 
each  of  us  might  have  something  more  for  ourselves  for 
which  the  Divine  Providence  singled  us  out,  but  sud- 
denly the  bubble  broke!  The  totalitarian  nations  have 
run  roughshod  over  the  democracies  of  Europe,  and  one 
by  one  those  lights  are  going  out  and  we  begin  to  realize 
that  the  things  on  which  we  depended  are  not  secure 
— the  lights  are  going  out.  Our  wealth  in  our  defenseless 
position  made  us  a  defenseless  prize,  and  we  realize  that 
democracy  is  standing  with  her  back  to  the  wall.  We  are 
faced  with  Hitler's  socialism  and  its  spread  to  other  de- 
fenseless nations.  No  nation  is  safe  unless  it  is  strong — 
so  strong  that  no  other  nation  can  attack  it.  We  must 
arm  ourselves.  We  must  have  military  strength,  economic 
strength,  and  strength  in  our  own  morale. 

In  our  military  field,  the  schools  have  come  to  play 
an  important  part,  and  since  we  realize  our  weakness  in 
equipment,  we  started  to  work  to  remedy  the  situation, 
but  we  soon  ran  into  a  bottleneck — the  lack  of  skilled 
workers.  It  was  here  that  the  schools  began  to  realize 
that  it  was  up  to  them  to  build  skills  on  which  technical 
jobs  might  be  superimposed. 

As  we  build  intelligently,  we  train  toward  an  under- 
standing of  consumption  and  production,  and  both  are 
dependent  on  education.  These  two  factors  put  strength 
in  the  preparedness  program,  but  the  third  is  the  most 
difficult  of  all  and  the  most  necessary.  That  third  factor 
is  the  building  of  morale,  and  this  is  the  point  at  which 
education  can  render  its  greatest  service,  by  involving 
and  building  toward  a  better  understanding  of  attitudes 
and  democratic  habits.  A  higher  level  of  comprehension 
is  a  willingness  to  sacrifice  one's  own  personal  gain,  and 
that  attitude  comes  only  with  the  larger  measure  of  un- 
derstanding. When  the  people  think  in  terms  of  selfish 
gains,  they  lose  sight  of  the  common  good.  In  order  to 
achieve  some  personal  gain,  strife  and  dissension  enter, 
and  the  foundations  of  our  government  are  being  under- 
mined for  these  types  are  serving  the  rule  of  the  pres- 
.sure  groups  and  these  are  the  precise  techniques  that 
rot  the  structure  of  our  national  government.  We  need 
only  to  look  at  France  and  her  fate,  to  understand  this. 

The  price  which  our  forefathers  paid  in  order  that  we

might  have  a  richer  heritage  should  be  here  considered. 
Because  they  hated  tyranny  and  loved  freedom,  they 
severed  their  ties  and  crossed  the  ocean  to  seek  a  liveli- 
hood from  the  hostile  soil  and  build  a  civilization  worthy 
of  free  men  and  women.  We  see  how  we  have  builded 
ourselves  from  thirteen  insignificant  colonies  to  one  of 
the  most  powerful  nations  the  world  has  ever  seen.  We 
must  understand  the  status  that  underlies  the  essence  of 
our  freedom.  We  must  heed  the  conditions  which  played 
disaster  and  led  to  the  downfall  of  those  freedoms  and 
we  must  know  something  about  the  democratic  method 
of  action,  down  to  the  very  source.  This  involves  a  knowl- 
edge and  interpretation  as  to  where  this  authentic  source 
material  is  to  be  found.  We  must  know  about  other 
nations  of  the  world  if  we  are  attempting  to  solve  the 
insidious  problems  with  -which  we  are  faced.  This  Nazi 
and  Communistic  propaganda — we  must  know  something 
about  it  in  order  to  protect  ourselves  against  such  in- 
sidious influences.  Our  people  should  understand  these 
ideologies  and  complex  problems;  and  I  believe,  too,  we 
should  be  specific  and  make  it  our  business  to  help 
children  to  understand'  some  of  the  controversial  prob- 
lems. The  only  thing  left  to  do  is  to  face  the  facts  and 
see  what  causes  these  disturbing  factors.  These  young 
people  absorb  some  dangerous  ideology  when  they  come 
before  a  soap-box  orator.  By  adopting  the  hush,  hush 
policy,  we  are  putting  a  premium  on  it  so  far  as  the 
young  people  are  concerned.  Anything  that  is  taboo,  is 
attractive  to  them.  If  you  would  teach  children  to  love 
Shakespeare,  just  state  that  "As  You  Like  It"  is  not  a 
fit  book  to  be  read — just  put  it  back  on  the  shelf  and 
we  will  read  Captain  Man's  book,  "Afloat  in  the  Forest." 
We  will  study  about  the  way  in  which  the  Amazon 
flows;  the  silt  in  the  river;  the  bordering  trees  of  the 
forest  and  all  this  type  of  activity  study,  and  every 
youngster  in  the  class  will  have  read  "As  You  Like  It." 

Totalitarian  loyalty  is  emotionalism,  and  we  must  have 
a  democracy,  that  will  greatly  improve  our  processes  and 
we  must  find  a  way  of  doing  it  by  meeting  and  develop- 
ing .  attitudes  which  underly  the  preservation  of  our 
labors.

f*  ROWTH  of  safety  education  in  the  schools  of  San 
^^  Francisco  will  be  exemplified  on  a  grand  scale  when 
more  than  3000  boys  of  the  School  Safety  Patrol  pre- 
sent their  annual  parade  and  review  Thursday  afternoon, 
May  22,  at  the  Civic  Center,  commencing  at  1:30  o'clock. 

Leading  the  parade  will  be  Chief  of  Police  Charles  W. 
Dullea,  colonel  of  the  Patrol  regiment.  The  line  of  march 
will  be  around  the  Civic  Center  plaza,  passing  in  front 
of  a  reviewing  stand  at  the  City  Hall.  Assembling  in  the 
Civic  Auditorium  after  the  parade  the  massed  Patrols 
will  be  greeted  by  Superintendent  of  Schools  Joseph  P. 
Nourse,  Acting  Mayor  Warren  Shannon,  and  other  of- 
ficials. Efficiency  awards  in  the  form  of  ribbons  pro- 
vided by  the  Automobile  Association  will  be  presented  to 
various  school  squads.  Percy  E.  Towne,  chairman  of  the 
Automobile  Association  public  safety  committee,  will  pre- 
side at  the  Auditorium   program. 

Police  Inspector  Byron  J.  Getchell,  official  instructor 
of  the  Patrol,  will  be  in  charge  of  marshalling  the  huge 
gathering  of  young  safety  sentinels. 

The  parade  formation  will  consist  of  eleven  battalions, 
plus  ten  junior  high  school  bands.  Each  school  Patrol 
squad  will  be  in  uniform  attire,  including  overseas  caps 
in  the  school  colors,  matching  ties,  armbands,  and  trou- 
sers of  cord  or  duck.  Members  of  the  R.O.T.C.  will  act 
as  battalion  commanders. 

While  the  Patrol  review  will  demonstrate  the  extent 
of  one  phase  of  safety  education  efforts  in  the  schools, 
mainly  in  the  primary  grades,  it  should  be  noted  that 
another  activity  of  similar  aim  has  rounded  out  its  first 
year  with  a  record  of  marked  success.  This  is  the  traffic 
safety  course  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  ar- 
ranged by  Superintendent  Nourse  and  Chief  of  Police 
Dullea  and  begun  early  last  year.  The  course  has  been 
conducted  by  Police  Officer  Joseph  T.  Kane  as  a  special 
duty  assignment,  and  has  brought  instruction  in  the  rules 
of  safe  driving  to  thousands  of  high  school  boys.

cording to  announcement  made  today  by  Robert  F.  Gray, 
deputy  superintendent  of  schools  in  charge  of  adult  edu- 
cation. 

In  addition,  adult  sessions  will  be  held  evenings  at 
the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  the  Galileo  Evening 
High  School  from  May  26  to  August  22.  In  adult  classes, 
in  which  fourth  year  high  school  students  may  register 
with  permission  of  their  day  school  principals,  such  sub- 
jects as  office  machines,  stenography,  art  and  book-keep- 
ing will  be  taught. 

At  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  apprenticeship 
classes  now  attended  by  approximately  1400  trade  ap- 
prentices will  continue  from  May  26  to  July  31  only, 
four  evenings  each  week.  These  classes  are  limited  to 
brick  laying,  carpentry,  electricity,  machine  shop,  mill 
and  cabinet  workers,  painters  and  decorators,  plumbers, 
sheet  metal  workers,  tile  and  carpet  and  linoleum  layers. 

Approximately  1150  adults  will  be  taught  in  53 
national  defense  work  classes  which  prepare  for  imme- 
diate service  in  ship  yards.  The  courses  given  are  in  air- 
craft construction,  drafting,  diesel  engines,  electric  weld- 
ing, gas  welding,  lathe  operation,  metallurgy,  navigation, 
and  radio  communication.  Related  courses  will  also  be 
given  in  radio  broadcasting  and  photography.

k  jJUNICIPAL  employees  and  dependents  totaling 
"■  16,300  spend  approximately  one  half  million  dol- 
lars annually  through  the  Health  Service  System  of  San 
Francisco,  an  organization  formed  under  city  charter  in 
1937  for  the  purpose  of  providing  cost  of  medical  care 
and  hospitalization  of  ill  or  injured  "city  employees. 

The  service  is  governed  by  a  Health  Service  Board 
composed  of  nine  employees,  elected  by  contributor  mem- 
bers to  the  organization.  Annual  charge  is  $30.00  per 
year  per  employee,  which  raised 
$450,000  in  a  typical  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  which  employees  pay  for 
extra  hospital  accommodations  as 
individuals,  beyond  the  point  of 
what  is  provided  for  within  the 
limitations  of  the  service. 

One  of  the  features  of  the 
Health  Service  is  that  each  em- 
ployee has  his  own  choice  of  phy- 
sician or  hospital. 

Physicians  privately  believe  that 
the  service  has  made  returns  to 
them  far  greater  than  they  had  a 
right  to  expect  when  the  plan 
started.  Over  a  14  month  period  it 
paid  physicians  $1.97  per  unit  of 
service.  City  employees  know  more  about  keeping  overhead 
down  than  the  physicians  themselves,  for  in  their  own 
California  Physicians  Service,  which  they  operate  and 
manage  on  the  same  basis  of  annual  contributions  of 
$30.00,  they  were  able  to  pay  themselves  only  $1.40  per 
unit  of  service  over  a  corresponding  period.  A  unit  in 
terms  of  service  is  an  office  visit. 

Physicians  and  surgeons  rendering  the  service  asked 
mm^ms!!3m!mmgmlsss  through  their  county  medical  socie- 
ty months  ago  for  a  revision  of 
rates,  and  upward  scaling  for  stated 
surgical  services  with  a  constant 
lowering  of  the  unit  value  to  the 
individual  physicians.  The  Health 
Service  Board  resolved  to  let  the 
physicians  supplying  the  service  de- 
termine how  they  wished  the  fund 
divided  annually.  A  referendum 
was  taken  and'  the  physicians  voted 
to  increase  the  fees  of  the  surgeons. 
Immediately  the  Health  Service 
Board  voted  on  the  adoption  of  the 
new  fee  schedule  and  it  failed  of 
approval,  lacking  the  necessary  two- 
thirds  vote.  This  action  came  on  the 
eve  of  the  annual  election  of  three  members  whose  terms 
had  expired,  two  who  voted  against  the  adoption  of  the 
new  schedule.  They  were  defeated  at  the  election. 

The  one  running  for  re-election  who  favored  the  sched- 
ule was  Cameron  King,  president  of  the  Health  Service 
Board,  who  was  re-elected.  The  almost  unanimous  sup- 
port of  the  school  department  made  these  returns  pos- 
sible. With  him  were  elected  for 
the  first  time  Louis  H.  Moran,  chief 
accountant  for  the  Department  of 
Health,  and  Captain  George  M. 
Healy,  of  the  Police  Department. 
The  result  means  that  the  new  fee 
schedule  will  be  ratified.  Return  of 
Mr.  King  to  the  Board  was  a  source 
of  gratification  to  those  who  know 
of  his  ability  as  a  thinker  and  his 
integrity  as  an  organizer.  He  has 
served  faithfully  and  well.  He  was 
one  of  the  original  proponents  of 
the  plan  and  was  instrumental  in 
having  it  written  into  law.  His

The  Responsibility  Involved 

kJAYOR  ANGELO  J.  ROSSI  called  a  group  of  prom- 
'*'  inent  citizens  to  his  office  on  last  Tuesday  and 
outlined  what  he  considered  the  obligation  undertaken 
by  San  Francisco  when  the  American  Association  of 
School  Administrators  decided  to  accept  the  city's  invita- 
tion to  hold  its  annual  convention  here  next  February. 

The  meeting,  hurriedly  called  prior  to  Mayor  Rossi's 
departure  for  Washington,  was  intended  to  make  civic 
leaders  conscious  of  the  responsibility  involved  in  enter- 
taining a  convention  of  such  magnitude.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  at  Atlantic  City,  last  scene  of  the  convention, 
there  were  12,000  registered  delegates.  An  average  con- 
vention attracts  1500  delegates. 

Financial  aspects  of  the  convention  as  outlined  by 
Walter  G.  Swanson,  vice  president  of  the  Convention 
and  Tourist  Bureau,  convinced  the  meeting  that  the  task 
of  raising  funds  is  not  one  for  educational  groups  alone, 
but  that  all  civic  minded  persons  must  subscribe  to  the 
success  of  the  convention. 

Superintendent  Nourse  and  Chief  Deputy  Superinten- 
dent Brady  told  of  the  work  of  preparation  which  has 
already  been  undertaken  by  the  public  schools.  Hon. 
Daniel  C.  Murphy,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  former  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education,  spoke  of  a  first  hand  acquaintance  with 
the  magnitude  of  the  convention;  that  the  task,  in  its 
larger  aspects,  was  one  for  the  entire  city  and  not  for 
the  school  department  alone.

THE  Superintendent  has  called  to  meet  with  him  on  next

Jennings  Pierce,  educational  director  for  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company,  will  be  a  guest  of  the  Superin- 
tendent at  the  meeting  and  will  tell  of  the  attitude  of  the 
radio  industry  towards  educational  broadcasting. 

Presiding  at  the  meeting  will  be  Edwin  E.  Niccolls, 
chairman  of  the  radio  committee.  Miss  Mary  Reene,  Dr. 
A.  J.  Cloud  and  E.  J.  Cummings,  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, will  speak  briefly. 

Full  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the 
development  of  radio  as  an  aide  to  classroom  instruction, 
was  again  indicated  on  last  Tuesday  when  that  body 
voted  approval  of  detailed  plans  for  the  construction  of 
a  broadcasting  tower  150  feet  in  height,  to  be  erected 
atop  of  Samuel  Gompers  Trades  School,  where  the  radio 
transmitter  is  located.

"It  is  hoped  that  before  next  Fall  the  Pacific  Branch 
Office  of  the  Red  Cross  shall  have  obtained  a  statement 
from  the  Attorney  General  to  the  effect  that  his  ruling 
regarding  fund  raising  in  schools  does  not  apply  to  the 
Junior  Red  Cross,"  writes  Mrs.  Marrin. 

Despite  the  handicap  imposed  by  the  Attorney  Gener- 
al's ruling,  the  Junior  Red  Cross  submits  an  imposing 
report  of  activities  in  the  Schools  for  the  Fall  1940  se- 
mester. The  report  shows  that  66,990  pupils  manufac- 
tured 31,815  articles  for  local  and  foreign  distribution. 
Enrollment  money  received  totaled  $570.50  from  juniors 
while  direct  contributions  to  the  Red  Cross  Service  Fund 
was  $434.00  for  the  same  period.  Christmas  boxes,  a  cry 
of  good  will  from  the  children  of  America  to  the  war 
torn  children  of  Europe,  totaled  491. 

Mrs.  Marrin  desires  to  extend  her  thanks  to  all  who 
participated  in  the  success  of  the  program.

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Nursery  Schools  Endorsed 

Dr.  J.  C.  Geiger,  director  of  public  health,  in  a  letter 
to  Robert  F.  Gray,  deputy  superintendent  of  schools, 
gives  endorsement  to  the  plan  of  nursery  schools  for 
children  as  sponsored  by  the  Works  Progress  Administra- 
tion, and  conducted  locally  through  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools. 

Dr.  Geiger  writes  in  part: 

/  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my- 
self as  being  gratified  with  the  work  done  in  the  W.P.A. 
Nursery  Schools  for  San  Francisco's  young  children  from 
low  income  families.  Hundreds  of  San  Francisco' s  chil- 
dren have  benefited  from  it.  I  would  like  to  see  the 
nursery  school  plan,  or  one  similar  to  it,  extended  to  all 
of  this  age  group  in  our  papulation. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  towards  lowering  the  en- 
trance age  of  the  nursery  school  children  which  is  un- 
desirable. Children  under  the  age  of  2y2  years  should  not 
be  enrolled  except  under  really  unusual  circumstances. 
Under  no  conditions  should  children  under  2  years  of 
age  be  accepted.  No  child  visitors  should  be  admitted  to 
nursery  schools  at  any  time.  This  particularly  applies  to 
young  children  and  infants. 


Rules  Governing  Work  Permits 

All  permits  to  work  during  the  summer  vacation  will 
be  issued  at  the  Bureau  of  Attendance,  Civic  Auditorium, 
during  the  week  of  June  9  and  during  vacation.  Impress 
upon  pupils  that  no  permit  will  be  issued  unless  pupil 
has  an  actual  position.  Only  pupils  fourteen  years  of  age 
or  over  need  apply.

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1941  N.E.A.  Convention 

APPROPRIATELY  enough,  when  freedom's  light  is 
faded  from  half  the  globe,  the  National  Education 
Association  calls  together  its  79th  annual  convention  in 
the  cradle  of  American  liberties — Boston.  From  June  29 
to  July  3,  ten  thousand  or  more  educators  will  rededi- 
cate  themselves  to  the  maintenance  of  those  liberties, 
among  the  shrines  that  memorialize  their  birth.  In  Bos- 
ton's Faneuil  Hall,  "Old  North  Church,"  and  King's 
Chapel,  whose  walls  once  echoed  the  voices  of  the  Han- 
cocks and  the  Adamses  and  the  Oliver  Wiswells  in  the 
travail  of  New  World  freedom,  the  teachers  will  inaug- 
urate their  convention  program  in  vespers  conducted  by 
representatives  of  three  great  religious  faiths — Catholic, 
Protestant,  Jew — that  have  found  the  right  of  worship 
here. 

The  feature  of  national  seminars,  inaugurated  at  the 
Milwaukee  convention  and  highly  approved  because  of 
the  opportunity  offered  for  sustained  attention  of  espec- 
ially qualified  delegates  to  serious  educational  problems, 
will  be  repeated  at  Boston. 

In  a  convention  program  devoted  to  the  world  situa- 
tion, outstanding  speakers  will  discuss  the  significance 
of  present  wars  for  the  United  States,  and  the  creation 
of  closer  cultural  and  economic  relationships  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  A  general  session  on  the  national 
situation  will  present  a  picture  of  the  most  important 
problems  facing  the  United  States  and  what  schools  can 
do  to  help  in  the  solution  of  these  problems. 

Other  general  session  topics  will  be  devoted  to  the 
welfare  of  democracy  in  its  relationship  to  improved 
opportunity  for  children  and  teachers,  and  the  school's 
responsibility  in  meeting  the  problems  of  youth.

"Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939  is  48  years  of  age 
or  over,  and  who  has  been  employed  as  a  member  of  the 
certificated  staff  in  the  San  Francisco  public  schools  for 
twenty  years,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  study  increment 
requirements. 

"Any  teacher  who  on  July  1,  1939  is  60  years  of  age 
or  over  shall  be  exempt  from  all  study  increment  re- 
quirements regardless  of  years  of  service." 

Teachers  who  have  not  already  asked  for  exemption 
are  requested  to  do  so  immediately.  Address  communi- 
cations to  Howard  McDonald,  deputy  superintendent  in 
charge  of  personnel.

At  this  time  scholarships  to 
the  California  School  of  Fine  Arts  will  be  awarded.  The 
exhibition  will  continue  until  June  21. 


Annual  Attendance  Reports  Due 

Attendance  report  forms  for  elementary  and  secondary 
principals  have  been  sent  to  the  respective  schools.  Com- 
plete attendance  and  enrollment  data  are  to  be  entered 
according  to  instructions  on  specific  forms. 

Number  of  school  months  for   1940-41 — 10  months. 

Number  of  days  taught  1940-41 — 184  days. 

In  all  cases  the  average  daily  attendance  is  found  by 
dividing  the  total  days  attendance  by  184. 

1.  Elementary  principals  should  report  all  kindergarten  and  ele- 
mentary attendance  data  in  the  spaces  provided  on  form  J' 18. 
With  this  report  should  be  submitted  the  mimeographed  an- 
nual attendance  report  and  a  promotion  report  for  all  teachers 
having  classes. 

2.  Secondary  principals  should  report  all  secondary  attendance 
data  including  that  of  elementary  grades  of  secondary  schools 
on  form  J-20. 

3.  The  Bureau  of  Research,  third  floor,  Civic  Auditorium,  will 
receive  reports  on  the  following  days:  Friday,  June  13,  1  to 
5  o'clock;  Saturday,  June  14,  9  to  12  o'clock;  Monday,  June 
16,  9  to  12  o'clock. 

4.  The  Bureau  of  Research  should  be  notified  in  writing  rela- 
tive to  the  day  and  time  principals  wish  to  file  their  reports. 
Two  choices  may  be  submitted.

THE  faults  of  our  brothers  we  write  in  the  sand;  their 
virtues  in  tablets  of  love  and  memory.  This  is  the 
controlling  idea  for  which  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  stands.  It  is  an  organization  built  around 
love  of  country,  of  one's  neighbors.  In  this  scheme  of 
organization  the  American  Flag  looms  large. 

San  Francisco  Lodge  of  Elks,  under  leadership  of  Hon. 
John  J.  Van  Nostrand,  has  for  many  years  sponsored 
flag  day  exercises.  This  year  the  ceremonies  will  be  held 
in  Golden  Gate  Park  on  Sunday  afternoon,  June  15,  at 
2  o'clock.  All  teachers  are  privileged  to  announce  this 
ceremony  to  their  classes  with  the  idea  that  the  invita- 
tion may  be  relayed  to  all  parents.  The  editorial  writer 
of  the  New  York  Times  recently  contributed  the  follow- 
ing, writing  under  the  title  "What  Is  a  Flag?": 

What's  the  love  of  country  for  which  it  stands?  It 
begins  with  the  love  of  the  land  itself.  It  is  the  "Pilgrims 
dying  in  their  first  dreadful  winter.  It  is  the  minute  man 
standing  his  ground  at  Concord  Bridge,  and  dying  there. 
It  is  the  army  in  rags,  sick,  freezing,  starving  at  Valley 
Forge.  It  is  the  wagons  and  the  men  on  foot  going  west- 
ward over  Cumberland  Gap,  floating  down  the  great 
rivers,  rolling  over  the  great  plains.  It  is  the  settler 
hacking  fiercely  at  the  primeval  forest  on  his  new,  his 
own  lands.  It  is  Thoreau  at  Walden  Pond,  Lincoln  at 
Cooper  Union,  and  Lee  riding  home  from  Appomattox. 
It  is  corruption  and  disgrace,  answered  always  by  men 
who  would  not  let  the  flag  lie  in  the  dust,  who  _  have 
stood  up  in  every  generation  to  fight  for  the  old  ideals 
and  the  old  rights,  at  risk  of  ruin  or  of  life  itself. 

It  is  a  great  multitude  of  people  on  pilgrimage,  com- 
mon and  ordinary  people,  charged  with  the  usual  hu- 
man failings,  yet  filled  with  such  a  hope  as  never  caught 
the  imaginations  and  the  hearts  of  any  nation  on  earth 
before.  The  hope  of  liberty.  The  hope  of  justice.  The 
hope  of  a  land  in  which  a  man  can  stand  straight,  with- 
out fear,  without  rancor.

If  it  is  not  possible  to  dispose  of 
the  papers  the  day  they  are  collected,  they  should  be 
tightly  baled  together  and  stored  within  a  room  of  fire- 
proof construction. 


Anticipating  Changes 

r\R.  Frank  N.  Freeman,  dean  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
'-'tion  at  University  of  California,  and  Aubrey  A. 
Douglass,  assistant  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
and  chief  of  the  division  of  secondary  schools  in  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  have  announced  a  con- 
ference beginning  July  21  on  curriculum  and  guidance.

The  morning  sessions  will  be  devoted  to  a  discussion 
by  the  whole  group  of  the  following  topics : 

The  Developmental  Needs  of  Adolescents  and  their 
Application  to  Secondary  Schools. 

The  Basic  Program  of  the  High  School. 

The  Evaluation  of  the  New  Type  Secondary  School 
Programs. 

Senior  Problem  Courses  in  Occupational  Adjustment. 

National  Defense  Programs  of  Selected  California 
School  Systems. 

During  the  afternoons  the  conference  will  be  broken 
up  into  small  study  groups  which  will  be  devoted  to 
particular  problems.  The  types  of  study  may  fall  under 
one  or  the  other  of  the  following  classes:  first,  the  con- 
sideration of  problems  in  particular  subject  areas;  sec- 
ond, field  trips  to  observe  examples  of  procedures  dis- 
cussed in  the  conference;  third,  discussion  of  means  of 
working  out  practically  the  principles  presented  in  the 
morning  programs;  fourth,  the  consideration  of  the 
special  problems  of  particular  schools. 

Scene  of  the  10-day  conference  will  be  the  School  of 
Education  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  California.

School  Health  Institute 

This  Summer  the  Department  of  Hygiene  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  is  again  offering  a  three  weeks' 
institute  (June  30-July  19)  at  Berkeley  as  a  part  of  the 
1941  Summer  Session.  These  institutes  have  been  so 
highly  successful  in  the  past  two  years  that-  a  similar 
plan  is  being  followed  this  Summer  in  the  presentation 
of  the  subject,  "School  Health  Service  and  Education." 

The  services  of  a  specialist  in  school  health  programs 
have  been  secured  to  conduct  the  institute.  Miss  Lula  P. 
Dilworth,  associate  in  Health  and  Safety  Education  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion is  to  be  guest  instructor. 

Again  the  institute  will  have  the  cooperation  of  the 
California  State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  that 
Doctor  George  Uhl  and  others  of  the  State  Health  Pe- 
partment  will  conduct  classes  on  the  medical  aspects  of 
the  school  health  service. 
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Summer  Trade  Classes 

r\URING  eight  of  the  eleven  weeks  school  vacation  all 
■"^  junior  and  senior  students  in  high  schools  will  be 
given  opportunity  to  increase  their  skills  in  the  manipula- 
tion of  machines  and  tools — one  of  the  growing  demands 
of  this  era. 

There  are  at  present  approximately  15,000  boys  en- 
rolled in  industrial  arts  classes  in  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  Many  of  these  students  have  engaged  in  shop 
work  continuously  for  an  hour  each  day  for  five  years. 
The  work  proposed  during  the  coming  vacation  will  be 
conducted  in  two  of  the  15  shop  buildings  maintained 
in  connection  with  junior  or  senior  high  schools.  Courses 
will  begin  on  Monday,  June  23,  the  exact  location  and 
hours  to  be  designated  during  the  present  week. 

Purpose  of  the  courses  was  explained  to  parents  in 
a  letter  addressed  to  Mrs.  George  Beanston,  president 
of  Second  District  P.  T.  A.  by  Superintendent  Nourse. 
In  part  it  follows: 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  has  recommended 
and  the  Board  of  Education  has  approved,  under  terms 
of  Board  Resolution  G-1676,  a  plan  to  utilize  daylight 
facilities  of  public  school  shops  in  junior  and  senior  high 
school  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  instruc- 
tion during  the  coming  summer  vacation  in  trades  and 
crafts  to  students  of  high  school  age  and  beyond. 

The  purpose  of  the  plan  is  to  further  prepare  young . 
men  who  are  already  being  trained  in  technical  classes 
that  they  may  be  the  more  fit  to  accept  employment 
in  local  trades  and  industries  related  to  national  defense. 
Especially,  this  appeal  applies  to  students  in  their  4th 
or  final  year  of  high  school,  who  are  enrolled  in  indus- 
trial arts  classes  in  the  present  school  year  and  who,  by 
an  intensified  course  during  the  summer,  would  prepare 
themselves  to  respond  to  demands  which  may  come 
from  one  of  the  several  industries. 

These  classes  are  known  as  Unit  Day  Trade  and  Tech- 
nical Courses,  and  are  one  step  removed  from  national 
defense  courses  offered  to  seasoned  apprentices  or  jour- 
neymen tradesmen. 

The  programme  proposed  should  not  be  confused  with 
the  regular  national  defense  classes  at  Samuel  Gompers 
Trades  School  where  more  than  1500  adults  are  being 
trained  or  have  already  completed  their  course,  nor  should 
it  be  confused  with  another  separate  division,  the  appren- 
tice training  programme  which  accommodates  regular 
registered  apprentices  in  industry  numbering  1400  men.

The  responsibility  for  securing  a  renewal  of  teacher 
credentials  rests  upon  the  holder  as  no  individual  notice 
will  be  sent. 

Teachers'  applications  for  renewal  must  include: 

1.  A  letter  requesting  a  new  credential  of  the  same  grade,  type, 
and  subjects. 

2.  Legal  fee  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  submitted  in  form  of  money 
order  or  draft. 

3.  Verification  by  original  letters  from  principal  or  Superintendent 
of  at  least  five  months  of  successful  teaching  experience  in 
the  public  schools  of  California  during  the  life  of  the  creden' 
tial  to  be  renewed. 

4.  Verification,  by  original  transcripts  of  record,  of  the  comple' 
tion  of  all  requirements  listed  on  the  credential  to  be  renewed. 

5.  Application  for  the  renewal  of  credentials  should  be  made  to 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Teacher  Train* 
ing  and  Certification,  not  later  than  September  11  of  the  year 
in  which  the  credential  will  expire. 

6.  When  teachers  receive  the  renewal  of  the  credential  they  must 
obtain  the  renewal  of  their  San  Francisco  County  Certificates. 
This  may  be  done  by  bringing  the  new  credential  to  the  Bureau 
of  Personnel.  Renewal  of  San  Francisco  County  Certificate  must 
be  done  before  November  30  of  the  year  in  which  the  County 
Certificate  will  expire.

Scrap  Metal  Drive 

In  an  effort  to  furnish  suitable  materials  to  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools  for  use  in  apprentice  and 
defense  trades  instruction,  the  San  Francisco  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce  will  conduct  a  drive  to  collect 
scrap  metal  throughout  the  city  from  June  9  to  20  in- 
clusive.

Proper  Flag  Salute 

The  following  statement  regarding  the  method  of  salut- 
ing the  flag  during  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  is  quoted 
from  the  May  1941  issue  of  "California  Schools,"  the 
official  publication  of  the  California  State  Department 
of  Education: 

"Numerous  requests  have  recently  come  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education  for  a  suggestion  as  to  the 
proper  way  to  salute  the  flag  during  the  pledge  of 
allegiance.  These  requests  have  been  occasioned  by  the 
fact  that  many  school  administrators  in  California  wish 
to  issue  instructions  for  some  suitable  form  of  salute 
to  be  used  by  school  children  to  supersede  the  practice 
of  extending  the  right  arm  palm  upward  during  the 
closing  phases  of  the  pledge  of  allegiance. 

"The  State  Department  of  Education  suggests  that  the 
schools  of  California  might  adopt  the  practice  of  placing 
the  right  hand  over  the  heart,  the  form  of  salute  gener- 
ally recommended  by  school  administrators  and  adopted 
by  many  organizations  and  service  clubs."        •
